Art of JIhyſick (in London, without Licence from the 
Colledge there; againſt the Statute and thetr Char- - 
ter : Fo2 which he demanded 5 |. foz edery month, 
being the penalty given by the Statute, The Defen- 
vant pleaded the Statute of 34 H. 8. which enables 
every one to pzactiſe PPhyſick o2 Surgery, being skl- 
full therein, notwithſtanding any Act to the contrary. 
The Jlatntiff replies, and ſhews the Skgtute Primo 
Mar. cap. 9. which confirms their Charter, and every

Alſo they ſaio, that the 
Statute of 3 H. 8. cap. 11. which in effec ts repeal- 
edby this Act of x4 H. 8. hath a ſpecial P2oviſo foz 
the Ciniverſity of Cambridge and Oxtord, which being 
bereleft out, doth declare the intention of the makers 
of the Act, that they did intend to include them with- 


111 this general Þ;ohtbition, Nemo in difta Civitare, 


&c. As to the Second potnt they ſtrongly held, that the 
ſaid latter clauſe, And where that in the Dioceſes of 
England out of London, &cc. this clauſe accozding to 
the wozds doth extend onely to places out of London, 
and (0 much the rather , becauſe that they purview 
fo2 London befoze, Nemo in dicta Civitate, &c. Alfa 
the makers of the Ac put a diſtinction betwirt 
thoſe who ſhall be licenſed to pzactiſe JPhyſick within 
London, &c. fo2 they ought to have the admittance 
and allowance of the ]eſivent and College in waiting 
under their Common Seal 3 but he who ſhall be al- 
lowed to pzactiſe JPhyſick thzoughout England out of 
London ought to be examined and admitted by the 
Pyzeſivent and 3 of the Elexs, and ſothey ſaid, that 
it was lately adjudged in the Kings Bench, it an 
Infomation erhibited againſt the ſaftd Doctoz Bonham 
fo2 pzactiſing of Phyſick within London fo2 Divers - 
months. As to the Third potnt they ſaid, That 
fo2 his contempt and diſobedience befoze them in their 
College they might commit him to Pziſon , fo2 
they have authozity by the Letters Patents and Act 
of Parliament, And therefoze fo2 his contempt and 
misdemeano2 betfoze them they may commit him. 
Alſo the Act of x Mariz hath given them power to 
commit them fo2 every offence 02 diſobedience con- 
trary to any Arttcle oz Clauſe contained in the ſaid 
Gzant 02 Act, But "5 an erpeeſs — 
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Article inthe ſaidGzant,andratified by theAc of 14H.s. 
Quod nemo in dicta Civitate,&c. cxerceat, &c. And the 
Defendants have pleaded that the Plaintiff hath pzac- 
tiſed]Phyſick within London bythe ſpace of onemonth, 
&c. und theretoze the Act of x Mariz hath authozſſey 
them fo2 to impaiſon hinin this caſe 3 foz which cauſe 
they did conclude ſo2 the Ockendants againſt the 
Plaintiff, But it was argued by Coke Chief Jultice, 
Warburton and Daniel Juſtices of the Common 
I-leas, to the contrary. And Daniel conceived that 
a Oocto2 of Phyſick of the one Univerſity oz the o- 
ther, &c. was not within the body of the Act, and if 
he was within the baby of the Ac, that he was cr- 
cepted by the ſaid latter clauſe: But Warburton ar: 
gucd againſt him fo2 both the points : and the Thief 
Tultice did not ſpeak to theſe 2 points, becauſe that 
he and Warburton and Daniel Did agree that this 
action was clearly maintainable fo2 two other points, 
But to the 2. 2ther points he and the ſaid 2 other 
Juſtices Warburton and Daniel did ſpeak, 1cil. 1. TUhe- 
ther the Cenſo2s have power fo2 the Caufes alledgep 
itt their Barr, to fine and impztifon the Platntiff, 
2. 4dmitting that they have power to doe it, if they 
have purſued their power. But the chick Juſtice be- 
foe he argued the points in Law, becauſe that 
much was ſaid in the commendations of the Doxozs 


of Jhyſick of the ſaiv College within London, anp 


lomewhat (as he conceived) in derogation of the dig- 
nity of the Oocto2s of the Univerlities, he firſt attri- 
buted much to the Docto2s of the-latd Co lege within 
London, and: did confeſs that nothing was ſpcken, 
which was not due to their merits 3 but yet that no 
compariſon was to be made betwecn that p2tvate 
College, and any of the Ciniverſittes of Cambridge 
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ann Oxford, no mo2e than between the Father and 
his Childzen, 02 between the Fountain and the ſmall 
Rivers which deſcend from thence : The Univerſity 
is Alma mater, from whoſe breaſts thoſe of that p2t- 
vate College have ſucked all thetr ſcience and know- 
4evxre (which J acknowledgetobe great and pzofound) 
but the Law ſaſth, Erubeſcit lex Filios caſtigare Paren- 
res : The' Univerlity is the fountain, and that and 
the like pztvate Colleges are canquam rivuli, whtch 
flow from the fountain, & melius elt petere tontes 
quam ſectari rivulos. Buefly, Academizx Cantabri- 
giz & Oxoniz ſunt Athenz noſtrx nobilifſimz, regai 
ſoles, oculi & animz regni, unde Religio; humanitas 
& doctrina,zn omnes regni partes uberrime diffundun- 
tur. But it is true, Nunquam ſufficict copia lauda- 
toris, quia nunquam deficiet materia laudis; and there- 
fore theſe CIntverſities ercied and excell all p2tvate 
Colleges, tanquam inter viburna cupreſſus. And it 
was obſerved that King Henrv the 8. hts ſaid Let- 
ters Patents, and the King and. the Parliament itn 
the Actof 14 H. 8. tn making of a Law concerning 
Phyſictans, fo2 the moze ſafety and health of men, 
therein have folſowed the ozder of a gad Phyſictan 
( Rexenim omnes artescenſetur habere in ſcrinio pe&to- 
ris ſui ) Foz, Medicina eſt duplex, removens & pro- 
movens; removens morbum, & promovens ad falutem. 
And therefoze , 5 manner of ons (who moe hurt 
the body of men than the vifeaſe it ſelf) are to be re- 
moved. 1. Improbi: 2. Avari, qui medicinam ma- 
gis avaritix ſux cfuſa quam ullius bonx conſcientix 
fiducia profitentur : 3. Malitioſi : 4. Temerarii:. 5. In- 
(cit ; and of the other part, 5 matmer of jierſong were 
to be pzomoted, as appeareth by. the (aid Act, ſcil. 
thoke that were, x. p2ofound, 2. fad, 3. diſcreet, 
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4- groundedl[y learned, 5. p2ofoundly ſtudied. Any 
it was well odained, Thatthe p2ofeſſozs of Phyſick 
ſhould be p:ofound, ſad, diſcreet, 8c. and not youths 
who have no gravity and erperience 3 fo2 as one ſaith, 
In Juvene Theologo conſcientiz detrimentum, in ju- 
venc Legiſta burſz decrementum, 1n juvene Medico 
cemeterii incrementum. And it ought to be pzeſtumed, 
every Docto2 of any of the Univerſities to be within 
the Statute, ſc. to be pzofound, ſad, diſcreet, groun: 
dedly learned, and p2ofoundly ſfudted, fo2 none can 
there be Maſter of Arts (who is a Oocto2 of Phe: 
loſophy ) under the ſtudy of 7 years, and cannot be 
Docto2 of Phyfick under 7 years moze in the ſtudy 
of Jhyſick : and that is the cauſe: that the Platntif 
is named in the Declaration, Docto2 of Philoſophy, 
and Docto2 of Phyſick, quia oportet Medicum etc 
Philoſophum; ubi enim Philoſophus definit, incipit 
Medicus. As to the 2 points upon which the Chief 
Juſtice , Warburton and Daniel gave jubgment : 
1. Jt was reſolved by them, That the ſaid Cenſo2s 
have not the power to commit the plaintiff fo2 any of 
the cauſes mentioned in the Barr, and the cauſe and 
reaſon thereofſhoztly was, That the ſaid clauſe which 
giveth power to the ſaid Cenſo2s tofineand impiſon, 
voth not extend to the ſaid clauſe, ſc. Quod nemo in 
dicta Civitate, &c. exerceat dictam facultatem, &zc. 
CUhich p2ohibiteth every one to pzactiſe Phyſick with- 
tn London, &c. without licence of the P2eſident and 
College 3 dut ertendeth onely to puniſh thoſe who 
practiſe Phyfick within London, pro deliftis ſuis in non 
bene exequendo, faciendo &. utendo facultate medici- 
nz, by fine and impziſonment : So that the Cenſo2s 
have not power by the Letters Patents and the Ac 
to fine and impaiſon any foz pzactiſing of rn 
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within London, but onely pro deliftis ſuis in hon bene 
exequendo, 6c. fo? tll and not good uſe and pzactice of 
Phyſick. And that was made manifeſt by 5 Reaſons 
called vividz rationes, becauſe they had thetr vigour 
and life from the Letters. Patents and the Act it. ſelf, 
And the beſt Erpoſitoz of all Letters Patents, any 
Acts of Parliament, are the Letters ]Patents and the 
Aas themſelves, by conſtruction and conferring all 
the parts together, Optima Statuti interpretatrix eſt 
( omnibus particulis cjuidem inſpeCtis) ipſum Statutum ; 
And injuſtum eſt nifi roti lege inſpeRa, de una aliqua 
ejus particula judicare vel reſpondere. The firſt rea- 
ſon was, that theſe two were two abſolute, perfect 
and diſtinct Clauſes, and as Parallels, and therefoze 
the one did not ertend to the other; fo2 the ſecond be» 
ginneth Praterca -voluit & conceſſit, &c. and the 
b:anch concerning fine and impaiſonment; fs parcel: 
of the ſecond Clatife, . 2. The firſt Clauſe p2ohibiting 
the pzactiſing of Phyſick, &c. doth compzehend 4 cer- 
tainties; 1. Certainty of the thing pzohibited, ſc. 
p:zacice of Phyſick 3 2. Certainty. of the time, ſc. 
practice fo2 one month; 3. Certatnty -of Penalty, 
ſc. 51:. 4, Certainty of diſtribution, 1c.one Boyety- 
to the King, and the other Boyety to the.College ; 
and this penalty he who pzaciſeth- Phyſick in London 
doth incur, although he pzactiſe and uſe Phyſick well, 
and p2ofitably foz the body of man 3-. and upon this: 
b:anch the Jnfozmation-was exhibited in the Kings 
Bench. But the Clauſe to puniſh delifta-in non 
bene exequendo, &c. upon which bzanch :the.Caſe: at 
Barr ſtands, is altogether uncertain, foz the: hurt. 
which. may come thereby may be.little 02 great, . leve 
vel grave, exceſſive '92-\mall , &c. And therefoze:the 
King and the makers of the. Ac, cannot ——_ 
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tain offence ftmpoſe a' certainty of fize, oz time of 
impziſonment, but leave it to the Cenſo2s to puniſh 
ſuch offences, ſecundum quantitatem acliCti, which is 
included tn theſe wowds, per fines, amerciamenta, im- 
priſonamenta corporum ſuorum, Cc. per alias vias-ra- 
tionabiles & congruas. 2. The harm which accrueth 
by non bene exequendo, &rc. "Doth'concern the body 
of man; and thercfoze tt ts reaſonable that the offen- 
der ſhould be puniſhed in his body, ſc. by tmpatſon- 
ment ; but he who pzactiſeth Phyſick tn London in 
a gd manner, although he voth it without leave, 
vet it is not. any p2ejudice to the body of man. -- But 
the clauſe of Non bene exequendo, &c. Doth.not pe- 
ſcribe any time certain, but at what time ſoever he 
mintiſtreth Jhvſick non bene, &c. he ſhall be puniſh- 
ed by the ſaid 2 bzanch. And the Law hqth' great 
reaſon in the making of thts Diſttnaton, dfvers 
Nobles, Gentlemen, and others come upon divers 
occaſions to London ; and when they are here, they 
become ſubject to diſeaſes, and thereupon they ſend 
fo2 their Phyſictans into the Countrey, who know 
their bodics and the cauſes of the diſeaſes ; now it 
ivas never the meantng of the Act to barr any one 
of his own Phyſician 3 and when' he fs here he may 
p:actiſe and miniſter Phyſick to another by 2 oz 3 
weeks, &c. without any fozfeiture 3 foz-any one who 
wactifeth JPhpſick well tn-London (although he hath 
ot 'taken any Degree in any of the Univerſities ) 
ſhalt fozfeft nothing, if not that he p2actife it by the 
ſpace of a month; and that was the cauſe, that the 
time of a month was put in theAct. 4- The Cenſozs 
cannct be Juvges,' Binfſters and Parties; Judges 
co ntve ſentence 02 Tadgment :: Miniſfkers , to make 
ſummons; and Parties to have the moyety of the- 
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foxfeiture, quia aliquis non debet efſe Judex 1n propria 
cauſa, imo iniquum.eſt aliquem-ſuz rei eſſe Judicem : 
and one cannot be Judge and Attomep-fo2 any of the 
parties: Dyer. 3 Ed.6. 65. 38 E. 3.15. 8 H.6. 19, 
20. 21E 4.47. &c. ' And it appeareth (1 our books 
that in many Caſes the Common Law doth control 
Acts of Paritament,and ſometimes ſhall adjuvge them 
to be votd 2 fo2 when an Act of Parliament is againſt 
Common rfght and reaſon, oz repugnant 02 impoſlt- 
ble to be perfouned, the Common Law ſhall control 
it, and avjudge ſuch Act to be void; and therefo2c in 
8 E. 3. 30. Thomas Tregors Caſe upon the Statutc 
of Welt. 2. Cap. 38. and Articuli ſuper Chartas Cap. 
- 9. Herle ſaith, Some Statutes are made again: 
Common Law and right, which thoſe who made 
them would not put in execution : The Statute of 
Weſt. 2. Cap. 21. giveth a Writ of Ccſſavit hared! 
petenti ſuper haredem tenent” & ſuper eos quibus ali- 
enatum fuerit hujuſmodi tenementum: and yet it.ts 
adjudged in 33 E. 3. Ceſlavit 42. where the Cale 
was, Two Coparceners Lozds and Tenant by Feal- 
ty and certain Kent, Dne Coparcener had iſſiie and 
dyeth ; the Aut and the Neece ſhall not joyn in a 
Ceſlavit, becauſe that the Heir ſhall not have a Ceſla- 
vit, fo2 the cefler in the time of his anceſto2, F.N.B. 
209. F. And therewith agreth Plow. Com. 110. and- 
thereaſon is, becauſe in a Ceilavit the Tenant befoze 
Judgment may render the Arrcarages and damages, 
and hold his land again, and that he cannot doe when 
the heir bzingety a Ceſfavir fo2 the ceffer in the time of 
his Aunceſtoz, fo2 the arrearages incurred in the life 
_ of the Aunceſto2 do not belong to the heir ;_ and 
becauſe that it ſhall be againſt right and: reaſon, the 
- Common Law thalladjuvge the ſaid Act of Parliament - 
as. 
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as to that point void. The Statute of Carliſle made 
35E. 1. enaceth That the Dwer of the Ciſtertiang: 
and Auguſtines who have a Covent and Common 
Seal, that the Common Seal ſhall be in the keeping 
of the P2ioz, who is under the Abbot, and 4 o- 
thers of the moſt grave of the houſe : and that any 
dird ſealed'with the Common Seal, Which is not (0 
in kerping , ſhall be voſd2 and the optnton of the 
Court ( Annoz7 H.6. Annuity 41. ) was, .that this 
Statute was votd, fo2 it. is impertinent to be obſer: 
ved, fo2 the Seal being in their keeping, the Abbot 
cannot ſeal any thing with it, and when it ts in the 
Abbots.hands it is out oftheir keeping ipſo tatto 3 any 
if the Statute ſhould be obſerved, every Common 
Seal ſhall be defeated upon a ſimple ſurmtſe , which 
cannot be tryed.

vtces, and the vono2 ſhall have the Kent as a _ 
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ſeck diſtr. of Common right, fo2 it ſhould be again 
Common right and reaſon that the King ſhould hola 
of any, 02 do ſervice to any of his Subjects, 14 Eliz. 
Dyer 313. And ſo was it adjudged Mich. 16 and 17 
Eliz. tn the Common Pleas in Stroud's Caſe, So 
if any Act of Parliament giveth to any to hold, ozto 
have Conuſans of JPleas of all manner of Pleas art- 
ſing befoze him within his Banno? of D. yet he ſhall 
hold no Plea, to which himſelf is party ; fo2, as 
hath been ſaid, iniquum eſt aliquem ſuz rei eſle judicem. 
5. Tf he ſhall fozfett 5 li. fo2 one month by the fir(> 
clauſe, and ſhall be puniſhed fo2 practiſing at any time 
by the ſecond clauſe, two abſurdities would follow ; 
1. That one ſhould be puniſhed not onely twice, but 
many times fo2 one and the ſame offence And the 
Divine ſaith, Quod Deus non agit bis in idipſum 3 and 
the Law ſaith, Nemo debet bis puniri pro uno delicto.

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That the Kecoverer ſhouldſland ſeized of all the landg 
and tenements in Odiham to the uſe of A. and hig 
wife, and to the heirs of his body begotten 3 and fur- 
ther, that the Recoverer ſhould ſtand ſeized to the 
uſe of him, and to the heirs of his body, and died ; 
and the wife ſurvived, and entred tnto the ſaid Ban: 
no2 by fozce of the ſaid. general wows, But it wag 
adjudged, That they did not extend to the ſaid Man: 
no2 which was ſpecially named; and if it be ſo (nd&d 
a tortiori, ft ſhall beſo in an Act of Parliament, which 
( as a (Will) is to be erpotinded acco2ding to the tn: 
tention of the makers. 2. Verba poſteriora propter 
certitudinem addita, ad priora quz certitudine indigent, 
ſunt relerenda. 6 E.3.12.Stt Adam de Clydrow Knight 


bought a Prazcipe quod reddat agatnft I. de Clydrow, 


and the wit was, Quod juſte, &c. reddat Manerium 
de Wicombe & duas carucatas terrz cum pert. in Cly- 
drow, th that caſe the Tcwn of Clydrow did not re- 
late to the Wanno2, quia ::10n indiget, fo2 a Manno?2

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but he who may be lawfully fined 02 amerced by the 
Act of 14 H. 8. and fo2 that was not Bonham, as by 
the reaſons and cauſes afozeſaid it appeareth, And 
admit that the replication be not material, and the 
Defendants have demurredupon it; yet fozaſmuch as 
the Defendants have confeflſed in the Bar, that they 
have impaſonedthe Plaintiffwithout cauſe, the ]Plain- 
tiff ſhall have Judgment. And the difference ts , 
when the Plaintiff doth reply, and by his replication 
it appeareththat he hath no cauſe of action, there he 
ſhall never have judgment: But when the Bar 1s 
inſufficient in matter, o2 amounteth ( as this Caſe ts) 
to a confeſſion of the point of the action , and the 
Plaintiff replyeth and ſheweth the truth of the matter 
to enfo:ce his Caſe, andin Judgment of Law it is not 
matertal ; yet the Plaintiff ſhall have Jtingment ; fo2 
it is true that ſometimes the Count ſhall be made 
god by the Bar, and ſometimes the Bar by the Re- 
plication, and ſometimes the Replication by the Re- 
joynder, &c. But the difference is when the Count 
wantethtime, place o2 other circumſtance, it may be 
made gad by the Bar, ſo of the Bar, Replication, 
&c. Qs appeareth in 18 E. 4. 16. b. But when the 
Count wanteth ſubſtance, no Bar can make it god; 
ſo of the Bar, Replication, &c. and therewith agree

the Plaintiff makesa Replication, Sur-rejoynder,&c. 
and thereby it appeareth, that upon the whole mat- 
ter and Record the JÞPlaintiff hath no cauſe of acton,. 
he ſhall never have Jubgment, although that the Bar

Juſtice inthe concluſion of his argument Dd obſerve 
7 things fo2 the better direction of the Jzeſident and 
Commonalty of the ſatd Colledge in time to come, 
1. That none. can be puniſhed fo2 pzacifing of Phy- 
ſick in London, but by forfeiture of 5 1:. by the month, 
which is to be recovered by the Law, 2. Jf any p2a- 
ctiſe Phyſick there fo2 a leſs time than a month , 
that be ſhall fozfeit nothing. 3. Jf any perſon p20- 
hibited by the Statute offend in non bene exequendo, 
&c. they may puniſh him according to the Statute ' 
within the month.

The 
fines which they ſet, accoding to the Statute, belong 
to the King.

The cauſe fo2 which they 
impoſe fine and (mp2tſonment ought to becertatn, fo2 
the ſame is traverſable; Fo2 although they have the 
LettersPatents and an Ac of PParitament 3 yet becauſe 
the party grieved hath not other remedy, neither by 
CUrit of Erro2 02 otherwiſc,and they are not made Jud- 
ges, noza Court given tothem, but have an authouty 
onelpſo todoe, the cauſe of their commitment 1s traver- 
{able in an action of falſe impaiſonment b2ought againſt 
them; as upon the Statute of Bankrupts, their Clar- 
rant is under the great Seal, and by Act of Jarlia- 
ment; yet becauſe the party grieved hath no other re- 
medy, if the Commiſſioners do not purlue the Ac and 
their Commiſſion, he ſhall traverſe, That he was 
not 
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not a Bankrupt, although the Commiſſioners affirm 
him to be one; as this Term it was reſolved in this 
Court in Treſpaſs between Cutt and Delatarre, where 
the iſſte was, Whether William Piercy was bankrupt 
02 not, who was found by the Commiſſioners tobe a 
bankrupt : a fortiori, inthe Caſe at Bar, the cauſe of 
the impziſonment is traverſable 3 fo2 otherwiſe the 
party grieved may be perpetually without juſt cauſe 
impztſoned by them : But the Recozdof a foxce made 
by one Juſtice of Peace is not traverſable, becauſe he 
doth the ſame as Judge, by the Statutes of x5 R. 2. 
and 8 H.6. and ſo there is a difference when one ma- 
kethaRecowas a Judge, and when he dotha thing by 
a ſpectal authozity, as they did in the Caſe at Bar, 
and not aga Judge, And afterwards fo2the ſaid two 
laſt points Judgment was given fo2 the Plaintiff,ullo 
contradicente. And J acquainted Str Thomas Fleming 
ChiefJuſtice of the Kings Bench with this Judgment, 
and with the reaſons and cauſes thereof, who app2o- 
ved of the Judgment which we had given: And the 
ſame is the firſt jupgment pon the ſaid Bzanch con- 
cerning fine and impziſonment which hath been gfven 
ſince the making of the (aid Charter and Acts of Par- 
{fament, and therefoze J thought it wozthy to be re- 
po2ten and pttbliſhed, 
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Dr. Bonham's Caſe as reported by Brownlow 
and Goldesborough, Trinity 7 Fac. 1609. 
in the Common Bench. 


Homas Bonham bought an Action of falſe fm:- 
pxſonment againſt DO2, Atkins , and divers 

other Docto2s of Phyſick: The Defendants juſtified, 
that King H. 8. Anno Decimo of his Refgn, founded 
a College of Phyſicians, and pleaded the Letters Pa- 
tents of the Cozpozation : And th-t they have autho- 
rity by that to chuſe a J!eſident, 6c. as by the Let- 
ters Patents, &c. and then plead the Statute of 
32 H.8. Cap. 4o. And that the ſalty Docto2 Atkins 
was choſen P2efivent acco2ding to the ſaid Act any 
Letters Patents. Andbytheſaid Act andLetters Þa- 
tents it is p2ovided , That none ſhall P2aciſe fn the 
City of -London oz the Sttburbsof itt , o2 within 
ſeven miles of the ſaid City, 02 erercife the faculty 
of Pbyſick, if he be not thereto admitted by the Let- 
ters of the Þ2eſivent and College ſealed with their 
Common Seal, under the penalty of a hund2ed ſhil- 
lings fo2 every monththat he (not being admitted) ſhall 
ererciſe the (aid faculty. Further we will and grant 
fo2 us and our Sicceſſos, to the Jefident and Col- 
lege of the Soctety fo2 the time being, and their Suc- 
ccſſozs fo2 ever, that they may chuſe foir every year, 
that ſhall have the overſering and ſearching, cozrecing 
and governing of all in the ſaid City, betng Phyſict- 
ans, uſing the faculty of Yedicine in the ſatd City, 
and of other Jhyſictans abzoad whatſocver,the faculty 
of Phyſicking by any means frequenting and uſing 
within 
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within the ſalty City oz Suburbs thereof, 02 within ſe- 
ven miles in compaſs of the ſaid City, and of puniſh- 
ing them fo2 their offences, innot well executing, ma- 
king; and uſing it: And that the puniſhing of thoſe 
Phyſicians uſing the ſatd faculty, ſo tn the Peemiſles 
offending, by fines, amerciaments, impaiſonments 
of thetr bodies, and by other reaſonable and fitting 
ways ſhall be erecuted. 'Note, the Pzeamble of 
theſe Letters Patentsis, Quod cum regii officii noſtri 
munus arbitremur, ditionis noſtrx hominum fcoelicitati 
omni ratione conſulere, Id autem vel imprimis fore, fi 
improborum conaminibus tempeſtive occurramus, ap- 
prime neceſſarium fore duximus, improborum quoque 
hominum, qui medicinam magls avaritiz ſuz cauſa, 
quam ullius bonz conſcientiz fiducia profitebuntur, un- 
de rudi & credulz plebi plurima incommoda oriuntur, 
audaciam compeſcere. And that the Plaintiff pzactt- 
ſed in London, without admiſſion of the Collene ; 
and being ſummoned to appear at the College, and 
eramined if he would give ſatisfaction to the College 
accowing to the ſaid Letters Patents and Statute, 
he anſwered, that he had received his Degree to be 
Docto2 of Phylick by the Univerſity of Cambridge, 
and was allowed by the Univerſity to p2acnfſe, and 
confeſt that he had practiſed within the ſafd City, and 
as he concefved it was lawful for him to practiſe there ; 
That upon that theſaid Pyeſivent ans Commoralt 

fined hfm-ts a hundeed ſhillimgs, and fo2 not- papin 

of that, and his other contempt, committep him to 
Paiſon, To which the Plaintiffreplyed as afozeſaid; 
and upon this demurrer was yoyned; And Harris fo? 
the Defendants faith, 
time av 
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JYhyſick which practiſed in London- without their ad: 
mi(ſion, and fo2 the non-payment of it, bzought an 
action of debt and adjudged that it lay well 3 and 
that the Statute of 32 H. 8. ertends as well to G2a- 
duates as to others, fo? it is general, and Gzaduates 
are not ercepted in the Statute, n02 in the Letters 
Patents, aid ali the miſchiefs intended to be red2eſ- 
ſed by this. are not erp2eſſed in that z and the Statute 
ſhall not be intendcd to puniſh Jmpoſtozs onely, but 
all other which p2zactiſe without eramination and ad- 
mittance. Fo2 two things are neceſſary to Phyſict- 
ans, that is, learning and erperience 3 andupon that 
there is a ÞPoverb, Experto crede Roberto. And the 
Statute intends, that none ſhall p2actiſe here but 
thoſe which are moſt learned, and erpert moze than o2- 
dinary. And fo2 that the Statute p2ovides, that none 
ſhall pzaciſe here without allowance and examination 
by the Biſhop of London and the Dean of Pauls and 
four learned Ooctozs 3 But in other places the examt- 
nation is referred onely tothe Biſhop of the Dioceſs; 
The reaſon of the difference is, foz that London ts the - 
heart ofthe Kingdvom.And here the King andhis Court, 
the Pagiſtrates and Judges of the Law,and other Ba- 
giſtrates are reſident, And withthis agrees the Govern- 
ment of other well-governed Cities tn Iraly and other 
J2ations, as it appears by the pzeambie of the ſaſd 
Letters Patents. And it appears by the Statute.that 
this wasnot intended toextend to Jmpoſtozs onely, fo? 
that the wow Jmpoſto? is not mentioned in the Sta- 
tute; And the Statute p2ovides, that they ſhall be 
puniſhed as well fo2 doing and uſing, as fo? ill uſing: 
And alſoit is pzovided by the Statute of 1 Mary x Par: 
liament Chap. 9. That the Gardiang, Gaolers, oz 
Keepers of the (Uards, Gaols and Pziſons _ = 
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City and Precinct ofit, ſhall recetve into their Pxiſons 
all (ſich perſon and perſons fo offending, which are 
ſent 02committed to them, and thoſe ſafely ſhall kiep 
without Bafl, till the party ſo committed ſhall be dif- 
charged by the ſaid ]ycſident, 02 other perſon- by the 
ſaid College to that authoztfed; By which it appears, 
that the Gaolers and Keepers of P2iſcons have power 
to retain \uch which are committed ; That then the 
P!eſident ſhall have power to commit 3 fo2 things tm- 
p/ted are asſtrong as things erp2eſſed ; as it appears 
by the Com. Stradling and Morgans Caſe : And alſo 
in the Earl of Leiceſter's Caſe, where it is agried; 
that Joynture befo:e Coverture cannot be waved ; and 
this 1s 1mplted withinthe Statute of 27 H. 8. Indo 
the Statute of 2 E. 6. pzovides that after ſeven years 
Tithes ſhall be pad , by which it is collected by 
Implication, that during ſeven years Tithes ſhall 
not be paid ; And ſo he p2ayed Judgment fo2 the De- 
fendants. 

Dodridge, Serjeant of the Ring, fo? the JAaintiff 


. ſaid, That the Statute of 24 H. 8. Chap. 5. and the 


Letters Patents give power to four Cenſo2s to-ptiniſh 


. fo2 f(l executing, doing and uſing the faculty ofa Phy- 


ſician 3 and the Plaintiff was not charged fo? ill exe: 

cuting of it, doing 02 uſing; But tit is averred;, 
TUherg, revera the Plaintiff was nothing ſufficient to 
exerciſe the ſaid Art, and being examined, tefs apt 
to anſwer, thereupon they fozbad him, and beingſent 
fo2 and not appearing, he was amerced five pound; 
and oder that he ſhould be arreſted 3 and being arreſt» 
ed, upon his appearance being. examined (f he wouln: 
(ubmit himſelf to the ſaſd Coltedge, he anſwered and 
confeſſed that he hat: pzactiſey within the ſad City, 
heing @ Docto2 of Phyſick as afozeſafo, as _—_— 
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him it was lawful, and that he would p2aciſe here 
again, fo2z which he was committed to Pziſon : 
that he was amerced fo2 his contemot in the uſing of 
the ſaid Art, andcommitted to Pziſon fo2 his anſwer 
upon his examination : Andhe conceivedthat there are 
two queſtions conſiderable. | 

Firſt, if the College may reſtrain a Oocto2 of Phy- 
ſick of his P2actice tn London. 

Secondly, admitting that they may, then if theſe 
are the cauſes fo2 which they may commit by their 
Letters JÞatents. @The firſt reaſon is d2awn from 
the Letters Patents, and the ſaid Statutes, in 
which he ſaid, that the intent of the King was the 
end of his wozk: And this intent ſhajlbe expoundedfox

 Firſf, Tempeſtive improborum Conatibus oc-

Secondly , Improborum hominum , qui Medici- 
nam magis avaritix ſux cauſa, quam ullius bonz 
conſcientiz fiduciz profitebuntur , audaciam com- 
peſcere. 

Third{y, which would invite learned men to p2ac- 
tiſe here, Collegium perpetuum dottorum & gravi- 
um: virorum qur Medicinam in. Urbe noſtra Londino 
& Suburbiis intra feptem millia paſſuum ab urbe qua- 
quaverſus, publice exerceant, inſtitui volumus & 
imperamus. And further he ſaith. that there ate 
the ſozts of men which medvle with the body of a 
matt. 

The FirſtistheLearned man, which reads all boks 
ertant, and his/knowtrdge isſpecutative, and by that 
he knewthe nature of all Stmples, 
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The ſecond is Pzactick;' the knowlenge of which is 

onely his experience; he map gtve probatumeſt 3 but 
is igno;ant of the cauſe of the diſeaſe, and the nature 
of the things which he applies fo2 the cure of it. 

And the third is an Jmpoſto?, which takes upon 
him the knowledge which he hath not. Andevery of 
theſe the College may puniſh foz Male utendo, facien- 
do, vel exequendo, by which. way they will, And 
this was not the firſt care which was had 3 fo?2 in the 
9 H.5. was a pavate Act made fo2 Phyſicians, by 
which there is great regard to them whichare learned 
and educated ti the Unfverſity 5 And fo2 that the Act 
mMovides that they ſhall not be'p2ejudictal to any of 
the Univerſities of Oxtord ana Cambridge (and with. 
this agrirs 3 H.8. 11.) and the paviledge of them. 
And the Docti & graves homines, mentioned in the 
Letters Patents, are the learned men menttoned fn 
the Act; fo2 the Statute p2ovides, that they ſhall pu- 
niſh accowing to theſe Statutes, and late Evicts. 
And by the fonner Laws, the CIniverſities and their 
pzviledges were ercepted, and by their fozimer Sta- 
tutes the Letters ]Iatents ought to be directed, fo2it 
is referred to them. Alſo the Statutes ofthis Realm 
have always had great reſpect to the G2zaduates of the 
CIniverſities, and it is not without cauſe, fo2 ſudavir 
& alſit, and hath no other reward but this Degree, 
which is Doct02. And fo2 that the Statute of 2 x H.$. 
prefers G2aduates, and pzovives that Doctozs of Di- 
vinity, 92 Batchelozs ſhall be capable of two Bene- 
fices with Cure without diſpenſation : And fo x3 Eliz. 
pzOvides that none ſhall be preſented toa Beneficeabover 
the value of thirty pound per annum, if he be not a 
Docto? 02 Batchelo2 of Divinity. And to the objection 


that none ſhall pzactiſe in London ozſeven miles _— 


f 
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of it without licence, that this clauſe ſhall be expoun- 
ved accozding'tothe matter, and to that he agreed ; fo2 
the other bzanches of the Statute are made to cheriſh 
grave and learned men, andtherefoze it ſhall not be n- 
tended, that this bzxanch was made fo2 the puniſhment 
of thoſe, but of others which the Statute intended to 
puniſh. | 

And to the ſecond Objection, that every Doao2 is. 
not the {carned and grave man inrended within the 
Statute, fo2 the knowledge of many of them is oneiy 
ſpeculative without pzactice 3 to that he anſwered, That 
all their ſtudy is pzactice, and that ifthey have no pzac- 
tice of themielves, then thep attendupon others which 
practiſe, and apply themſelves to know the nature of 
Dimples. ; 

And to the thirv Objection, that in London ought 
to be choice men, foz the Statute appoints that they 
ſhall be examined by the Biſhop and Dean, and four 
others at leaſt; and fo2 that there is a moze ſtrict 
courſe foz them, than in other places 3 to that ſt is 
agreed, But he ſatd, that in the Cniverſity there is 
a moze ſtrict courſe than this ; fo2 here he ought to be 
publickly app2oved by many after he hath ben erami- 
ned, and anſwered inthe Schwls to divers queſtions, 
and allowed by the Congregation houſe : And 35 H. 
6.55. Docto? is no addition, but a Degrir, (quia gra- 
datim & progreſlione Doctrinz provenit) to that, ano 
that Docto2 is Teacher, and that he was firſt taught 
by others asa Scholar, and afterwards he is VBaſter ; 
and Doctor dicitur a docendo, qi:1a docere permittitur, 
and they are called Baſters of their faculty 3 andthat 
the oziginal of Docto2 came of the Synagogue of 
Jews, where there were Docto2s of Law ; and it ap- 


pears that they þad their Ceremonies in the tans of

mined again, foz then if they will not allowof him, he 
ſhall not be allowed, thoughHhebe alearned and grave 


* man; andit was not the intent of the King to make 


a Yonopoly of this pzactice, | 

Andto the ſecond point that he pzopounded, itſxems 
that the juſtification is not gad 3 which is, Quia non 
comparuit Upon ſummons, he was amerced, and 02- 
dered that he ſhould be arreſted ; and being arreſted, 
and eramined if he would ſubmit himſelf to the Col- 
lege, heanſwered that he was a Oocto2, and had p2ac- 
tiſed and would pzactiſe within the (aid City, as he 
conceived he might lawfully do 3 and fo2 that ſhewing 
of this Caſe he was committed topziſon. And he con- 
ccived two things upon the Charter. : 

Firſt, that it doth not inhibit a Doco? to p2actile, 
but puntſheth him foz ill uſing, ererciſing, and making 3 
and ſecondly, that it impowers to impziſon the Em- 
pirick and Jmpoſto? 3 And ſo pzayed Judgment fo2 the 
Plaintiff. 

And after in Hilary Term in the ſame year this 
Caſe was argued by all the Juſtices of the Common 
Bench two ſeveral days. The firſt day it was argued 


| by Foſter, Daniel and Warburton Juſtices, at whoſe 


arguments J was not pzelent,but Foſter argued againſt 
the Plaintiff, and Daniel and Warburton with him, 
that the action of falſe impaiſonment was well main- 
tainable. And the ſecond day the ſame Caſe was ar- 
gued .agatn by Walmeſley Juſtice, and Coke Chief 
Juſtices and Walmeſley argued as followeth 3 that ts, 
That theStatute of 3 H. 8. was in the negative.that 
no perſon within the City of London o2 ſeven miles 
thereof, take upon him erate 02 occupy as Phy- 
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ſician 02 Chirurgeon, 8&c. And he doth not know in 
any Caſe where the wowws of the Statute are nega- 
tive, that they admit any interpzetation againſt that, 
but one onely, and that is the Statute of Marlebridge 
Chap. 4. which p2ovides that no Lozd ſhall diſtrain i 
one County, and the beaſt diſtrained d2tve into ano- 
ther County. Jn which cale though the wozds are 
negative, yet if the Low diſtrain in one County, he 
may d2tve the beaſtsto his Wanno2 in another Coun- 
ty, of which the lands, in which the diſtreſs was ta- 
ken, were held. But it is equity and reaſon in this 
Caſe, that the Statute ſhould admit ſucherceptton ; 
fo2it is not of Balice, but that the beaſts may remain 
withinhis fe. But in thepzincipal Cale there is not 
thelike reaſon no2 equity. And alſo the King H. 8. 
in his Letters Patents recites as followeth, that is, 
Cum regii officii noſtri munus arbitremur, ditionis 
noſtrx hominum felicitati omni ratione conſulere, id 
autem vel imprimis. fore, fi improborum conatibus 
tempeſtive occurramus, apprime neceſſarium duximus 
improborum quoque hominum, qui Medicinam magis 
avaritix ſux cauſa quam ullius bonz conſcientiz fidu- 


cia profitebuntur, &c. By which it appears, that it 
is the office of a King to ſurvey his Subjects, andhe 
is as a Phyſician to cure their maladies, and to re- 
move Lepzoſies amongſt them, andalfo to remove all 
fumes and ſmells, which may offend o2 be pzefudicial 
totheir health, as it appears by the ſeveral TUrits in 
theſe ſeveral Caſes pzovided, Andſo fa man be not 
right in his Wits, the King is to have the p2otection 
and Government of him, leſt he being infirm, waſte 
02 conſume his Lands 02 Geds, And it is not ſuffi- 
ctent fo2 him that his Subjects live, but that they 
ſhould live happily, and he diſcharges not his _ 
|

- ff his Subjects live a life, but if they live and fourfſh; 
and he hath cure as well of their bodies as of thefr 
lands mT goods ; fo? health fo2 the bodp is as neeefC- 
ſary as virtue to the mind. And the King H.8. to 
cxpzeſs his ertraodinary care of his Stibjea's made 
the ſatd Act in the third year of his Keign, which was 
the beginnirtg of his Efſence, tothat purpoſe. And 
by the Common Law, any Phyſician which was al- 
lowedby the Univerſity, mtght p2actiſe and exerciſe the 
ſaid faculty within any place within England, without 
any diſpenſation, eramtinatton, ozappzobation ofany : 
but after the making of the ſai An mave tn the thiry 
year of King H. 8. none may practiſe , ererciſe 02 oc- 
cupy as Phyſician o2Surgeon within the Cityof Lon- 
don and ſeven miles thereof, if he be not firft erami- 
ned, app2oved any admitted by the Biſhop of London 
and the Ocean of Pauls fo2 the time being, calling to 
them four Ooctozs of Phyſick oz Chirurgeons, &c. 
And that no pactiſer may occupy 02 ererciſe the ſat 
- faculty out of the ſatd Pzecinas, ifhe be not firff ex- 

amined, app20ved and avmitted by the Biſhop of the 
Dioceſs, 92 in hisabſence, by his Uicar General, eve- 
ryof them calling unto him ſuch expert perſons in the 
ſaid faculty, as their difcretions think convenient. 
And the reaſon of this difference. as he concefved was 
fo? that in this City and the ſaid ]Necinc>s, the King 
and all his Cotincfll, and all the Judges and Sages 
of the Law, and divers other men ofquality and con- 
dition live and continue, ahv alſo the place is mo2e 


ſubject to infection; and the air mote peftiferots ; and 


therefoze there is moze neceſſity, that greater care, 
diligence, and examination be made of thoſe which 
pzaciſed here tn London and the Precincts afozeſaty, 
than of thoſt that NE other places ofthe —__ , 
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fo2 i11 other places the people have better atr, and uſe 
mo:e crereiſe, and are not fo ſubject to infection 5 any 
therefore there is no catiſe that ſuch care ſhould beuſen 
fo2 them, fo2 they are not in ſuch danger, _And in 
the Statute there ts not any exception of the Untver- 
{ities no2 of thoſe which are O2aduates there, and 
therefe2e they ſhall be tried by the ſaid Act and the 
Statute of 14 H. 8. Chap. 5. onely ercepts thoſe 
which are G2zaduats of Oxtord oz Cambridge which 
have accompliſhed all things foz their fozm without 
any Gzace 3 and if this erception ſhall be intended to 
extend to others, then all the CIniverſittes ſhall be 
ercepted by it, and ſuch erception was too general. 
And over he ſaid, that the JIlainttff gave abſurd and 
contemptuous anſwer , when he being cited befoze 
them ſaid, that he would not be ruled no? directed by 
them ( beingſuch grave anviearned men) Andfo2 that 
hc hath practiſed againſt the Statute, he was woztht- 
[y puniſhed and committed; fo2 it ſhould be a vain 
Law, if it did not p2ovide puniſhment fo2 them that 
offendagainſt it. And Bracton ſaith, Nihul eſt habere 
Leges, fi non ſit unus qui poteſt Leges tueri ; and fo2 
this here are four grave and Diſcreet men to defend 
and maintain the Law, and to puniſh all Offenders 
againſt it, accowing to the Statute, by tmpaiſonment 
of thcir bodies and other reaſonable ways ; and the 
ſafd four men Have the ſearch as well of thoſe men, 
as of othcr Medicines. And the Statute of x Mary 
movivcs that the Kirpers of ]2iſons ſhall recefve all 
which are committed by the ſatd four learned and grave 
men. And though there be great care committed 
to them by the ſaid Statute, and the (aid Letters 
Patents, yet there is a greater truſtrepoſed in them 
than this 3 toz we commit to them our 1tves, _

we receive Phyſick of them 3 and that not without 
cauſe, fo2 they are men of gravity, learning and 
diſcretion 3 andfo2 that they have power to make Laws, 
which is the office of the Parltamentz fo2 thoſe which 
are (o learned may be truſted with any thing and 
fo2 the better making of theſe they have power to al- 
ſcmble all the Commons of their Copozation, and 
the King allows of that by his Letters JIatents, fo2 
itis made by a congregation of wiſe, {earned and 
- diſcrext mens and the Statute of x Mary tnflicts pui- 
niſhment upon contempts, and not. fo2 any other of- 
fences 3 And they hold a Court, anyfo may commit, 
as cvery other Court may, fo2 a contempt of Com- 
mon Right, without Aa of Paritament o2 Jnfo2ma- 
tion, 02 other legal fo2m of ÞNoceeding thereupon 3 as 
it appears by 7 H.'6. fo2 a contempt committed in 
a Lixt, the Steward committed the offender to P2xt- 
ſon, and it was abſurd to conceive that the Statute 
will allow of Commitment without cauſe. And it ts 
a marvellous thing that when god Laws ſhall be made 
fo2 our health and wealthalſo, yet we will ſo pinch up- 
on them, that we will not be tryed by men of erperti- 
ence, pactice and learning, but by the Univerſity, 
where a man may have his Degree by grace without 
merit. Ando fo? theſe reaſons he concluded that this 
action is not maintainable. 

Coke ChiefJuſtice ſaid, That the Cauſe which was 
pleaded why the Plaintiff was committed, was, fo2 
that he had ererciſed Jhyſick within the City of Lon- 
don by the ſpace of a month, and did not very fitly 
anſwer, fo2 which it was odained by the Cenſo2s that 
he ſhould pay a hundzed ſhillings, and that he ſhould 
fozbear his p2zactice, and that he did not fozbear 3 ann 
then being warned of that, and upon that being. 
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ſummoned to appear, dd not appear 3 and fo? that 
it was owafned that he ſhould be arreſtedz and that 
after he was ſtnmoned again, and then he appeared, 
and denfed to pay the Hundred ſhillings, and ſaid, 
that he would p2actiſe, fo2 he was a Docto2 of Cam- 
bridge 5 and upon that it was 0:datned that he ſhould 
"e committed, till he ſhontd be delivered by the Doc- 
to2s of the College 3 and upon this was the Oemur- 
rer joyned. And in pleading the Plaintiff ſad, that 
he was a Doctoz of Philoſophy and Phyſick 3 upon 
which the Lozd Chief Juſtice took occaſion to remem:- 
ber a ſaying of Galen , that is, Ubi Philoſophia deft- 
nir, ibi Medicina incipit, and'he (aſd the onely queſtt- 
on ofthis Caſe depends not upon the payment of the 
ſaid hund2ed ſhillings, but upon the wo2ds of the Let- 
ters Patents of the King, and the ſaftwoStatites, 
the wows of which are, Conceſſimuseidem Prz(ident1, 
&c. Quod nemo in diCta Civitate, aut per ſeptem mil- 
liaria in circuitu ejuſdem exerceat diftam facultatem, 
nift ad hoc per dictum Przſ1dentem & communitatem 
{ca Succeſfores eorum qui pro tempore fuerint admiſſus 
tit, per ejuſdem Prxſidentis 6 Collegii literas figillo ſuo

time is here onely material fo2 if he exerciſe it fo2 
ſuch a time, he ſhall foxfeitas afozeſatd. 

The ſecond Clauſe is, that the ]2cſident, 6c. ſhall 
have Scrutinium Medicorum, &c. & punitionem eo- 
rum pro delictis ſuis in non bene faciendo, utendo && 
exequendo, &c. And fo2 that. the Jteſident and the 
College map commit any delinquent to Pziſon : And 
this he concluded upon the wozds of the Statute :; 
and he agreed with Walmeſly, that the: King hath 
bad extraowdinary care of the health ofhis Subjecs ; 
Er Rex cenſetur habere omnes Artes in ſcrinio Pectoris, 


and he hath here purſued the courſe of the beſt JPhy- 


ſictans, that is , Removens & promovens, removens. 
improbos, 


- 
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" improbos illos qui nullius bonze conlcientize fiducia pro- 
fircbuntur, & audaces, & promovens ad fanitatem ; 
And fo2 that the Jhyſician ought to be p2ofound, 
grave, diſcreet, grounded in learning, and ſotindly 
udicd, and from him cometh the Yedicine which is 
removens & Promovens. 

Ind it is an old Rule, that a man ought totake 
care, that he vo not commit his Soul to a young 
Divine, his body to a young Phyſictan, and his 
N@Ods 02 other eſtate to a yoting Lawyer, fo? In Ju- 
vene Theologoeſt Conſcientizdetrimentum, in Juvene

confirmedby Ad of Parkament. 

Tn the 3athof the lame King's Reign ſeveral additio- 
nal privileges were granted - by a ſecond Aﬀ of 
Parliament, by which they were diſcharged from keep. 
mgany Watch and Ward, or beingchoſen to any Officc 
in Lowudow or the Suburbs thereat, and were t 
enabled to practiſe Surgery as well as Phyſick an the 
aid City, Wc. By which claufe, they were entituled to 
privilege granted the Surgeons of being diſcharged 


' from bearing Arms, &c. by the 5 2.8. 6. 


In'the 1 Q. MH. g. their Charter was a ſecond time 


confirmed by ACt of Parliament and additional Privi- 


leges granted to them: Which priviteges, with a frec- 
dom from finding Arms, were continued#o them with- 
out interruption till x588, and it being then a time of 
moſt imminent andpublick danger, the Lord Mayor of 
Loxdonand Court of Aldermen charged the College with 
Arms, -whereupon they applied themſelves to Queen 
Eb:zabethand her Council, upon which Secretary Wal- 


fingham wrote a Letter to the Lord Mayor and Alder- 
men of Loudon, that they ſhould no more trouble the 
College, but permut thera to hve quietly and free from 

that 


from finding of Arms, Ge. 


that charge. Aſter this, they met withno farther trou- 
ble or moleſtation till the Reign of K. Fames, at which 
time the College being charged with Arms, Sir William 
Paddy pteaded their Privilege before Sir 7 homas Middle- 
tow Lord Mayor and a tull Court of Aldermen, and Sir 
Henry Meauntague Recorder, an account of which is at 
large Printed in this Book. 

But the flue thereof was (in ſhort) the following,viz. 
That the Recorder then peruſing every branch of the 
Statutes recited by Sir  i4iam Paddy, with the rea- 
ſons by him urged ; and opening every part thereof at 
large, did conclude, that the Act of Parliament did ex- 
tend to give the College as much immunity as in any 

ſort to the Chirurgeons. Whereupon the Courtdefired 
2 Liſt ofthe Membersof the College, which was imme- 
diately given them, and an Order entred for a difpen- 
ſation to the Colkge from bearing of Arms; andalſoa 
Precept was then awarded by the Mayor and Court to 
commit all other Phyftciansor Surgeons refuſing to bear 
or find Arms, who were not of the College allowed,or 
Chirurgeons hcenſed according to form. 

About 3 years after this debate, King James granted 
the College his Royal Charter, wherein he — 
former Statutes and Patenes given them by his Royal 
Progenitors,and therein granted Toall and every Phy- 
ſictan of the College to be wholly and abſolutely free 
from poviding 02 bearing of any Armour oz other Bu: 
nition, &c any Ad o2 Statute tothe contrary notwith- 
ſtanding. After this, the College enjoyed this privilege

In which, you may find it thus expreſſed ; That 
they out of their Princely wifedom deeply conſidering, 
and by the example of Foreign well-governed States 
and Kingdoms truly underſtanding, how profitable, be- 
neficial and acceprabſe it wouſd be anro the whiole

Kingdom, than to give relief intime of need. 

_ And. likewiſe duly conſidering, that by the rejefting 
of thoſe illiterate and unskilfull prattifers , thoſe thar 
were learned, grave, and protound practiſers in that 
faculty, ſhould receive more bountitull, reward; and 
alſo the induſtrious Students of that proteſſion, would 
be. the better encouraged in their ſtudies and endea- 
vours, &c. 

pon theſe and many other weighty Motives, cauſes 
and conſiderations ( recited at large in the forementi- 
oned As and Charters) did our Kings .and (Queens of 
England, ere&, found and eſtabliſh a College, Com- 
monalty, or Incorporation of Phyſicians in the City 
and Suburbs of London, and for 7 miles every way in 
diſtance from the ſame; to be, remain and have exi- 
ſtence for ever. Now, much honoured Collegues, Flow 
far you have anſwered the great and noble ends of theſe 
Princely favours and Royal Grants, will fully appear in 
this Book; I mean, as to the primary cauſe of your Incor. 
poration, viz, The reſtraining and ſuppreſling ulliterate, 
uncxperienced and unlicenſed practiſers. 

As to the Second, viz. How far you and your prede- 
ceſſors have anſwered the Charatter of learned, grave 
and profound praCtiſers in the faculty of Phyſick , wil 
in ſome meaſure appear in this Epiſtle ; wherein I have en- 
deavoured to give a true, though brief account, of ſeveral 
memorable paſſages relating to the Lives and Works of 

ſome of the eminent Phyficians of this College.

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This ts a work ( I muſt confeſs ) more fit for a large 
Volume, than an Epiſtle ; a work, which 1 hope in due 
time may be attempted by a more able and elegant pen, 
than I can pretend to: and that, becauſe I know there 
want not good materials to encourage ſuch an honourable 
and worthy undertaking, ſeveral Authours having al- 
ready written ſomewhat memorable of the Worthies of 
this our Royal College ; cur own Annals acquainting us 
with much more; and the learned Dr. Hamey havin 
left behind him ( in a Manuſcript of his own writing 
the loves of above 59 of them. Some of which were high 
ly valued for their knowledge in the learned Languages ; 
others for being general Scholars, polite Latiniſts, ac- 
curate Grecians, ' eloquent Oratours, great Antiquaries, 
and deep Philoſophers. Others for the improvement of 
their own faculty in the Theoretick and Prattick, Ana- 
tomick and Spagirick parts thereof ; that they were and 
are no leſs valued and eſteemed in other Countries than in 
their own; having by their matchleſs and moſt incompara- 
ble works, mot onely merited, but obtained the name of 
immortal. Some are admired and read in foreign Vni- 
verfities, as Hippocrates and Galen were of old; and 0- 
thers ſo much valued for their late incomparable and ſa- 
gacious Medical obſervations ; that the Diſciples of fo- 
reign Profeſſours are obliged to a diligent reading and 
.carefull praFice of them. No wonder therefore, that 
Emperours and Princes have courted theſe Aſculapii of * 
their ſeveral Ages, to attend them in their Courts ; and 
forergp Univerſitios have been ſo ambitious of encoura- 
ging them to aſcend their Chairs ; their excellent learning 
and parts being of ſuchan illuſtrious.extrattion. And that 


1 might not ſeem ( by this their due charatter ) to impoſe 
wpon the World, or flatter them ; Iwill ( as I promiſed ) 
give a ſhort Eſſay of @ future Hiſtory intended, of the

Memoirs of ſome of the worthy Members of this hondurg- 
ble Society. | 

The firſt of which I ſhall mention, was the moſt famous 
Dr. Thomas Linacer, who was born at Canterbury , 
educated under the Learned Sellingus; and from him 
ſent to Oxford; where after a ſhort ſtay, he was An. 
Dom. 1484. choſen Fellow of All-Souls College. In which 
he made great proficiency in Learning, and then travel- 
led into Italy, refiding chiefly at Rome and Florence, 
where he highly improved himſelf by daily comverſation 
with the Learned men of that Age. No Engliſh man, 
faith Dr. Fuller, in thoſe times had ſo learned Maſtery, 
viz. Demetrius aud Politian af Florence, awd Hermolaus 

Barbarus at Rome; Sonoble Patrons, viz. Laurence Me 
dices Duke of Florence ; who (whilft he was beyond the 
Seas ) was intimately familiar with him, admiring him 

for the greatneſs of hu Wit and Learning ; FX. Henry 7. 
and K. Henry 8. upon hu return into England, ( to both 
which he was chief Phyfician ; ) So high-born Scholars, 
Prince Arthur ( eldeſt Son to Hen. 7. ) with many Lordh 
Sons his contemporaries ; So learned friends, Eraſmus, 
Mehan&thon, Ludovicus Vives, Grocinus, Latimer, 


Fonftal, S:r. Tho. More, &c. who, for his accurate 5khiff 


in the Greek aud Latine Languages, in other Sciences, 
and in hu own profeſſion, efteemed him the ornament 
his Age ; npen which acconnt he groes him this following 
charatter, viz. That upon his return into England he 
Brought Languages along, with him, and was the firſt res 
ftorer of Learning im our Nation. It is a queſtion whe- 
ther he was a better Latinift or Grecian, a better Grame- 
marian or Phyſician, a better Scholar or may for his moral 
deportment. 


He was created Dottoar of P hyfick in Oxford, and made 


publick Profeſſor of that faculty ; # which Vurverſity he 


after-

afterward's founded 2. Phyfick Lettures, and one in Cam- 
idge. From Oxford he was commanded to Court by 
XK, Hen. 7. to take the principal care of his own and the 
Prixce's health. | 
He was highly inſtrumental with FX. Hen. 8. inthe 
tenth year 0 ha Reign, for obtaining his Letters Pa- 
tents for the founding of a College of Phyſicians in Lon- 
don, &c. In which he was mamed with great honour as 
one of thoſe 6 whom the King firſt made choice of for con- 
ftituting this Royal foundation. #e was choſen. the firſt 
Prefident of the College by the Phyficians named in the 
King's Patent ; and continued in that office by an annual 
choice of the Elettors for 7 years tegether ; he being by 
them highly valued for his profound Learning, great pru- 
dewce, and excellent government. He kept all the Col. 
lege Comitia in bu own houſe dur ing hu life ; died Pre- 
ent of the College, and at his death gave them for ever 
brs houſe in Knight-rider ſtreet for a College and Library. 
He tranſlated ſeveral of Galen's ___ ( as De inzx- 
i tem ento, de temperamentis, de naturalibus 
cultatibus, de fanitate tuenda, de pulſuum uſa, de 
methodo medendi,6cc.) inte the Latine tongue, with that 
adwirable elegance and ſingular politeneſs and purity of 
ſtyle, that he not oxely > Ye gy Interpreters of 
the great Galen, but deſerved the following charatter 
by anſlations, whith Eraſmus hath grven in. one of 
hu Epiſtles, Mitto tibi libros Galenz oper? 7h. Linacri 
melius Latme loquentes, quam antea Grzce loqueban-- 
tur. Eraſmus had that value for our famous Linacer, 
that in other Epiſtles he often cafs him Meam Linacrum, 
intimum amicum, przceptorem, patronum, &c. Ze 
wrote a Latin Grammar caffed Grammaticz rudimenta, 
which he dedicated to the Princeſs ; which Gram- 
mar 1 uow of ſuch account im forme Univerſities in Poland,

Dr. Richard Bartlot, was admitted intothe College of 


Phyſicians and made Prefident thereof in the Reign of 
XK. Hen. 8. in which he lived and flouriſhed, as likewiſe 


in the Reigns of XK. Edw. 6. and Q. Mary. He died 


An. Dom. 1557. with the following charadter ' given 
him by the Learned Dr. Caius in hu Annals ; This good 
and venerable old man ( very tamous for his Learning, 
great knowledge and experience in Phyſick,) died in 
the 87thyear of hisage, at whoſe funeral the Preſident 
and College attended; ' it being the firſt time that the 
Statute book of the College adorned with filver was 
carried before the Preſident. He was buried in great

Dr. Willam Butte FaZow of Gonvile-ha// in Cam- 
bridge, aud Phy/ician to XK.

Dr. John Caius was born in Norwich, bred i» Gon- 
vile-Hall 7» Cambridge; from whence he travelled 
into Italy, and ſtudied there under the learned Joannes 
Baptiſta Montanus ; Fe took his Dottor's degree firſt at 
Bononia, where, for. ſome years, he was Greek Leiturer. 
At the age of 11 years he began to tranſlate oat of Greek 
into Latin Nicephorus Calliſtus's Treatiſe of Confeſſion 
in Prayer, and another of Chryſoſtome, de modooran- 
di : and out of Latin into Engliſh Eraſmus's Paraphraſe 
on Jude, and Epitomisd his Book de vera Theolo- 
gia. 

After his return into England, he took his Dottor's 
degree in Cambridge, and was ſo confiderable a Benefac- 
tour to Gonvile-Hall, as that he obtained Letters Pa- 
tents of Philip and Mary, which made him Co-founder ; 
aud the Hall had then this Title given it, viz. Gon- 
vile and Caius College, Founded to the Honour of the 
Amnnunciation of Bleſſed Mary the Virgin. He built the 
Court called after his Name, Caius-Court, of free-ſtone, 
and gave his Books and Plate to the College ; He like- 
wiſe Founded 3 Fellowſhips, and 20 Scholarſhips ; pro- 
cured the College a new Coat of Arms, Symbols of the fa- 

ty of Phyfick. 

Fle was admitted into the College of Phyhcians in the 
Reign of King Edward the Sixth, An. Dom. 1547. #e

there paſſed through all the learned and dificult Offices 
therevf, having tor ſeveral Years þ-en choſen Cenlor, of< 
teu Regiſter and Treaſurer, «.\. (07 j- von Year's Or more, 
Prefident of this Royal Foun twou. tHe was eflcemed 1 
man of a happy wit, great c./ #13, and admirable $kii/ 
in the Greek Ti ONgzHe, As well as in his own Proſefyon ; He 
had the repute of one af the greateſt Phyſiciaus of that 
Age, and was Phyſicran to hug Eiward the Sixth, Queen 
Mary, and for many years to Queen Elizalcta. 

He was the fir(t Inventor of thoſe Entiens of Flouour 
by which the Preſident of the College is diſtinguiſhed 


from the reſt of the Fellows, the account of which be bath

College are there to be ſound . emtred in their due 
time and order : I cannot twerefore but heartily wiſh, 
that he may ever continue an Exemnplar to all ſucceed- 
ins Regiſters of this Rayal Foundation. :

and I'rrouleges, that there PIppcning in the Reign of 
(LUECN Elizzbeth to arzſe a difference etwixt the Fhy/t- 
clans and S4rgeons ; whether the SUrgeons might / Ve 
iuward Remedies in the Sciatica, French Fox,or any Jud 
of Ulcer or Woand , &c, Potter Caius was ſummoned 
{ as Prejident of the College ) to appear before the Lord 
Mayor and others of the (Queen's Delegates; Before whom 
he jo learnedly defended the College Rights, and the 11- 
legality of the Surgeons pradtice in the forementioned 
caſes, againſt the Biſhop of London, Maſter of the Rolls, 
&c. ( who brought many Arguments in behalf of the 
Surgeons ) that it. was unanimouſly agreed by the Queen's 
Commiſſioners, that it was unlawfu@ for them 1o practiſe 
in the forementioned caſes. 
He was ſo Religious in obſerving, the Statutes of the 
College ,. that though old, he D's not abſeut from the 
College's Comitia withput a diſpenſation; which he hath 
entred after the following mauxer in the conclu/ios of 
his Annals.

Dr. Richard Caldwall was born ix Staffordihire, ca. 
cated in Oxlord, where he took his degree of Dr. in Phy- 
fick. He was a perſon ſo highly valued for his Learn- 
ing, Gravity and excellent Morals ; that he was examj- 
ned, approved and admitted into the College, and male 
Cenſor thereof in one and the ſame day ; and within leſs 
than fix weeks, was choſen one of the Eletts of the ſaid 
College. 

Fle was made a Member of that Society in the begin. 
ning of Queen Elizabeth's Reign ; was Prefident thereof 
An. Dom. 1570. His affettions were ſuch to the Col.

This Book was ſo judiciouſly wrote, and ſolidly found: 
ed upon experimental demonſtrations, as well as learned- 
ly defended againſt Riolan, Primroſe , Parifanus, &c. 
that in a ſhort time the Authour was no leſs ſtyled, than 
merited the name of , immortal Harvey. Some few learn- 
ed men indeed were ſo invidious at the great reputation 
that this our learned Harvey had acquired , that they 
endeavoured to eclipſe his glory, in pretending that Fa- 
ther Paul was the firſt Inventor of the Circulation ; and 
Honoratus Faber was ſo vain, as to profeſs himſelf the 


Authour thereof. The firſt of theſe was moſt ſolidly and 
ingeniouſly confuted by the learned DoGor Charleton ,in 


his Anatomic LeEtures Read iz the College Theatre 
An. 1687, and publiſhed An. Dom. 1683. And Ho- 
noratus Faber, by the great Jo. Alph. Borellus, i» his 
Hiſtoria & Meteorologia Incendii Xtnei, Anno 1669. 
wherein he gives this ore account about Faber's preten-

Theſe two Books are of that great and admirable uſe 
in our Profeſſion, that without a diligent reading and un- 
derſtanding, of them, we muſt remain egregiouſly ignorant 
in many material pornts relating to it, As particular- 
ly may appear in his Book de motu Cordis & Sangui- 
nis in Animalibus ; Ix which he hath refuted that er- 
rour of the Ancients concerning Attraltion, and given a 
moſt clear account, how the nouriſhment is conveyed to 
all parts of the Body ; how Medicines ( although out- 
wardly apply'd ) have often ſo conſiderable an effett up. 
en the body ; And how Contagion, either from the biting 
of a Mad Dog, Serpent, or otherwiſe in the Lues Ve-

nerea; ſhuuld- vitiate. the whole habit of the body, with- 
ont hurting the part: touberl'; Andi how, after the wound 
6x healed frotd procure theſe dreatfull-ſymptomes {0 long 
after: Af which; awd many Proviemes more, he bath 
ingeniouſly ſobved by this Dottrine of the Circulation of 
the Bloud, which hath conveyed the different particles 
tranſmitted into it, through the whole Body, and there- 
by produced the ſymptomes attending the forementioned 
Diſeaſes. This Dottrine is of that great uſe, that with- 
ont it we can give no rational aecount. of the cauſes of 
many Diſtempers, nor the operation of Medicines, &c. 

Exercitations de generatione animalium, af- 
ter he hath given the Anatomy of the parts jr for 
generation in the Fen, he acquaimts us with the formati- 
own and growth of the Egg, and afterwards with the ſe- 
veral parts whereof it confiſts ; Fe then proceeds. to give 
an account how the Chick is me which he obſerved 
by a daily inſpettion of the Eggs, during the time of In« 
he VR pon ah L firſt = di "93... that _— 
gimal of the Chick was from the Cicatricula : Ze ther 
gives an account in what order the ſeveral parts appear, 
and confutes a multitude of errours delivered by former 
Writers, proving, that the punttum ſaliens is the heart, 
that Bloud is not formed by the Liver, becauſe its Pa- 
renchyma is formed after, and of the bloud, and grows 
to the Bloud-Veſſels; Nor yet by the Heart, bas that 
is not in being, till ſome time after the Bloud; Fe proves, 
that all the Viſcera at their firſt formation appear white; 
that the Veins are the firſt conſpicuous foundation, as it 
were, of the whole Body ; that the divifion of the parts 
into Spermatical and Sanguineous is ridiculous , fince 
all come from the ſame original. He delivereth an ac- 
count of the parts ſerving for Generation in Deer, and 
how the Foetus is formed ; He acyuaints us that no-

thing is to be found in utero, for. a confiderable time af- 
ter coition; and how Analogous Canception is toan Egg y 
and that it is ſome time in utero, before it 7s affixed to 
it: He takes notice of ſeveral memorable. things .con- 
cerning the generation of ether Animals, both Oviparous 
and Viviparous. In ſpeaking of the formation of the 
Flumane Fetus, he delivereth ſeveral curious obſervati. 
ons, made on Abortions of ſeveral Ages; as alſo inſtan. 
ces of Superfetation, Hermaphrodites, of a Fattus found 
in Tuba uteri, Sc. When he diſcourſeth de partu, he 
gives very ſtrange and memorable inſtances, to ſhew how 
much the Faztus doth conduce to its own birth. Beſides 
theſe, there are ſeveral remarkable obſervations ſcatter- 


ed through the whole Book; as de partu difficili, de gra-. 


vidatione talſa, de ulcere uteri, de uteri procidentia,e*c. 
As alſo, de Uteri membranis, humoribus, placenta, de 
conceptione, de calido innato, de humido primigenio, 
Sc. Of his Cure of aSarcocele of that bigneſs, that none 
durſt undertake the cure, either by Cutting or other- 
wiſe ; which he happily performed by tying the Artery , 
and thereby depriving it of nouriſhment ; By which means 
it was afterwards eaſily extirpated. 

This great and learned Man deſigned to have made 
the World ( and eſpecially his own Faculty ) happy in 
ſeveral other Learned Treatiſes.

An. 1654. Dr. Harvey ( though abſent ) was choſen 
Prefident of the College ; who, coming the next day, own- 
ed his great obligation to the Electors, for pf 4 him 
into a Flace of the ſame, Ffonour and Dignity , as if he 
had been eleFed to, be Medicorum omnium apud 
Anglos princeps ; but that hjs Age and Weakneſs were 
ſo great, that he could not diſcharge the duty incumbent 
upon that great Office; - And therefore requeſted them to 
chuſe their former Learned Prefudent Dr. Prujean, who 
ES1 2] had 
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had been bighty ſerviceable to the College, in his former 


diſcreet and prudent government. 

About two years after, this Learned and Bountifu!! 
old Man came to the College, and after his making ay 
Elegant Speech, he preſented them with publick Inſtru. 
ments in Writing, whereby he gave them his Land of 
Inheritance to College uſes for ever; and then refined 
his Letturer's Place (which he had for-many years per. 


formed with great honour ) into the hands of that Learn. 


ed and incomparable Anatomilt, Sir Charles Scarburgh. 
About a year after, this our immortal Harvey died in 
the 8oth year of his Age, at whoſe Funeral attended al! 
the Members of the' College. 

Not-long after his death, the following Charatter of 
this great Man was elrawn up, ani is now to be ſeen at 
the College in a Copper-plate, under his Pitture.

Dottor Baldwin Hamey, Son of Doftor Baldwin Hamey,was 
born at London, took his Degree of Dottor in Phyſick at Leyden, 
was admitted Candidate of the College An. Dom.1630. and three 

years after Fellow ; After which he was choſen Cenſor, Anatomy. 
Reader, Elettor, Regiſter, and Confilarius; - and though often 
Preſident, yet he always refuſed that Office. His affettions were 
ſuch to the College, that he was not onely a liberal and” great Be- 
nefattour to that Society \bimſelf,; but: encouraged his Friends to 
be the ſame, as particularly Mr. Francis Tyron Merchant Drug- 
giſt of London, who gave 250 1.,to the College, to be diſpoſed of 
ro certain uſes mentioned in his Deed of Gift : He preſented the 
College with a-moft delicate :qud' curious: Unicorns Horn, which 
being richly adorned with Fietts of Gold, was Preſented by, the 
College to His Sacred Majeſty, upon his bappy and. glorious jRe- 
ſtauration to his Crown and Dignity. After the dreadfull Fire 


of London ( i# which the College was reduced to Aſhes ) he 


gave at leaſt 200 |. towards the building of a newone ;, And what 
he farther gave to this his beloved Society ( together with his de- 
ſerved Charatter) js ſo admirably-and: elegantly deferibed. by: our 
learned Preſident Dotter Whiſtler, in the College Annals, that 
T1 ſhall geve the. account thereof in his own words.

the howoar of 'the College, ' that he was particularly re- 
queſted ro make them publick, as appears: in bis Epiſtle 
printed before hs book De Hepate An.

J1n this book he hath given a more exact deſcrip- 
tion of the Liver and its ſeveral veſſels than any Anato- 
miſt before him : Amongſt many other things moſt. worthy 
of offervation, the diſcovery of the Capſula, communis 
or vagina. portzz i owing to- him, who bath likewife gi- 
Vew us certain rules for the more eafie diſtinguiſhing of 
the Vena Cava, Porta & Vaſa fellea 2» excarnating the 
Liver. He hath given ſuch an excellent account of ſan- 
guification ( diſcharging the Liver from that office.) and 
provex it by ſo: gond arguments and cleat experiments, 
that few have fence aowbted the truth thereof. He ac- 
qaaints us, how. by the continual toncottion of the bloud, 
the bilis #s neceſſarily produced, and _—_— from the 
bloud, and gives the (reaſons of its bitter taſte. Fe 
gives an admirable account of the LympheduCts, d/- 
courſeth aboat the Succus nutritius with the manner of 
its conveyance, and offers his conjefttures about the uſe of 
the Spleen and other Glands, &c. | 

An. Dom. 1650. Ae. publiſhed to the World an ac- 
count of the Rickets ( being aſſiſted therein by 2 of his 
Fellow Collegues, the learned Dr.Bate, and Dr. Rege- 
morter ) Je» which, we kave not onely the original, 
cauſes, ſymptomes and method of curing that diſeaſe de- 
livered, but alſo a moſt admirable collettion of many

Anatomital obſervations, diſcovering how the ſeveral 
Viſcera of thoſe that died of this diſeaſe, were affetted. 

In his book De ventriculo & inteſtinis, ( which was 
dedicated to the Univerſity of Cambridge and to the 
College of Phyficians, as that likewiſe De Hepate ) prin- 
ted An. Dom. 1677. He diſcourſeth of the Cutis 6c 
Cuticula, with the ſeveral colours which are obſervable 
in Hair ; and there delivereth ſeveral ingenious Pro- 
blemes. He diſcuſſeth in that book many conftderable 
queſtions concerning Rumination, and why ſome Animals 
have more Stomachs than one, as likewiſe concerning the 
ſtrutture, tenacity and various uſes of fibres * Fe ac- 
quaints us with his thoughts that the Stomach and Guts 
are not wholly made up of Membranes ( as moſt have for- 
merly ſuppoſed ) but have a confideratle quantity of Paren- 
chyma, which he conjeflureth to be glandulons. Fle ex- 
amineth the natare of hunger and thirſt, and ſheweth 
wherein they ſpecifically differ from the other 5 ſenſes - 
He wa to ſhew the manner of deglutition, concottion, 
diſtribution of the chyle, ſecretion, &c. concluding with 
an Appendix concerning fermentation. Throughout the 
whole book there are abundance of ingenious queſtions 
diſcourſed of, ſome + which relate to diſeaſes ; as the dif- 
rences, cauſes an gn: of flatus's, what are the moſt 
proper diſcutients of them ; of Hypochondriack flatus ; of 
the parts affetted in a Rheumatiſm, as alſo of febrile and 
malignant ferments, &c. 

He wrote alſo another excellent book in quarto before 
this, De vita naturx, which having no ſuch particular 
relation to our Faculty, I have at preſent pretermitted. 


\ te was choſen one of the Fletts An. Dom. 1655. was

Sir John Micklethwait was admitted Candidate of 
the College An..Dom. 1642. the year after Fellow ; 
and the year following ( though abſent ) choſen Reader 
cf Dr. Goulſton's pathological Leftwe. The learned 
Dr. Clerk long Preſident of the College, had that eſteem 
and walue for thoſe excellent accompliſhments of mind 
and body, with which he was endowed, that he married 
him to his eldeſt daughter. He was of that repute in 
the College, that they choſe him no leſs than 7 or 8 times 
Cenſor, employed him in moſt of their Committee affairs, 
made him one of their Eletts Anno Dom. 1659. aud 
after that, Treaſurer of the College ; and then Pre. 
dent, which office he continued for 6 years and died Pre. 

fident. He was Phyſician for many years to the 2, famous 

Hoſpitals of Chriſt-church and St. Bartholomew's, and 
in the time of his Sacred Majeſty s late ſickneſs at Wind- 
ſor, was ſent for by an Order of Council, where he beha- 
ved himſelf with that gravity, pradence and judgment in 
his profeſſion, that the King ( as a fignal mark of his Roy- 
al favonr ) Knighted him, and was ( as T am informed ) 
much concerned at his death. Fle was a man of great 
eminency and reputation in his profeſſion, eſpecially a- 
mong/t the Nobility and perſons of the beſt Quality in 
Court and City. Flis Piety towards God, and C harity 
to the poor was very exemplary, and therefore no wonder 
that his death was ſo univerſally lamented. T had the 
honour and happineſs to be ſo intimately acquainted with 
him, that I cannot give him a leſs charatter, than what 
the learned Dr. Caius hath grven of Dr. Butte. Vir gra- 
vis, eximia literarum cognitione, fſingulari judicio, 
ſummi experientia, & prudenti confilio Doctor. Ze 
died of an Inflammation and Gangrene in his bladder in 
the 7oth year of his age, was buried in the Pariſh Church 
of. St. Botolph's Alderſgate, at whoſe Funeral attended

Dr. Thomas Wharton was bred in Pembroke Hal 
in Cambridge, took his Degree of Dottor in Phyſick in the 
Univerſity of Oxtord, was admitted Candidate of the 
College An. Dom. 1647. and Fellow 1650. After which, 
he was choſen. Cenſor 5 or 6 years, and in the year 
1656. publiſhed an excellent book, which he _ Ade» 
nographia ſive Glandularum totius corporis delcriptio, 
which he dedicated to the College of Phyſicians and in 
particular to Dr. Hamey, Glifion” Bathurſt, and Sir 
George Ent. Inwhich he hath given a more accurate de- 
45. 26099 of the Glands of the whole body, than was former. 
ly done; and whereas Authours, had aſcribed to them ver 
mean uſes ( as ſupporting the diviſions of Veſſels, 'or im- 
bibing the forrthind humidities of the body, &c.) He 
aſſigned them more noble and conſiderable uſes, as the 
preparation and depuration of the Succus nutritius, with 
ſeveral other uſes belonging to different Glands as well 
for conſervation ,of the individual, as propagation of the 
Species. Among/t other things, we ought particularly 
to take notice of his being the firſt who diſcovered the 
Ductus # the Glanduſz Maxillares, by which the Saliva 
u conveyed into the mouth. Fe hath given alſo an admi- 
rable account of morbid Glands and their differences, and 
particularly of Stramx and Scrophulz ; how new Glands 

are often generated - as likewiſe of the ſeveral diſeaſes 
of the Glands of the Meſentery, Pancreas, &c. which 
opinions of hy, he often illuſtrates by Anatomical 0b- 


ſervations. Fle wasamanof eminent eſteem and pratlice

died much lamented 7 his own faculty as well as others. 


The Right honourable Henry Lord Marqueſs of Dor- 


cheſter, Ear! of Kingſton «pon Hull, and Yiſcount 


Newark, &c. was born at Mansfield 7» the County of 


Nottingham Ann. Dom. 1606. and created Marqueſs 
of Dorcheſter by X. Charles 7. at Oxtord, An. 16.45. 
Hi Father was Robert Pierrepont - of Holme Pierre- 
pont Eſquire, the ancient ſeat of this moſt ancient fami- 
ly ; who was created Viſcount Newark and Earl of King- 
iton by his late Majeſty Anno 1633. 77s Mother was 
Gertrude Talbot, of the noble houſe of Shrewsbury ; 
and had ſhe been male, had born her ſelf that title. 

| From his youth he was very much additted to books ; 
he ſpent ſame time in Emanuel College in Cambridge, 
and for many years ſeldom ſtudied leſs than 10 or 12 
hours every day; inſomuch that he had early paſſed 
through all manner of Learning both Divine and Hu- 
mane, as the Fathers, Schoolmen, Caſuiſts, the Civil 
and Canon Law; and was reaſonably well verſed in the 
Common Law; So that he did noſmall honour to that pro. 
feſſion-in being admitted a Bencher of Gray's-Inn, where 
he performed his exerciſe of reading in the Hall before 
his admiſſion, and then treated the Benchers, Bariſters 
and Students of that Inns of Court, with a noble and 
ſumptuous dinner. 

In the year 1649. He found himſelf of an ill habit of 
Body, cauſed { as he conceived ) by a long ſedentary 
courſe of life, and trouvle of mind for the barbarous and 
inhumane murther of his Sovereign, and- the deplorable 
condition the Nation was in : He was recovered. from: 
this Chronical diſtemper, by the advice of the learned' 
Dr. Harvey, Sir Francis Prujean, Sir Charles Scar-- 
burgh, and others ; who in a ſhort time brought him a-- 


zain to a good ſtate of health. After which that he: 
might

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might be as careful to preſerve it, as he had been to ol. 
tainit, he ( at the age of about 43 ) applied himſelf to 
the ſtudy of P hyfick : And though he fell to this Study 
late, yet no man ever began upon abetter foundation, nor 
purſued it with greater application ; he having then gone 
through the whole body of Philoſophy, Mathematicks and 
allother Learning. After he had for ſome years dili- 
gently applied himſelf to the ſtudy of Phyfick and Anatomy, 
His Lordſhip An. Dom. 1654. preſented the College of 
Phyfictans with 100 |. to be laid out in books ; which I 
find thus entred in our College Annals, Henricus Mar- 
chio Dorceſtrenſis, cujus inſignis peritia & inde- 
feſla ſtudia in utroque Jure tam Municipali quam Civili, 
in Mathematicis, in Medicina, & ad ipſam ſpeQanti- 
bus Chymicis Anatomiciſque artibus, cum illuſtribus 
titulis -de Victoria certant ; centum libris in libros 
emendos erogandis, Muſeum Harveanum , primus, 
magnificeque cohoneſtavit : An. Dom. 1658. /7e was 
admitted Fellow of the College ; a fhort account of which 
being entred by the learned Sir George Ent ( then Re- 
giſter thereof ) I have here tranſcribed in hu own words, 
Die Julii 22 An. Dom. 1658. Illuſtridſimus Vir, Mar- 
chio Dornaviz proponitur eligendus Socius ; omneſque 
Socii przſentes in illius admiuſſionem l#tis animis ſut- 
fragantur. Mox Dr. Scarburgh a Przſide ad id mu- 
neris deſignatus, tum ulhius virtutes, animumque vere 
Heroicum ; tum honorem hoc fa&o in Socictatem no- 
ſtram collatum, eleganti oratione extulit.

nes liberaliffime effudit. * 7h» moſl illuſtrious and lear” 
red Nobleman, in hu Latine Oration made in the pub- 
lick Hall of the College upon his admiſſion into that So- 
ciety expreſſed a great value for the Art of Phyſick, 
which ( he ſaid ) many Princes and great men had 
highly eſteemed, and made profeſſion of ; And that for 
hns own part, he took 1t for the greateſt honour ( next to 
that conferred upon him by his Majeſty ) to be ranked 
among/t them ; which eſteem he continued to that Lear- 
ned Society to his laſt end; Fe having often been heard 
to ſay, that he did believe them the Learnedſt Socie- 
ty of their profeſſion in the World ; and therefore as a 
teſtimony of his value for them, he left them the beſt 
Library for Phyſick, Mathematicks, Civil Law and Phi- 
lology, in any private hand in this Nation, for a choice 
collettion of books, to the value of above 40001. Which 
Library after the Marqueſs's death, was preſented to the 
College by his daughter the Right honourable the Lady 
Grace Pierrepont ; Her Flonour knowing it to be her 
Father's intention, in his life time. 

In ſhort, this Noble and great Lord was a man of that 
exemplary Loyalty to his Prince, and of thoſe great at- 
tainments and proficiencyin Learning, that he merits a 
juſt volume to ſet forth his deſerved praiſes. He died 
upon the 8th of December An.Dom. 1680. in the 74th 
year of his age, of a Gangrene and mortification in his. 
left Leg ; which proceeded from an inflammation'procu- 
red by the rubbing off a little skin on that heel, He- 
was carried ſome time after he had lain-in ſtate at his. 
houſe in Charter-houſe yard, to his ancient ſeat of Holme - 
tours yo near Nottingham, where he lies interred a-- 
mong ft his Anceſtours. 

Dr. Thomas Willis was bred in Chriſt-church i» Ox- 
tord, and in the time of the late Rebellion was one of 
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The Epiſtle Dedicatory. 


thoſe Scholars who voluntarily liſted himſelf ( in the Aca: 
demick Regiment ) to ſerve his Sovereign ; in which ſer- 
vice he continued for many years, till that Garriſon was 
ſurrendred. After which, he applied himſelf to the 
Study of Phyfick ; retaining ſtzll that affection to the Go- 
vernment of the Church of England, that when our L.i- 
tnrgy was thruſt out of our Churches, and it was rendred 
criminal toattend its Worſhip ; he dedicated part of his 
houſe to thoſe holy uſes, that ſo the publick Prayers and 
Ofices of the C hurch might be there performed - where 
he conſtantly attended twice a day, and had ſeveral 
friends with him thrice a week ; there being likewiſe a 
Sermon preached and a Sacrament conſtantly adminiſtred 
the frſl Sunday in the month. 

He during thoſe unhappy times improved very highly 
not onely in the knowledge, but likewiſe in the prattice 
of Phyſick, being more admired and ſought to than any of 
his Contemporaries in that Univerſity, but ſtill reſolved 
that he would not take his Degree under the then preten- 
ded Government. He wrote during his Majeſty's exile 
thoſe moſt incomparable Trads De termentatione, de 
Febribus, & de Urinis ; which he publiſhed An. Dom. 
1659. In which book, he hath ſhewed himſelf to have 
been no leſs verſed in Chymiſtry than in other parts of 
Natural Philoſophy, having ingeniouſly -naand nc ra- 
tionally proved, that the generation, perfettion and cor- 
rupticn of Natural as well as Artificial Bodies, do depend 
upon fermentations according to the different proportion 
and motion of their conſtituent principles, viz. Spirit, 
Sulphur, Salt, Water and Earth. According to theſe 
principles he hath given us the Analyſis of the Lloud, 
with a new Hypotheſis of Fevers and excellent obſerua- 
tions concerning them. In his Epiſtle befcre hu Tratt 
De Febribus, he gzves this account, for inſtituting a

He hath likewiſe in this book given 

us the Chymical Analyſis of Urine, as alſo an account of 
the quantity, colour, confiſtence and contents of the Vrines 

of healthfull and fick people, with ſeveral methods of exa- 

mining them. by diſtillation, evaporation, precipitati- 
on, Qc. and alſo diſcovered the great uncertainty of Vro-

cred Majeſty was reſtored to his Crown and People ; Nov 
which, he took his degree of Dettor in Phyfick and was 
choſen Profeſſour of Natural Philoſophy; Upon which, 
notwithſtanding the ny of his prattice, he ſel. 
dom failed for a confiderable time of Reading once a week 
( in Term time ) ſuch Lettures as invited more than ay 
ordinary number of the moſt _—_ young Students and 
others of the Univerſity to be his conſtant Auditors, 
Whilſt he continued at Oxtord he publiſhed 2 other ex- 
cellent books, One his Cerebri Anatome printed An. 
Dom. 1664. the other, De morbis convultvis printed 
An. 1667. In thefirft of which, he hath given w a far 
more accurate Anatomy of the Brain than any before e x- 
tant, and his ingenious conjettures about the nſes of its 


ſeveral parts, particularly the oblique aſcenſion of the 


Carotid Artery, and the cavity formed by the Sinus late- 


rales before they enter the Tugular Veins. Hu diftinilion 
of the Nerves u worth remark, viz. that ſome of them 
ariſe from the Brain, which are ſerviceable to voluntar 

motion ; Others from the Cerebellum, which furniſh ſpi- 
rits for involuntary : He hath alſo traced the Nerves, 
which are inſerted into all the Viſcera , and by laying 
open their different originations, plexus's and ramiſtca- 
tions hath given us a much clearer account of the ſympa- 


thies of the ſeveral parts of the body either in their 


natural or preternatural State, than any we had before. 
He hath likewiſe in this book, given a moſt ingenious 


account how the Animal ſpirits are generated and inſtilled 


mto the Brain, how their _ are performed, how 
metrition us cauſed and diſtributed, with many things 


more relating to ſenſe and motion and the explication of 


ſeveral abſtruſe diſeaſes, highly ingenious and probable. 
He 
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He hath carried on hy Hypethefis about the Nerves, and 
given avery rational account of the affettions of the tHead, 
with their ſeveral cauſes aud cures ; and particularly tn 
his Treatiſe De morbis Convulſwis, he hath fhewn ws, * 
how mach former Authors have been miſtaken in their 
notions concerning Hyſterical and FHypochondriacal affects 
ons; and that the moſt rational account that can be g4- 
Ven of the ſymptoms attending thoſe diſtempers, is by 
attributing them to convulfive motions : He likewiſe 
conjetlures, that the Colick, Tympanites and ſome ſorts 
F Aſt hma's are in great part nervous diſtempers, and then 
niſheth that book with a moſt ingenious and excellent diſ- 
courſe of the Scurvy, as to its cauſes, differences, Diagno- 
fticks,Prognoſticks, Symptomatical diſeaſes, deriving therr 
Original from it ; with the different methods of care. 
An. Dom. 1667. He left Oxford and came toLondon, 
where he immediately fel into a very large and full prac- 
tice ; notwithſtanding which, he ſound time to write (eve- 
ral excellent and uſefull hooks ; as one again Dr. High- 
more in @ 907 hu Hypothefis De Hyiſterica aftectione 
& Melancholia Hy aca ; with 2, other Tratis De 
ſanguinis accenſione & motu muſculari ; A4fter that, he 
wrote a moſt Learned book De Amma Brutorum & mor- 
bis Capitis; then bu 2 laſt, viz. hu Pharmaceutices Ra- 
tionalis pars prior & poſterior ; /» which he hath given 
us a moſt accurate account of the Anatomy of the Sto- 
mach and Inteftines with their ſeveral coats ; as alſo a 
deſcription of the ſeveral Membranes that compoſe the 
Veins and Arteries; likewiſe aun excelent Anatomy of the 
Lungs ; To which he hath added a rational account of the 
operation of Medicizes, whether Emetick, Cathartick, 
Diaphoretick, Cardiack, Thoracick, Fpatick, or Opzate ; 
and endeavoured to render them intelligible by Mecha- 
[Uu2z] nical 
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wical principles.” He hath alſo ( in thoſe books ) dſ 
courſed of the diſeaſes of the Breaſt, Liver and Spleen ; 
as likewiſe concerning Phlebotomy, F1&morrhagies, Iſſues, 
Velicatories and Cutaneous diſeaſes, riluſtrating the whole: 
with many curious obſervations. The firſt of theſe boots 
which he publiſhed An. Dom. 1674. he dedicated 29 
the College of Fhyficians. Upon which dedication ti; 
College paſſed the following Vote, Placuit omnibus, ne- 
mine refragante, ut ſummz gratiz habcantur DoQori 
IVillis ob Pharmaceuticem Rationalem Collcgio datam. 

I ſhall finiſh my preſent Hiſtory of this pious, learned 
and great man with part of that excellent and deſerved 
Charatter given him by the Learned and Reverend Pre- 
late the preſent Biſhop of Oxtord, in a Poſtſcript to the 
Preface before the Dottor's ſecond part of his Pharma- 
ceutice rationalis.

I ſhall now conclude this Epiſtle with a brief and ſhort 
account of ſome of the works and ſome few late diſcoveries 
and uſeful] improvements of the eminent Members now 
Hving and flouriſhing in this Royal foundation ; as par- 
ticularly, the preſent learned Preſident Dr. Whiltler, 
who publiſhed his diſputation concerning the Rickets An, 
Dom. 1645. . 5 years before Dr. Gliflon pur forth hi; 
book ; though it was by a different name , which he cal- 
led Pxdoſplanchnoſteocace, from the parts prizcipally 
affetted in that diſeaſe. Thenhe delivereth the diagno- 
ſtick frgns, as alſo what is tobe found Preternatural inthe 
viſcera of ſuch as died —_— The cauſa continens he 
proves to be obſtruttions of the viſcera from too thick and 
wviſcid nutriment, part of which being retained in the 
viſcera they grow bigger ; and the more ſerous and ague- 
ous parts FA conveyed to the Muſcles of the armes aud 
legs, renders them weak and flaccid. Amongſt the Cauſg 
procatarCticz, he reckoneth the too early giving fleſh to 
Infants. He affirmeth the vilcera to ; - affetted before 
the Bones. He then praceedeth to.the Progneſticks, In- 


dications,

dications, Method of cure and Medicines proper to anſwer 
that end. He ſheweth that the ſcarification of the Con- 
cha of the ear ſeems to be eftabliſhed by the Authority 
of Hippocrates, and was the firſt that founded a pradtice 
pon the deftrine of the circulation of the bloud. 

Str George Ent ( the Ornament of his Age ) in hu 
Apology for the Circulation of the Bloud, hath learnedly 
defended Dr. Harvey againſt Pariſanus, rendred a very 
rational account concerning the Operation of Purging Me- 
dicines, and given ſeveral Reaſons for rejecting the com- 
mon opinion about their Elettive Operation; as alſo ex- 
ploded thoſe ſeveral Faculties which made ſo much noiſe 
in the Schools, &c. The ſame learned Author, in ano- 
ther Book, wrote againſt Dr. Thruſton , hath propoſed 
ſeveral Opinions, and defended them with great wit and 
learning, As, that the finer part of the Alimentary Juice 
7s conveyed from the Stomach and Guts to the ſeveral 
parts for their nouriſhment , by the mediation of ſmall 
concave fibres; That the ſame Alimentary Juice is 
that, which in the uſe of Vomits and Purges, is dij- 
charged by theſe egy into the Stomach and Guts, 
and not by the laiteal Veins or Arteries; That the Fe- 
brifick matter in Intermittents is not lodged original- 
ly in the Bloud; That in the Small Pox the purulent 
matter is not derived out of the bloud, but ont of the a- 
foreſaid Nutritious Fuice, which likewiſe in Abſceſſes , 
Cc. is that which ſuppurates; That the Membranes and 
Nerves fuck in their nouriſhment from the.Glands of the 
Mouth and Throat, whilſt we chew our Meat; That the 
blond ſerves not 10 nouriſh the Body, but to keep it warm; 
That Urine is not conveyed to the Kidueys by the Emmnl- 
gent Arteries (which onely bring. the bloud thither to. 
eberifh and keep them warm ) but by the Nerves; That 
the 
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the onely uſe of the Diaphragm tis to facilitate Reſpira- 
tion by guarding the Heart and Lungs, that the lower 
Vilcera do not throng in to them; That Reſpiration is 


wot needfull to the motion or Circulation of the bleud, 
That Animal Motions are not made by the influence 
of the Animal Spirits ; but that in each part ts ſeat- 
ed a private ſenſe, which is under the command of the 
Soul. And that therefore there are no Amimal Spi- 
rits, but thoſe in the bloud, called by the Name of Calor 
nativus, &c. 

Sir Charles Scarburgh(Principal Phyfictan to his ſacred 
Majeſty and his Royal Highneſs the Duke of York) was 
the firſt who introduced Geometrical and Mechanical 
Speculations into Anatomy, and applied them as well in 
all his learned converſation, as more particularly in his 
famous Leftures upon the Muſcles of Humane Bodies for 
16 or 17 years together in the publick Theatre at Sur- 
geons-Hall ; which were Read by him with infinite ap.

to which are added moſt judicious, Natural Hypotheſes, 
and Curative Indications, deduced from them ; HH. 
hath given ſuch an exadt Hiſtory of all acute Diſeaſe,

N the ſecond year of this Queen's Reign, a great number 
of Empirical Impoſtors were proſecuted and puniſhed by 
the Cenſors of the College ; amongſt whowy was one 

Charles Cornet, a Flemming, (an impudent and ignorant Buffoon) 
who would not be reſtrained from his ill practices with the 
bills of his condemnation afhxed at the corners of ftreets, nor 
yet with impriſonmentit ſelf; being patronized by Hugh wefton, 
Oorar of weftminfter, and Roger Chamley ; The College never- 
thetefs by virtue of the Laws and favour of the Lord Chan- 
cellor, ſeveral of the Nobility and the King's ragons, 
( Dr. Roper and Dr. Vaughan) proſecuted him with all vigour 
and care; whereby he was forced not onely to flee the Town 
in ſpight of weffon and Chamley, but likewiſe out of thoſe pri-

N the firſt year of this Queen's Ro Thomas G lamfelde was 
committed to priſon for practifing Phyſick, and Stal- 
worth and Gy/my ( Norwich Empiricks) fined upon the 

{ame account. 

In the ſecond year of her Reign a Commiſſion was given 
by the College to Walter Hawgh a Norwich Phyſician, and to 
Hugh Glyme a Cheſter Phyſician to Proſecute all Empiricks of 
their own and neighbour Counties. 

Several others were ſummoned before the College, and 
ſeverely rebuked for expoſing Pills to ſale without their ap- 
probation 3 Others were puniſhed for the ill preparation of 
Medicines 3 Amongſt whom, one Edward Stephens, a {iveet 
Grocer ( that he might be releaſed from his impriſonment for 
obſtinately refuſing to appear upon the Preſiderit's ſummons ) 
ofhis own accord fell down upon his knees before the Preſi- 
dent, and humbly begg'd pardon of the Queen's Majeſty for 
his diſobedience to the Preſident of her College, the Lord 
Cobham and ſeveral others being preſent. 

In the 6th year, ſeveral Empiricks were proſecuted, others 
were impriſoned for practiſing Phyſick. 

In the 1 2th year, the Wit: of one Bomelins an Empirick ha- 
ving procured the Lord Treaſurer's Letter to the College, 
petitioned, that her husband uy 5 be diſcharged from pri _ 

| 1e 
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he having given fatisfa&tion to the Queen's Majeſty for his 
violation of the Statutes, in practiſing unlearnedly and by 
Magical Arts. To this Letter the College anſwered, that her 
husband muſt firſt pay 20 /. for his practice and 1 5 /. for ex- 
pences,in-the ſuit, and likewiſe give ſecurity that he would 
not practiſe Phyſick for the future. After this, the Preſident 
of the College and Dr. Caivs were appointed to wait upon 
Sir William Cecil ( Secretary of State) he having wrote a Let- 
ter to the College in favour of Bamelins ; upon whoſe appli- 
cation, the Secretary was pleaſed to exprels great reſpet to 
the worn ; Sia all the members of it, afluring them that 
he ſhould be well pleaſed to have Bomelins baniſhed the King- 
dom. Some time after Bowelins was releaſed from priſon by 
conſent ofthe College, having given Bond of 1 ©0 /. that he 
would not for the future practiſe Phyſick in Zondox nor in 
any other parts of England, | 

fr was ordered by the College, that the Preſident ſhould 
enter an Action againſt Dr. Lewes ( Judge of the Admiralty) 
for ſuffering iliam Rich an Empirick committed to his care 
in the to practiſe Phyſick againſt the Laws of the 
Kingdom, his own traſt, in contempt of the College, and to 
the great prejudice of the Queen's Subjetts. 

A foreten Phyfician who had taken his Degree at Lovasn 
in Brabant, was fummoned before the Preſident and Cenſors, 
and examined by what authority he practiſed Phylick in 
England without licence : He pleaded his ignorance of the 
Laws, and was diſmiſſed upon promiſe of not practiſing in 
London nor any other parts of England z being likewiſe or- 
dered to return into his own Country in a few days. 

Dr. Watker was ſummoned to appear before the College tc 
anſwer ſeveral things objeted againſt him by Dr. Corimbec , 
he having examined and admitted ſome Phyſicians in Norwich 
and Norfolk and extorted above 100 Marks from feveral Em- 
piricks in thoſe parts, whom he had licenſed to pradtife : 
He was Fined for not appearing, and Letters were wrote by 
the College to Dr. Corimbec to authorize him to cite thoſe Em- 
piricks to appear before the College in order to their due 

ment, 

One Hlva an Italian was charged before the Preſident and 

Cenſors

Cenſors for evil praRtice, in that he undertook to care an old 
woman by ſuffumigation, with which ſhe died; and preſcri- 
bed Stibium tO a perſon troubled with an affe&tion of 
his Lungs to his great prejudice. He was afterwards exami- 
ned and rejected by the whole College by reaſon of his egre- 
10US ignorance in ts and Phyſick, and was fined2 /. 
be having practiſed Phyſick for halfa year to the apparent hurt 
of the Queen's —_— ;and the year following was committed 
to priſon, in that he had praiſed without lege licence. 

Thomas Pennye was ſummoned for practiſing Phyſick, but 
pleading that he had taken his Doctours degree, he was 
diſmiſſed, and ordered that he ſhould bring his Letters teſti- 
monial to the Cenſors, which accordingly he did ; but 

n examination was found fo ignorant in the farſt princi- 
ples of Philoſophy and Phyſick, that he was thought unfit for 
that employment, and prohibited the practice thereof, and 
afterwards impriſoned for contemning the Judgment of che 
. College and adventuring to practiſe without their licence. 

[the 1 3th year of this Queena Surgeon was Fined 20 /. for 
practiſing the ay but you the interceſſion of ſome perſons 
of Quality the College forgave him 2o Marks of that Fine, 
upon condition that he bound himſelf in a bond of 100 /, that 
he would not practiſe for the furure ; which refuſing, he was 
forced to pay the forementioned 20 /. 

Rickard Reynold was examined and rejected as: being very ig- 
norant and unlearned; But voluntarily confeſſing that he 
had practiſed Phytick for 2 years, the College ordered that he 
ſhould be impriſoned untill he had paid 20 /. 

In the age. year, One Emme Baxter an impudent and ig- 
norant woman was committed to priſon for practiſing Phyſi >: 
the 7th of Febraary ; Upon the 1 1th ſhe was bronglt before 
the College, where her husband iliam Baxter and Nicholas 
Staples ( a Citizen ) entring into bond to the College and their 
Succefſors, that the ſhould not practiſe for the future in Lox- 
don nor any other parts of Eng/and, ſhe was diſmiſſed, paying 
all Fees due to the Officers of the Priſon, &c. ? 

In the ſame year it wasargued in the Lord Mayor's Court 
before Sir wiliam Allen then Lord Mayor, Whether the 
Surgeons might give invard mockcines in the Sciatica, French 
I12 Pox.

He afterwards paid 5./ 
co the College ob rem male geſt am in 'raxi, gave bond to Pay 5 /. 
more at our Lady day, and at Midſummer was required to 
Pay 1o /, or elle to be puniſhed ex Collegit arbitrio, : 

One Moſes was punithed 20 /. for illegal practiſing of Phy- 
ſick, and gave bond to the College to pay that ſum within a 
twelvemonth.

before the Preſident and Cenſors for her practiſing of Phy- 
{ick, where he promiſed to enter into a penal bond of 20 /.

and in the ſame month did ſeal a Bond obligatory upon the 
ſame account. t 

Robert fones being ſecurity for one Dean an Empirick, that 
he ſhould *not practiſe Phylick in Londen, &c, Dean leaving 
the town, ones humbly petitioned the College that he mighc 
be diſcharged his bond, which was granted accordingly. 

In the 24th fohn Gyle a —_—_ > umn before the College, 
being Ges for practiſing Phyſick contrary to Law ; which 
was prove _ y witneſs , and partly by his own confeſſi- 
on 3 wherefore he was fined 20 /. and ſent to the Counter.

But returning again in K. 7ames's Reign, He was complained 
of by Dr. G«/ſten and a Gentleman who had taken Phytick 
of him, whereby he fell into a you Vomiting and Looſneſs, 
Hiccough and on pains complicated with a paralytical dil- 

ſition z And though this Gentleman ſent for him when 

e was in great extremity, yet he would by no means come : 

bout a month after, he was ſummoned and brought by an 
officer to the College, where before the Preſident and Cen- 
ſors he confeſſed that he was no Graduate, that he underſtood 
not Latine or Phylick, unleſs it were the Stone which he 
could fo diflolve in the bladder, that it might be diſcharged 
by gravell ; and Fevers, which he could cure by external ap- 
plications. He denied what had been proved againſt him by 


the forementioned Gentleman and others. However the whole 


buſineſs being examined, the Preſident and Cenſfors fined 
him 144. and committed him to priſon. Abour 5 years after, 
a poor woman complained that being ill of a ſtopping about 
her throat and breaſt ſhe went to him, who would and did 
ſee her Urine, and thereon ſaid, ſhe had an Impoſthume 
there and would ſoon die if not cured before Spring, her 
Spleen being come up into her Lungs. For which he was 
{ſummoned to appear at the College, where he ſaid that an 
Impoſthume about the throat and breaſt might hold 3 months 
without growing worſe; that the Spleen was in the radical 
parts. Being told of ſome of his profeſſed tricks in Alchymy, 
and examined therein, his anſwers were all impertinent and 
ignorant. For which. and his il! practice he was fined 5 /. 
to be paid preſently or committed to priſon, and he mter- 
dicted all a for the future. Bur 1:is Son paying this 
fine, and becoming Surety for him, he was releaſed. 

In the 28th, David Ward an Empirick was: committed to

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In the 29th, Henry 7effry confeſſed his paſting of Phy- 
ſick in London for 6 years z being examined in the rudiments 
of that Art, he was found very ignorant not onely in that, 
but all other learning; Wherefore he was prohibited prac- 
tice and a Gnall fine laid upon him to be paid to the Col- 
lege, 
D odfrey Meſan was fined 20 /. at one time, . and 10 /. at 
another, for his evil and illegal practice in Phyſick, and for 
hisegregious ignorance. He gave bond to pay the foremen- 
tioned ſums upon ſeveral days limited therein. . 

Peter Piers was brought before the College and committed 
to priſon for giving Pills of Antimony, Turbith and Mercury 

Sublimate, by which he had killed ſeveral perſons. 
. _ One Bright being alſo ſummoned, :and not appearing, a 
Warrant was iſſued out for ſeizing him and committing Fam 
to the Fleet ; Others were impriſoned for practiſing Phyſick, 
and others had their Bonds put in ſuit againſt them upon the 
{ame account, © 

In the 3oth year of the Queen ( being in the year 1588, 
2 time of moſt publick and eminent danger) the Lord Mayor 
and Court of Aldermen ſent their Precept to the College of 
Phyſicians, requiring them to find Arms. This being looked 
upon as an infringement of College privileges, they deputed 
{ome of their Members to wait upon the Right Honourable 
Sir Francis Walſingham Secretary O State, humbly to the 
favour of him to write his Letter to the Lord Mayor and Court 
of Aldermen to require them that they ſhoald give the Col- 
lege no farther trouble, but ſuffer them to live free and un- 
diſturbed; they being freed from finding Arms by-virtue of 
Royal Charters given to them by the Royal bounty of their 
Princes and Acts of Parliament made in their favour : Which 
the Honourable Secretary was pleaſed to doe, and the College 
thereupon diſcharged from farther charge or trouble. 

Paul Fairfax a toreign Empirick gave out Bills ſtuffed with 
arrogance and oſtentation of the admirable virtues of a Wa- 
ter which he called his Aqua Celeſtis, with which he cheated 
the People : He confeſſed that he had practiſed Phyſick in 
London for 4 months, and pretended that he had done ſeveral 
Cures with his water and m_ remedies, for which _— 
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fined 5 /. and required to give bond that he ſhould nor prac. 
ciſe for the future, which if he refuſed, he was to be com- 
mitted to priſon. he this he procured a Letter from the . 
Lord Chamberlain dire&ed to the Preſident and College, 
which he delivered with Letters teſtimonial of having taken 
his Degree at Frankfort ; which ſeeming to be fictitious, they 
were kept by the College and he forbidden to practiſe Phy- 
fick. However the owing Letter was preſented by the 


Preſident and College in anſwer to the Lord Chamberlain's.

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2 months after, the Keeper of the Counter ſet him at liberty 
without the conſent or knowledge of the College; wherefore 
the Treaſurer was forthwith ordered to adviſe with the Re- 
corder of the City and Counſellour Dazie/ for proſecuting the 
Keeper of the Priton for this his illegal releaſing of Buck, Abour 


2 or 2 years after he was again brought before the College, 


confellſed practice, and was then ordered to appear at the next 
Court, that he might underſtand the College pleaſure. In

Stupefactive Pills to a Citizen trou- 
bled with an Iſchury, by which he fell into a total ſa 10 
of Urine, and made not one drop of water for ten days, but 
died moſt miſerably on the 11th) which being proved before 
the Preſident and Cenſors, he was forthwith committed 
to priſon propter malam praxin & inwmodeſtos mores, and f1- 
nd 20 /.

Edward Owen a Surgeon and bold practiſer in Phyſick was 
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* but alſo have utterly forbidden him to deale in the practice 
« 2nd exerciſe of Phyſick, as he will anſwer it at his peril],

* Realme provided in that behalf, for all ſuch Intruders and 
** Malefactors. 

Notwithſtanding, ſeveral freſh complaints were made 
againſt him « malam praxin,as his preſcribing purging Phylick, 
which occaſioned ſuperpurgation and the Patient's death ; 
2 Mercorial fume which procured lamenels in a ſecond Pati- 
ent, and death in a_ third. For which evil and illegal prac- 
tice he was commirted to priſon and fined 10 7. which fun 


he paid to the College readily diſcharged both Serjeants* 


and Beadles fees. 

One Harman a foreigner, was complained of to the Cenſors 
for praCtifing of Phylick and taking money beforehand in pro- 
mile of cure z upon appearance, he was interdicted practice 
and ordered to return half the money received.

cary, having preſcribed Phyfick to one Robere Cade, he fel!

Roger Powel, a very eminent and famous Impeſtor, was-cited 
ro appear before the College for that he had hanged up a table 


in ſeveral parts of the town, wherein: he boaſted of his great - 


cures and long experience : being examined, he confeſſed 
himfelf illiterate, .but withallafirmed' that he had grear and 
eminent experience in al arg that he had cured very many 

d long. practiſed in Londev, He 
had Letters from the Queen, which gave an account of his 
poverty, and fortunate ſuccels in Phyſick. The College nor- 
withſtanding paſſed the following fentenceupon him, thathe 


ſhould be commuted to prifon. and fmed ! 20 4, But out of 


reſpect to the Earl of Derby ( to whomhe had ſome relation): 
they were willing he ſhould be releaſed from prifon, upon con- 
dition that he gave bond to the College with ſufficient ſecurity 
thathe never after would practite Phyfickn Condon or within 
7 miles. Some years atter, there ett (everalfreſh informari- 
ons and complaints exhibited againſt him;' upon whichtewas

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condemned by the Cenſors for his ignorance in -hyſick, fined 
4 1, and committed to priſon untill he could give better ſari(- 
{action of his Skill in that Art ; or at leaſt, untill he entred 
bond that he would never practiſe for the future. Afﬀeer this 
he was again accuſed for undertaking the cure ofa woman Y! 
of a Tympany, whodied under his hands. He confeſſed that 
he had been puniſhed 20 years paſt for practiſing Phyſick, 
but having paid his fine, he thought he might lawtully prac- 
tile : He confeſſed that he had given medicines and uſed ex- 
ternal applications for an Avaſarca: But being asked what a 
Tympany or an Anafarca was, he could not tell. Wherefore 
he was fined 5 /. pro mala praxi, to be paid the next Cenſors 
day, and no to reſtore the money received in the fote- 
mentioned caſe.

Others 
charged him with agreeing for 20 1. for a cure, of which he 
had received 10 1. yer by his negligence or ignorance the Pa- 
tient was dead. others he had received 5 /. upon the ſame 
account without any advantage to the Patient. Upon thele 
and the like complaints, he was _ ſummoned to appear at 
the College, but having obtained a Licence for practice from 
the Univerſity, he fent that to the College, and refuſed to 
come : Wherefore Orders were given for a ſpeedy proſecution 
of him according to Law, for 'his evil and illegal practice. 
Upon which, he makes friends to the Attorney General, who

ting what account he could give of any diſeaſe which he 
would make choice of, he chole a Diarrhea, and being ex- 
amined what that ivas, he told them it was a flux of the Wont 
proceeding from groſs humours in the Stomach.

——foqgmg The Cenſors fined him 5 4. and committed him to 
Priſon. | 

About a month or 5 weeks after, Read procures a Letter 
tothe College from a perſon of Honour in his behalf, upon 
whoſe account the College agreed to dial favourably with 
him upon the following conditions . 1. That he ſhould re- 
leaſe a poor man out of Priſon, whit he laid in Gaol under 
the knaviſh pretence of a debt of «-- /. when in truth he 
owed him nothing, the whole profecnt101 being vexatious.

{nam praxin., About 2 months after, Jenkins and Reqd procured 
4 Habeas Corpus from Sir John Popham Lord Chief Juſtice of 
England for their ap before him $3 the full account of 
which is thus entred in our Regiſter. 

April $, 1602, There was an aſſembly of the Preſident, 
Cenlors and Fellows of the College convened in order to hear 
and conſider what Jenkins and Read ( whom they had lately 
committed to priſon) could ſay for themſelves, why they 
ſhould be diſcharged ; they having falſely made-complaints -

After this, upon the fubmiſhon of 7exkins, and requeſt of 
the Chief Juftice, a third part of the ( of 20 /. impoſed 
upon exkins by the Cenfors) was remitted, and he diſcharged 
from Priſon. Read likewiſe by the intereſt of the Biſhop of 
London procured his diſcharge. OE 

About 2 years and 4 months after, Zenkins was again char- 
ged for practiling of Phyſick, which he denied, but ſeveral 
mftances of it being given, he confefſed that to ſome few 
Patients of Fevers, ec. he had prefcribed purging phyſick,c+c. 
Being then charged with felling of one fort of drink to all that 
came for ir, he confefled that he had fold ſuch a Medicine, 
but for the future would never do it, and if in this manner or 
any other hereafter he ſhonld act contrary to the privileges of 
the Cog he would readily ſubmit to the ſevereſt punith- 
ment. _ this modeſt confeſſion of his and promiſe of not 
offendi bh for the future, but more eſpecially out of reſpect to 
the Lord Chancellour, in whoſe fervice he was, the Cenfors 
inflicted no puniſhment upon him, but onely my” him 
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practice 3 and then order was given by the College that 2 of 
their Members ſhould wait upon the Chancellour to acquaint 
him how ill 7erkins had behaved himſelf towards the College, 
and how candidly they had dealt with him upon his Honour's 
account. This was taken v hindy by the Lord Chancellour, 
who returned the College thenks their kindneſs to fenkins, 
and promiſed that for the future fenkins ſhould behave himlſelt 
inoffenſively to the College ; otherwiſe he was willing that 
he ſhould 8 PERRIN as they ſhould fee reaſon for it. Afﬀer 
this, freth informations were brought againſt him, all which 
he denied a great while ; But at laſt de{wed to kave all thar 
was paſt remitted, and on that condition faithfully promiſed 
that for the future he would give no advice upon the ſight of 
Urines nor any inward Phyſick ; and if therein he was found 
faulty he willingly offered to 51. for every time {o do- 
ing _ which promile, ubmiſlion he was again dif- 
mule 

Bartholomew Chappell appeared before the College and was 
fined for practiſing Phylick without Licence. About 3 
months after he procured Letters to the College in his behalf 
from the Lord Treaſurer, Lord Shandeis, ec, Upon which 
account the College deferred any further proſecution of him 
till Michaelmas Term; at which time being examined, he was 
found unfit for practice, and afterwards interdicted and bound 
ina bond of 40 /. not to practiſe for the future, 

Patrich Brownegold was Cited before the Preſident and Cen- 
ſors, and charged for preſcribing Phyſick, which he ſtoutly 
denied, but being proved by 2 or 3 witneſſes _— it was 
ordered that he ſhould give a bond of 10 /. for his appearance 


"* the next month, and in the mean time ſhould deliſt from 


practice; He appeared at the time prefixed and gave a bond 
of 40 /. that he would not practiſe for the future. 

Mr. Rawlins, Maſter of Arts in Oxford, appeared upon ſum- 
mons before the College and confeſſed that he had practiſed 
Phyſick, having cured a woman ( as he ſaid ) of an immodicus 
menſium fluxus by attenuating remedies ;, which flux proceeded 
( according to his opinion) from an imbecillity of the Muſcles 
and infirmity of the Stomach : He was bound in a bond of 
401, to abſtain from the praſiice of Phylick. Two ons 
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aſter, he was examined by the Preſident and Cenſors, but 
giving no ſatisfaction in his anſwers; he was adviſed to greater 
diligence in his Studies. Near a twelvemonth after he was a - 
ſecond time charged for practiſing Phyſick, which he denied ; 
but confeſſed that he had given a medicinal drink for ſtopping 
4 Dyſentery, which he would not allow to be practiting, al- 
though he declared that he gave this drink becauſe he found 
the Patient to have a weak and languid pulſe, from whence it 
plainly appeared that he had praCtit: Phyſick, and- had for- 
feited his bond. Burt becauſe he behaved himſelf ſubmiſſive- 
ly and confeſſed his fault, the Cenfors were kind to him and 
difwilſed him without puniſhment, onely interdicting him 

ractice and admoniſhing him not to be guilty of the like fault 
or the future. About 2 years after he was again fummoned 
for practiſing Phylick ( although he had taken his Doctours 
degree in Cambridge, ) He defired that he might be examined 
in order to his admiſſion, which was done, and he notwith- 
{tanding hned propter praxin preteritam. | 
 Foſeph Smart a Surgeon, was charged for practiſing Phylick, . 
which he did notmuch deny, but modeſtly defended the law- 
fulnets of it. He was puniſhed 5 /. propter malam & illicitan 
praxin, if for the future he ſhould be found guilty of practice ' 
within the College liberties. 

Edmund Meſſenicr, a Surgeon, Was complained of to the 
Preſident and Cenfors for his practiſing of Phyſ1ck. He was 
ſummoned and appeared : confeſſed that he had given ſeveral 
purging potions to a Patient, but this he had done in a caſe 
relating to Snrgery. He acknowledged that he had bled a 
man very weak, and reduced to an extreme low condition 
with a looſneſs. He owned likewiſe that he had given him 
ſeveral cooling and medicinal Potions. He was interdicted 
practice, and for this his illegal and ill practice committed to 
priſon with a tine of 5 /. | 

Inthe 39th, John Carter, Maſter of Arts of 20 years ſtand- 
ing in Cambridge, was fined propter praxin preteritam 31.65. 8 d. 
ro be paid within a quarter of a year. Being aſterwards ſum- 
moned to appear before the Preſident and Cenſors, and not 
coming 3 It was ordered by. the Cenſfors, that for this his 
contempt he ſhould be impriſoned as ſoon as he could be found, 


About 
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' Abour 2 years after, he appeared before the Cenſors, an d pro- 


miſed that he would forthwith leave the City and never return 
to practiſe init any more. He was ordered to give bond that 
for the future he would not practite Phytick within London or 
7 miles, which he readily promiſed to doe. 

In the 4oth, Av. 1558. Katherine Clark was cited and appear- 
ed before the Cenſors ; the was accuſed of practiting Phytick, 
and convicted by the teſtimony of others and likewite by her 
own confeſſion : She was enjoined to appear before the Pre- 
{ident and Cenfors at their next convention, and to bring along 
' with her her husband, or any other hone(t man approved on 
by the College for her ſecurity that ſhe ſhould nor practiſe 
hereafter. Being afterwards charged by Mr. Zredwell for 
' Living purging Phyſick to one Aorgan, &c. the was fined 

FL. nd committed to priſon ob hoc ſunm fatlum & illicitam 
VAXIN, 

: Cecilie Peple, being accuſed by Mr.170d,Mr. Hyd and Mr.Cole 
Surgeons, for uſing very ill and abſurd practice upon one Do- 
rothy Gatensby, whoſe cure ſhe had undertaken by fumigation, 
the Patient dying within 12 days; which ill practice the 
had likewiſe oo upon 2 others ; She was obliged to bring 
her husband along with her the next Cenſors day, that they 
mizht both enter into bond, that for the future the ſhould 

not practiſe Phylick. 

"Richard Powel,, a Dyer, appeared before the Preſident and 
Cenſors, and confefled that he. had given purging Phylick to 
a man and his wife; wherefore he was fined 40 s. and commit- 
ted to priſon. 

Thomus Watſon a Surgeon, being accuſed by a Patient, that 
he had undertaken the cure of an Ulcer in his Throat for a 
fam of money ; watſon confefled that he had given him a pur- 
ging potion for a week, but pretended that it was done by 


the advice of Dr. Bredwell, who teſtifying that he - 7 on 


no ſuch advice, Watſon was committed to priſon and fined 49s. 


propter malam & 1llicitam praxin, 

In the 42th, Francis Anthony, Ataſter of Arts in Cambridge 
26 years, and afterwards Doctour of Phylick in our own Uni- 
verlities, appeared before the Pre{1dent and Cenſors ; confel- 
ſed, that he had practiſed Phyſick in London for 6 months, 
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and had cured zo or more of divers diſeaſes, to whom he had 
given purging and vomiting DO to others, a diapho- 
retick medicine prepared from Gold and Mercury, as the caſes 
required : But withall acknowledged that he had no Licence 
ro practiſe. He was examined in the ſeveral parts of Phyſick, 
and found very weak and ignorant : Wherefore he was in- 
terdifted practice. About a monthafter, he was committed 
to the Counter priſon and fined 5 /. propter ilicitam praxin, in 
that he preſcribed Phylick againſt the Statutes and privileges 
of the College; But within a fortnightor 3 weeks he was by 
a Warrant = the Lord Chief Juſtice taken out of Priſon 
and reſtored to his liberty. Wherefore it was ordered, that 
the Prefident and one of the Cenſors ſhould wait upon the 
Chief Juſtice with a Petition from the College to requeſt 
his favour in defending and preſerving, the College privile- 
gcS 5 upon which Anthony ſubmits Mindelf to the College's 
cenſure, and begs their favour. VV |i-:1efure it was ordered 
that he ſhould forthwith pay to the Tc afurer of the College 
the 5 /. due for his fine, which he p! omifed ro do, and was 
likewiſe interdicted practice. Not lotig after he was again 
accuſed of practiſing Pliylick, which hc confeſſed, wherefore 
he was punilhed 5 /. for praCtifing againſt the Statutes of the 
College and his own promiſe z But hereſuſing to pay it, was 
committed to priſon and fined 20 /, About 8 months after, 
order was given by the Centors for proſecuting him at Law, 
he having confeſſed 3 years practice within the City, and his 


preſcribing medicines lately to one that died and to another in 


eat danger. Aﬀeer this Anthory's wiſe petitioned the Col- 
ege, that they would deal mercifully with her husband and 
reltore him to his liberty. This Petition was rejected, it be- 
ing now out of the College's power to ſet him at liberty, 
the ſuit depending being commenced in the Queen's name 
as well as the College's. Wherefore about 2 months after, 
Mrs. 4:thony delivered a ſecond Petition to the College with 
ſo great importunity and tears, that partly upon that account, 
an partly upon the account of Anthory's: pore, ec. they

Two years after A»thowy's releaſe from priſon, Dr. Taylor 
with z Phyſtcians more of the College and {ome other perſons 
complained againft han for prefcribing Phyſick to ſeveral Pa- 
tients, 4 which one died upon the nſe of his. remedies ; 
another loſt all his teeth, a third fell into (ach violent vomit- 
ings and loofeneſs that the day after he died, and charged his 
death upon Azthovy, who had ſaid that when all other reme- 
dies failed him, he uſed this as his laſt and extreme one, 
which in the nature of it would either kill or cure. The Pre- 
fident and Cenfors gave order for his proſecution according 
to Law. After which order ſeveral freſh complaints were 
brought againſt him, as his preſcribing his Amrm your toa 
Reverend Divine, who upon his deathbed complained that 
this medicine had killed him, he falling upon the uſe of ir 
into an incurable inflammation of his Throat, &. | 

In the 43th, Richard Edwards, a ſervant of an Apothecary 
lately dead, was cnges for pra&tifing Phyfick. He confeſſed 
that he had given Clyſters and other medicines to ſome ſick 
zerſons, but not of his own invention, but ſuch as he had ta- 
na from bills on the file : he likewiſe confeſſed that he had 
given various remedies to a woman troubled with the Scur- 
vey, &c. Wherefore he was ſent to priſon and fined 5 A 
ſecond time practice being proved againſt him he was fined 
40 5.

In the 44th, or Clark being ſummoned by the Beadle to 
appear before the Pref! and Cenſfors to anſwer what 
ſhould be charged againſt him for praftiſing Phyfick withouc 


Licence, 
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Licence, wrote a Letter to excuſe his abſence 3; which he ſaid 
was no occaſioned from any contempt of College authority, 
but from fear of being arreſted by ſome Creditors. About 
6 months after he appeared, and denied that he had practiſed 
from the time he was interdicted by .the College ; but con- 
feſled that he had expoſed to ſale ſome choice waters ; the 
compoſition of which he was required to declare to the Cen- 
ſors upon a certain day appointed for that purpoſe upon the pe- 
nalty ofa contempt. A month after appearing before the Cen- 
ſors, he was required to give an account why he ſold a Pint of 
Cinnamon water for 5 /. He anſwered that the College had no 
power to examine him ; that he made uſe of an extraordina 

purging remedy, and was maſter of another for Fevers made 
out of Mummy, communicated to him by Huge Plat z that 
the book intituled 7xba Apollinis was wrote by him, &c. He 
was thrice admoniſhed to think of a better courſe of life ; 
but notwithſtanding — perſiſting to violate the Laws 
of the Land and privileges of the College, was fined 20 /, and 
ordered commitment to Priſon : but making his eſcape out of 
the cuſtody of the Cong Othcer, he procured a Protection 
from the Lord Chamberlain z upon which account the Col- 
lege directed the following Letter to be drawn up and preſen- 
- by ſome of their Members to the Right hd the 


Lord Chamberlain. 


- R Honorable and our very good Lord : Under- 
" ſtanding by the report of Mr. Dr. For/fter our Pre- 
* {ident, that your Lordſhip is ſomewhat hardly conceated 
* towards us and our College, about the dealing with one

« that the numbre of thoſe ill diſpoſed abuſers are moe in 
« number then we can well find out, and more ſubtle in their 
« craſty devices, then we can well expreſs: we have therfore 
* of late obtained my Lord Chiefe Fuſtice's moſt honorable 
« Warrant for our better aſſiſtance in that behalf. And now 
* whereas one Clark 'among others hath been greatly com-

Edward Coker, an Apothecary, was accuſed by ſeveral perſons 
of giving and preſcribing Phyſick ; which he denied, but be- 
ing convicted by-rheir teſtimony and matter of fa& , he was 
committed to priton and fined zo /. After which he gave 
bond to the College that he would not practiſe for the future. 
Yet afterwards he was accuſed by one Gregory Cary for an Im- 
poſtor and illegal practiſer, he having agreed with him for a 
certain ſum of money for the cure of Pas diltemper, and given 
him ſeveral Vomits and Purges to no purpole ; yet had ſued 
him for his bargain ; Wherefore the Cenfors reſolved forth- 
with to commit him to priſon ; but upon his great importuni- 
ty and (ubmiſſion they remitted that puniſhment upon con- 
Cition, that he paid a moderate fine to the College the next 
Court. About 9 months aftec he with ſeveral other Empi- 
ricks were cited to appear before the Cenfors ; but refuſing 
ro come, the Beadle was. commanded to give them all ſum- . 
m_ ro appear at the next Cenſors Court upon the penalty 
Of 20 /, 

Richard Briggs appeared upon ſummons, and confeſſed that 
he had practiſed Phylick in London 7 years, and afhrmed that 


. he had cured ſeveral Patients ſick of dangerous diſtempers. 


and had wrote bills to ſeveral Apothecaries whom he named. 
Wherefore he was forthwith ſent to 1/00dftrecet Compter, bur 
was within 2 days releaſed, becauſe he ingenuouſly acknow-- 
ledged his fault, promiſed that for the ſuture he would offend 
10 more, and engaged ſeveral friends to wait upon the Cen- 
lors to implore their fayour. 

Mrs. #94houſe, a farmous Empirick living at Kingſland, ap- 
peared before the Pre{ident and Cenfors, She was examined 
of the virtues of Medicines, and asked firſt her opinion- of 
Pepper, ſhe ſaid it was cold : Violets and Strawberries, cold 
2nd dry. The purging Medicines the ufed to give were Dia- 

| lKewiſe $:56ium in infuſion or ſubſtance 
fc 
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to 25 grains. She declared that ſhe knevy whether any wo- 
man was with child by her Ulrine, and ſhe was fo certain in 
this, that ſhe ſeldom was deceived in four of an hundred : 
She preſcribed to a young man fick of a burning Fever halt 
4 ſpoonfull of Mithridate in 6 ſpoonfulls of 4q. Cz/cftzs, with 
which he (wet 48 hours, =xand had he not then taken ſome 
cooling waters to have tempered the violent heat , he muſt 
have periſhed. She likewiſe profeſſed that ſhe had cured (e- 
veral bewieched and Planer-ſtruck. She was ordered a fort- 
- night after to appear upon the forfeiture of a bond of 20 /. 
which the had given bo her appearance. About five or 6 
years after, ſome members of the College were appointed 
to wait upon the Lord Treaſurer to requeſt his favour and 
leave for the proſecution of her, the having procured a pro- 
rection from his Lordſhip. The Lord Trea{urer returned this 
anliver, that the College had their free liberty to proſecute 
her as they ſaw reaſon 3 and that not onely in this, w inal! 
other concerns he would exprels all the favour and kindne(s he 
could to their Society, 

fames Healey, a Surgeon, WAS COM llained of by the Wife of 
one milkams, for that he had given bo husband Pills of a yel- 
lowith colour, with which he had many Vomits and Stools, 
and was now in great danger of his life. Henley confeſſed that 
he had agreed with her husband to cure him for 20 5. and that 
he had given him pills of 7#rbith, which he had given to 500 
Patients withour any danger, and that in this he had done no 
more than what was practiſed by all other Surgeons. His cauſe 
being heard, he was by the Cenfors committed to Newgare. 

fohn Actor, a Surgeon, was Charged for practiſing Phylick ; 
which he confeſſed, and thought he lawfully might,” as a 
Surgeon 3 upon which account he had preſcribed purging 
Phyſick and other remedies to Patients; and brought along 
with him one to atteſt feveral cures performed by him. He 
was fined 5 Marks and committed to Priſon. Being after- 
wards convicted ob ificitam & imperitam praxin, he Was again 
tined and impriſoned. And ſome years after being complain- 
ed of upon the ſame account, he was brought from windſor by 
a Warrant under the hand of Secretary #indebank directed to 
?ohn Pemal the College Officer. 


SS 3 John. 
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In the laſt year of Q. Elizabeth's Reign, John Baldwin beii 
formerly interdicted practice, was now-again charged wit 
the ſame 5 of which he was convicted by the teſtimony of 
others as well as his own confeſſion. Wherefore he was 
6 1. and committed to Priſon. 

Edmund Gardiner, in the ſame year of the Queen, was com- 
mittedto Priſon for practiſing Phyſick. Whilſt he was there, 
Letters were ſent to the College in his behalf from one of the 
Queen's Court 3 upon which account it was agreed by the 
Cenſors that he ſhould be reſtored to his libety upon the 

"ayment-of 5 Marks to the College. In the 6th year of King 
Rs his Reign Garainer's wife appeared before the Prefident 
and Cenfors,and paid to the College 6 /. 1 3 5. 4 4. and brought 
along with her two Sureties, who gave bond with her husband 
for the yearly payment of 3 /. untill the full ſum of 30 /, wa; 
- paid, which was recovered of him by a Suitat Law, andduly 


paid at the times prefixed to the Treaſurer of the College.

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Nne Dickson appeared before the Preſident and Cenſors 
being charged by Mr. Goldſtone and 2 or ; more for 
practiſing Phyſick, with which ſhe had killed a Gen- 

tleman of his acquaintance, having given him a Medicine 
* which had wroughtfo violently. by Vomit and Stool that he 
died in the operation. She confeſled that the had given him 
Phyſick, but (aid it was innocent ; but the matter of fa&t was 
- {o notorious, and the event (© fatal, that ſhe was forthwith 
committed to Priſon and fined x /. 

' Dr. Sal, being made one of the Queen's Phyſicians, and 
vet an illiterage and ignorant perſon in his profeſſion: the Col- 
lege ordered He following Letter to be preſented to the Right 
Honourad!e. the Lord Sianey.

About the Second year of King mes his Reign a Copy 
of the Surgeons Letters Patents(which they had procured from 
the King's Many for enlarging their Privileges)was read to the 
College, which being found long and full of Law ſubtilties ; 
It was ordered that ſome of the Fellows ſhould examine and 
compare their Old Charter with their New; which being 
done and reported to the College, the Preſident with two of 
the Elects waited upon the Lord Cranbourne to acquaint hin1 
what great inconveniences and miſchiefs would enſue, not 
onely as to the privileges of the College of Phyſicians, bur 
likeiviſe as to the publick good of the whole kingdom, in 
cale their Letters Patents were paſſed. Notwithſtanding, 
* the Surgeons preſenteda Petition in Parliament to procure an 
authority for | pomgge. inward as well as outward medicines 
in Wounds, Ulcers, and French Pox, a Copy of which is the 
following.

This Petition was rejected by the Parliament and thrown 
out, to their no {mall diſappointment and regret. Afeer this ill 
uſage of the College, the Surgeons delired a conference to 
take away all occaſion of future offence and to maintain mu- 
cual friend(hip, being informed how highly the College re- 
ſented this ill ation of theirs. They proteſted that there was 
nothing attempted by them to infringe College privileges, yet 
confeſſed that their Bill was very unjuſt and mm e, 
which -( they aid ) was not theirs but their Councels fault; 
who deſigning to expreſs great cunning and ſubtilty in draw- 
ing of it, perverted the true ſenſe, intended by them. The 
Preſident replied, that it had been more prudently and fairly 
acted , if they had conſulted the College and taken their 
advice, before they attempted the paſſing of a Bill of this 
nature, for it was now apparent that they endeavoured clan- 
cularly and by mean tricks to have procured an At of Parlia- 
ment tothe pot prejudice of Phyſicians and the very ſubver- 
ſion of the College. They endeavoured to excuſe themſelves 
by declaring that they never intended any fuch thing. Bur 
the caſe was fo plain, that there was no denial of it. How- 
ever the Preſident told them, that .if they had any —_ 
offer to the College, they ſhould bring it in writing ; which 
if thought juſt and reaſonable, they mig _— the Colleges 
enc t and aſſiſtance; provided they brought nor 
along with them any member who had behaved himſelf rude- 
ly and infolently towards the College ; whereof one of them 
having been guilty, and afterwards ingenuouſly confeſſing 
his fault, was pardoned andreceived again into favour. 

About this time it was ordered by the College, that 
Mr. Nicholas the Keeper of o— Compter ſhould be pro- 


a a ſecuted 
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{ecuted at law, for releaſing an Empirick (ſent to his Priſon 
by the Cenſors Warrant ) without their conlent. 

Dr. Jacob Domingo, being accuſed of practice and behaving 
himſelf infolently and rudely towards the College, was by 
the Cenfors committed to priſon ; but afterwards acknow- 
ledging his fault and declaring that what he faid, was in 
paſſion and precipitantly , for which he was heartily ſorry 
and begg'd pardon, he was diſcharged from priſon without a 
tine, upon condition of his payment of the Fees due to the 
Keeper of the Priſon, and abſtaining from pany for the f1:;- 
ture. After this, he was cited and appeared, and being asked 
| by whatauthority he practiſed Phyſick, he told them that he 
had a Licence to practiſe; which being demanded, it was 
found that he had a Licence to practice in the Countrey bur 
not in London nor within 7 miles of the ſame. It was there- 
fore order'd by the College, . that he ſhould be committed to 
om propter Ccontemptum, Not lon aſter being Cited again, 
1e appeared before the Cenſors and paſled his examination 
for Licentiate intra urbem, which was granted him, he being 
found worthy thereof, and obliged to pay the uſual Fees due 
from Licentiates. 

Dr. Bonham, bxing examined by the Preſident and Cenfors, 
was diſmiſſed quia minus apt ereſpondit ; About 7 months after he 
was examined a ſecond tire, but giving no (atisfaction,he was 
required to follow his Studies more diligently, and to appear 
at the next general Court. A twelvemonth after he was 
examined a third time, but becauſe he gave little ſatisfaction 
© the Cenſors, he was fined 5 /. for practice, to be paid the 
next Cemitiaz, or elſe to be committed to Priſon. Abour 
6 months after, it was order'd by the Cenſors, that ſeein 
Dr. Bonham had been often cited and not appeared, he (hou! 
be arreſted by the authority of the Cenſors, and committed 
ro Priſon with a fine of zo /, About a month after, he ap- 
peared before the Preſident and Cenſors, and behaved himſelf 
very inſolently , declaring that he had and would practiſe 
Phylick in deſpight of the College, neither would he give 
any obedience to the Preſident or Cenſors, they having no 
authority over thoſe who had taken their degrees in 
Phyſick in Qur bwn Univerſities. And to. prove this, - he 

brought 
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brought his Councell along with him, who endeavoured to 


diſtort the Statutes to that ſenſe. But the Preſident and Cen- 


{ors con(1dering the whole cauſe with its circumſtances, com- 
mitted the Doctor forthwith to Priſon. Inthe ſame month 
Dr. Bonham's Caſe was heard before the Judges of the King's 
Bench, by whoſe authority he was releaſed our of priſon : 
But upon new practice proved againſt hin, he was again 
commirted 4 after which, he procured Letters in his behalf 
from the Archbithop of Canterbaryz but upon the application 
of the Pret1dent, Cenſors and Rexiſter to his Grace, acquain- 
ting him with the whole matter of fact, their proceedings ac 
Law, the opinion of the Judges, their ſucceſs in their trial, 
their readinels to pardon him upon his ſubmiſſton and ac 
knowledgment of his errour, and revocation of that Suit 
commenced againſt the Collegez He declared himſelf fully 
ſatisfied with 7 Juſtice and equity of the College in their 
proceedings, and profeſled that in caſe he did not ſubmit up 
on the terms propoſed, he was unworthy their favour, neither 
jhould he for the future intercede for him. 

William Foſter, a Surgeon in Fanchwrch (treet, was complain- 
ed of for hanging out a table at his door, in which he expoſed 
to ſalea om. tor the Green-{ickneſs, Being charged with 
this, he pretended that it was his Wife's doing without his 
conſent. © Some of the Fellows declaring that they had heard 


the powder was dangerous and had prejudiced ſeveral perſons; - 


he replyed, that his Wife had injured none by the uſe of it, 
but relieved many, naming 2 perſons. Upon this, it was 
order'd that he and his Wite ſhould appear next Court, and 
bring along with them the receipt of this powder; which if 
he neglected, the College would proceed to a more ſevere 
cenſure againſt him. Accordingly he and his wife appeared 
at the time appointed, and endeavoured to excuſe this crime 
by the example of others, who were guilty of the ſame ; to 
which was anſwered, that they likewiſe in due time ſhould 
be cited and puniſhed. They acknowledged their fault and 
begged the College's pardon, which was granted them upon 
condition that for the future they medled not with the affairs 
of Phylick. 


Aaa v2: Arthur 
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Arthur Dee was ſummoned before the Cenſors for-much 
the ſame crime ; he having hanged out a table, in which he 


expoſed to ſale ſeveral Medicines, by which many diſeaſes 
were ſaid to be certainly cured. This crime was eſteemed 


ſuch an intolerable cheat and impoſture, that the Cenſors 


ordered him to appear with his remedies in order to the inflict- 
ing a due penalty upon him, 

Abbonſes de Santto Viftore Was brought before the Cenfors 
for practiſing Phyſick without Licence. Ieing examined, 
he was found a very ignorant man, educated in the Camp not 
inthe Schools, He was charged for killing a Lode» Merchant 
ſick of a Droplie, whom he bled under the tongue and took 
above 3 pints of bloud from him : likewile for undertaking 
the cure of another perſon for 20 /, of which he had 5 /; in 
hand, and left him in a much worſe condition than he found 
him : He was therefore interdicted practice. x 

Mr. Hatton, an Apothecary, being often ſummoned by the 
Beadle to appear before the Cenfors, and yet refuſing, the 
Cenfors gave order that he thould forthwith be committed to 
priſon for this his contempt. But he coming to the College 
and humbly begging their pardon, and promiſing for the ©. 
ture that he would {olely apply himſelf to his trade, the Cen- 
tors pardon'd him his former faults upon condition of perform- 
ing his preſent engagements. 

William Turner, Batchelor of Phyſick in Oxford, having lived 
2 years in Lendon and practiſed Phylick therein, was cited to 
appear before the Cenſors; by whom being asked by what 
authority he practiſed in Lonaon, he firſt pleaded his privilege as 
having taken a Degree in Phylick in one of our Univerſities, 
then as being a Citizen of London, But when it was ſhewn 
him, that neither of theſe could bear him out in the breach 
of thoſe privileges granted to the College of Phyſicians by Act 
of Parliament, he {ubmitted to the Cenfors judgment and was 
ordered next Comitia to pals his examinaticen, as a teſtimony 
of his ability, and was in the interval] forbidden practice. 
—_— was examined, approved and adwitted of the 

ollepe. | 

Robert Swaine was complained of by 2 ſufficient witneſles, 
that he had given a medicine to one Airy 1;7u/hker a Woman

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with Child, with which ſhe miſcarried the day ary And 
he being ſummoned and not appearing, It was ordered by the 
Preſident and Cenſors that he thould be fined 5 /, and com- 
mitted to Priſon ( ifhe could be taken) which was according- 
ly done the fame month. It appearing afterwards from his 
own confeſſion and the accuſation of others that he did not 
deſiſt from practice ( though he had twice obliged himſelf ro

\otions of Srſa-paril, Sema, Hermodact _ For whi 
oy, was arreſted in the name of the ege and ſent to 
iſon. 

Thomas Woodbouſe, a Surgeon, Was cited to — before the 
Prelident and Cen(ors for practiſing Phyſick, but no witneſs 
appearing againſt him, he was diſmiſſed. He was afterwards 
| ſummoned upon ——_ account, when upon examination 

he confeſſed that d given a certain Pill, which he called 
Pantalagogon, and a Cathartick diet. He was required by the 
Cenſors to bring along with him 5 4 the next Comiria 
- Cm for this offence, or elſe he ſhould be committed to 

riſon. 

Henoch Clapham appeared before the Preſident and Cenſors, 
being charged for ſetting up Bills on ſeveral ou inthe City, 
wherein there were a _—_ made of the cure of ſeveral 
diſeaſes. This he confeſſed, but withall he aid, that he was 
ignorant of the College of 198; go neither had he committed 
any thing willingly againſt the Laws. Wherefore he was for- 
bidden practice, - which he promiſed not to be guilty of for 


- the future. 


Dr. Tenant was accuſed by Mrs. Randol, who came before 
the Preſident agd Cenſors in the beginning of 0teber, and 


witnefled that Dr. Tenant had viſited a fervant of hers about a. 
month before, and had given him purging pills 4 days toge- - 


ther, and likewiſe powders 4 days more, with which he _ 
n 
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been purged ſo much beyond his ſtrength, that ſhe deſpaired 
of his life. She farther teſtified that the Dr. had undertaken 
his cure for 6 /. (of which he had received 40 :.) Which cure he 


was (0 far from performing, that whereas he had a tolerable 
ſtomach before, ſince the Do&or's undertaking kim he had not 


taſted any thing, but pined my and now was dead of a 


Alaraſmus.. Not long aſter, an Dothecary complained a- 
ainſt the Dr. for his preſcribing to a ſervant 2 pills for whicl: 
c had 12 s. and atnipht a little Syrup for which he had 20 «. 
and after that (ome ons Syrup for which he received 1 2 -, 
which were no advantage to the Patient, he dying in a few 
days of a flux of bloud. One Mr. $c24r King at Arms, with 
his wiſe, complained to the College againſt him, in that he 
had undertaken the cure of an Hydrapical Gentlewoman, and 
had received of her 30 /. partly for his pains and partly for his 
Medicines (whoſe price he had advanced beyond all reaſon 
and conſcience ) yet left her without a cure. He was ſo.im- 
dent and unconſcionable in the rating of his medicines, that 
he charged one Pill at 6 1. and an Apozeme at the ſame price. 
After this, one Mrs. 7 hitney and Mr. Fxlres came to the Preti 
dent and Cenſors, and charged Dr. Tenant with mala praxts, in 
that he had given to her husband (not very ill, but onely com- 


plaining of a gentle preternatural heat) one Pill of the bignels 


of a peaſe, for which he had 6 -. the operation of which was 
(uch,that it never ceaſed from Vomiting and Purging him from 
Friday morning till Sunday, at which time it had given him 
40 Vomits and 3o Stools, with ſo great violence, that he 
thortly” after died. He was arreſted by order ofthe Preſident 
and Cenſors for evil practice and contempt, &c. fined 20 /. and 
committed to Priſon. Afterwards, an order was given for 
proſecuting him at Law, upon which he engaged a perſon of 
Quality to be his Advocate to the College that they might not 
proceed in their Suit againſt him ; which” was granted upon 
the payment of 20 /.hine,and 10 /. for practice and Coſts of Suit. 
He was interdicted practice yet it was proved again upon him 
in a ſhort time, having taken of one 27 /. for the cure of a 
Quartan Ague which ſtill remained: Of another 20 /. for the - 
cure of the Stone withour advantage z of another 6 /. for the 
cure ofa Lientery. Upon his fight of the Urine of ner 

Iis 
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his Majeſtie's Guards, he declared that the night following he 
thould bes grievous Fit, and the ſame day oy ([hould 
die. The man yet lives and is like to recover. Upon theſe 
and the like complaints the College commenced a freſh Suit 
againſt him. 

Thom.us Dowſing and his Wife complained to the Preſident 
and Cenſors againſt one Aire, who had given to their daugh- 
ter a Medicine in the form of a Lozenge, which wrought (0 
violently with her, that (he never ceaſed Vomiting firſt hu- 
mour, then bloud (though various ſorts of remedies were uſed) 
untill ſhe died, | 

Peter Chamberleyne a Surgeon, was charged by Dr. Ridley for 
preſcribing an Electuary to Mr. Zile's ſon and Pills to a Girl, 


which procured a continual purging for ; days. The Preſi- 


dent reproving him for practiſing Phyſick againſt the Laws, 
told him, that if he did not deſiſt from practice, he muſt ex- 
pect to be dealt with more gona About z months after, 
Dr. Rawlins accuſed him of illegal and evil practice, in that 
he had undertaken the cure of a perſon complaining of an 
Arthritick diſeaſe, by Un&tion, Sweating Potions, Purgin 
Phyſick, &c. for which he was fined 5 Marks, and oblige 
to give bond for the payment. He _=_ 3 1. 4 months after, 
and upon his ſubmiſſion was remitted the reſt, He was again 
charged by Mr. Pati»/on for practiſing Phyſick upon one Mrs. 
Bloſſe, which at firſt he would have excuſed; but then inge- 
nuouſly confeſſed it, and was onely fined 4 Marks. Some time 
after a fine of 40s. was impoſed upon him de praxi medica i/- 
licita > mala, He notwithſtanding perſiſted in practice, con- 
ſeſfing that he gave a drink to a Gentlewoman for 3 days to 
dry up a moiſture that ( he ſuppoſed) came from her back, for 
which he was fined and committed to priſon : and thoughap- 
plication was made to the College by the Lord Mayor, yet 
the Preſident and Cenſors would not conſent to his releaſe, 
becauſe he was committed: pro mala praxi, A Petition not 
long after was preſented to the College againſt him fgr under- 
taking a cure for 10 /. (of which he had received half: ) and 
left the Patient worſe than he found her. He was likewiſe 
complained of for mala praxts in Child-bed women, &c. upon 
which the Cenſors interdicted him all practice. 

Mr. Doveliton- 
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Mr. Dowghton, a Surgeon, Was complained of by Mr. F/ud an 
Attorney, for that he had undertaken the cure of his Wife, 
ill of a Maniack diſtemper, for zo /, and had done her little or 
no good 3 for after a month or two ſhe relapſed into as bad a 
condition as formerly. But he Or his fault, and having 
been never before conyidted of the like, the Preſident and 
Cenſors inflicted onely a fine of 40 s. upon him, with an ad- 
monition that {# the future he ſhould not intrude himſelf into 
a profeſſion that he underſtood not. Aﬀeer this, he was char- 
ged with a very inhumane and unskilfull practice upon a wo- 
man in labour, by which both Mother and Infant periſhed, 
which was proved againſt him by the Midwife : Wherefore 
the Preſident and Cenfors order'd his repayment of 5 /. which 


| hereceived by agreement, and required a bond of 2c0 /. that 


he ſhould never profeſs or practiſe Midwifery for the fu- 
rure. 

Edward Putman, an Old German Impoſtor, roar a Letter 
from the Earl of Exceter in favour of himſelf; Whierefore he 
was examined /eniter tentandi cauſa by the Preſident and Cen- 
ſors ; But found fo egregiouſly ignorant that he knew not the 
definition of a diſeaſe nor the ſeveral ſpecies thereof. Where- 
fore it was agreed by the Cenfors, that out of reſpect to the 
Right honourable the Earl of Exceter, he ſhould be pardoned 
for his former Practice,but interdicted for the future ; and that 
a Letter ſhould be ſent to the Earl to acquaint him with the 
proceedings of the College in this affair. | 

Mrs. Sadler, being charged of illegal practiſing Phyſick, ſhe 
appeared with 3 or 4 of her Neighbours, and confeſled that 
the had given Roms Compoſitions, which by chance might 
purge twice or thrice z but ſhe gave no Medicines. This 
vainexcule of hers deſeryeda greater puniſhment z bur at chat 
time the Cenſors onely orderd, that her Neighbours which 
ihe brought along with her ſhould engage on her behalf, 
that ſhe ſhould not praftiſe for the future ; which they did, 
<f —_— their names to a Paper drawn up for that pur- 
poſe, | 

Philippus Bernardinus, an Halian, was charged for felling a 
purging Medicine, which he pretended was not brought into 
England by him, but vended for a Merchant, to whom he was 

- | {© 
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to give an account ; but withall confeſſed, that he had given 
one doſe of it to a perſon fick of a Fever. Wherefore he was 
obliged in a bond of 40 /. wo__ at the next 'Comitia; which 
he did, and was by the Cenſors fined 20 /. and ordered to be 
impriſoned untill that ſum was paid. | 

Mrs. Paine, a bold and impudent woman, was complained of 
by a Gentlewoman for practiſing Phyſick and undertaking 
the cure of ſeveral perſons; amongſt whom, was a Son of 
hers of 1 3 years old, to whom ſhe gave ( as he ſaid ) gentle 
Pills, which wrought the ſame day 40 times, and the day after 
near as many : She then anointed the Child's body, head, 
and a:) parts (the Stomach onely excepted) for 3 days, and for 
9 days after ſweat him with hot tyles, never ſuffering him to 

0 out of his. bed; Notwithſtanding a falivation appeared nor, 
< his Jaws and glands (welled fo violently, that deſpair- 
ed of the Child's life. After this, a ſervant of one Mr. Crow- 
der appeared before the Preſident and Cenſors, n—_—_— that 
he was ſent to Mrs Paine, and that ſhe alone ( without any 
other advice) had undertaken the cure of his Maſter, and 
had received of him 5 /. which ſhe thought too mean a reward, 
having negle&ed more valuable Patients at the ſame time. 
Ather fir{t coming to him he was ſo well, that he could walk 
2bout his Garden ; but having taken from her a Vomit and 
reparatory Medicine, and after that been anointed thrice on 

Noked back, breaſt, armes and thighs with a Mercurial 
Ointment, he died under her cure. She being hereupon ſum- 
moned to appear before the Preſident and Cenſors, pretended 
that all ſhe had done was by the order and authority of Dr. 
Bonham. But being a ſecond time cited to appear before them 
upon a penalty of 40 -. and yet neglecting to come, ſhe was 
fined 10 7. and order given for her commitment to priſon, with 
a total prohibition of practice.

Members of the College being required to tind Arms, the 


College appointed two of their Fellows, viz. Sir william Pad 
dy and Dr. Lifter to ſolicite their cauſe (with the Recorder of 
Lond, the Lord Mayor and Court of Aldermen) in the be- 
half of the Fellows, Candidates and Licentiates for immu- 
nity from the charge of ſervice for Men or Armour : Where- 
upon” Sir liam Paddy, accompanied with Dr. Lifter, before 
Sir Tho. Miadleton, Knight, then Lord Mayor, and a full Court 
of Aldermen, uponthe fourth of O#ober, 1.6514. after a ſhore 
reamble made (that is to ſay, that the Fellows. of the Col- 
ege of Phyſtcians of Zoydon. became Suiters unto the Lord 
Mayor and that honourable Court, that it-would pleaſe them 
to take into their conſiderations the privileges granted unto 
the College by Ads of Parliament, whereby they were, as 
heretofore they have been, exemmred from the charge of ſer- 
vice) proceeded to the Reaſons following, 

Firſt, applying his ſpeech to Sir Hey Adentague, Recorder: 
or the City, he ceived him that he would indent per

liament the Chirurgeons by expreſs word are exempt from. 


the bearing of Armour, it may truly inferr, that Phyſicians 
are exempted (as before) from any Watch or Ward ; as al- 
ſo Phyſicians here recited in the preamble, ſhould receive a 
greater Or at leaſt the ſame immunity z eſpecially ſinve Phyſt- 
cians are by their Science Chirurgeons without further exa- 
mination and approbation to be from the Biſhop of Lon- 
don, Whereunto mere Chirurgeons are ſubject.

free their perſons, and not to exempt them from the charge

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And therewithall Sir 4 i/iam Paddy added this Reaſon, that 
by the wil-dom of the Land it muſt needs be intended Phyſici- 
ans of the College (ſhould be exempted from this and other like 
ſervices. ior that in the time of all outward War or dome. 
(tick, they or ſome of them do attend the Armies in perſon; 
whereof he there exhibited a Catalogue of divers he had 
from the Regiſter, And now may it pleaſe you my Lord 
Mayor and this honourable Court, we addreſs our ſelves 
_— to you, under whoſe government we are ſeated, and 
with love we ſeek from you favourable conſtruction for jut 
relief; which as in your worth you have always afforded to 
all, ſo do we aſſure our ſelves you will diſpenſe unto us, who 
live beſt by your love, and will ever be ready to do you (er- 
Vice, 

Then Mr. Recorder peruſing every branch of the Statutes 
recited, and the reaſons urged, and opening every part there- 
of at large, did gravely and judicially conclude, that the 
Acts of Parliament did ſurely intend to give to the College 
2s much immunity as in any fort to the Chirurgeons. 

Whereupon the Court deſired to have a true Catalogue 
of the Fellows, Candidates and Licentiates of the College 
«1 number then forty and one,. which Sir 1iliam Paddy and 
Dr. Lifter from the Regiſter did immediately deliver up unto 
them ; Which Catalogne the Court then (upon this reaſon) 
required, leſt others not of the College ſhould delude them, 
and fo claim privilege. 

Hereupon was ordered a diſpenſation for the College from 
bearing of Arms, and immediately after a Precept was awar- 
ded by the Lord Mayor and Court to commit all other Phy- 
ſicians or Chirurgeons refuſing to bear or find Arms, who: 
were not by the College allowed, or Chirurgeons licenſed : 
according to form. | |

According to the King's command, ſome Phyſicians of the 
College met at the Tower, and, upon a diligent inſpeRion 
of the body of the Lady Arabela, were of an opinion, that 
the cauſe of this noble Lady's death was a ay, ſick- 
neſs ; that the ſpecies of her diſeaſe was a Cachexie; which 
daily encreafing (partly by her own negle& and partly by her 
averſation to medicine) did at length bring her into a confur- 
med indiſpoſition of her Liver and extreme leanneſs, from 
which cauſes death muſt needs enſue. This teſtimony was: 
ſigned by the Preſident, Regiſter, and four Fellows of the 


lege. | 
Zeb 
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John Bartley, a pratiſer in Phyſick, was accuſed by an Apo- 
thecary for ill practice ; after which upon a Cenfors day a 
Reverend Divine with his Wife made complaint, that this 
Bartley having through ignorance and unskilfulnets 114 95- 
a very violent Medicine to their daughter, had thereby haſten- 
ed her death ; An exact relation of all the particulars, with 
the names of the perſons preſent, (drawn up in writing and 
ſigned with both Heir hands) they offered to the Cenfors, 
earneſtly deſiring that the Officers of the College would take 
cogniſance thereof, and by their cenſure give them all the al: 
fiſtance they could, they intending to proſecute Bartley and 
bring him to trial for the death of their daughter. The ſum 
of their Narrative was this, That the (aid Bart/cy being by cer- 
tain Women recommended to them, and having bargained 
for the cure, and received part of the money in hand, he gave 
their daughter amongſt other Medicines a remedy which both 
vomited and purged her (noenſtanting ſhe had long 1a- 
boured under an old Cough) from which time ſhe began vi- 
ſ1bly ro ſmk and died in a few days after. The Cenſors con- 
{idering on the one hand the prayers and tears of the Parents, 
and on the other hand Bartley's not being preſent to anſwer 
for himſelf, thought they ſhould do what became them, if 
ny condemned the fac for mala praxzs, as it ſtood reported 
in the Narrative. 

In the 11th. of this King's Reign, the following Warrant 
was fent to the Apothecaries from the King's Council, requi- 
ring them to deliver to the Preſident and Cenſors the Bills of 
all legal Practilers.

Dr, Brounart, a Leyacn Phyſician, was charged for practi- 
fing Phylick in London, &c, contrary to Law z, He replyed, 
that it was neceſſity that obliged him to practiſe, and that he 
was ignorant of the College authority. The Preſident told 
him, that practifting wichout licence, was entring upon the 
lawfull offefion of others, pon all right and reaſon ; Bur 
becauſe he had behaved himſelf monly, he was reſpectfully 
diſmiſſed. He requeſted a connivence from the College if he 
might not have their admiſhon. The Preſident told him, that 
neithcr the one or the other was to be granted without exami- 
nation. About two months after, he applied himſelf to the 
Prel{ident and Cenſors, and deſired that way would permit him 
to enjoy the privileges granted him by the Univerſity z and 
therefore He would put on the hat of honour (as he called 
it) which the Univerſity had put on him, and not ſtand 
bare. The Preſident told him, that it was their cuſtome, 
and a good one too, that men ſhould be examined uncove- 
red, and that this honour was not ſo much paid to the Pre- 
{ident and Cenſfors, as to the College in which they (under 


the King's Majeſty) bore the Character of Magiſtrates: He 


therefore, pulling oft his hat, told them that he had been a 
Doctour four years, and profeſſed Phylick in his own Coun- 
try and in France. The Prelident damanded how that appea- 
red, and whether he had any. Patent or Letters Teſtimonial ; 
which he not. then being able to produce (having/left them, 
as he faid, in his own Country) the Preſident told him, that 
he could neither practiſe nor proceed any further towards the 
Procuring- a. Licence till he brought his Patent, and then af- 
tervards muſt be. examined, which. he refuſed. But when 
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he underſtood that it was unavoidable, He took ont of his 
pocket the King's Letter wrote to the Preſident and College 
in his favour. After which he was again ſummoned to ap- 
pear before the Preſident and Cenfors, and being by them 
examined, he was permitted to practiſe. 

One Brown, 4 Surgeon, was complained of for giving inter- 
nal Medicines in atte&tions of the Eyes, which was proved 
againſt him and he fined 50 s. which if not paid in fourteen 
days, he was to be impriſoned : but this he prevented by pay- 
ing = fine to the Treaſurer of the College at the time ap- 
pointed. | : 

William Blanke, Chandler, confeſſed his practil ing of Phylack, 
yet owned he underſtood no Latin, but thought he had tnumy 
ing for it : He was interdicted practice, and threatned fine 
and impriſonment, if found guilty for the future. Not long 
after, he was accuſed, and confeſſed his giving of Medicines 
to one, who ( he ſaid ) had a convulſion of the Stomach, 
with infection of the Liver, and raiſed his Lungs into his 
Throat ; which he brought down by applying a Tench to 
his back. He ſaid, that he may; muſt and will purge as 
others did. Wherefore for his ill and unlawtull practice the 


 Cenfors committed him to the Compter with a,Mul& of 


40 5. Which he paid and was releaſed within three days. He 
was again convented, and declared, that he practiſed but in 
trifles ; as Fevers. He preſcribed to one man a Medicine 
compounded of Cordials, Purgatives and Opiates. Being 
charged with giving a Vomit, he ſaid that all accuſations 
424inſt him were as the witneſſes againſt Chriſt, that in three 
days he would deſtroy the Temple and build it again; and 
to anſiver before the Preſ1dent and Cenſors, was but as to 
Herod and the reſt that would harden their hearts. For erec- 
ting of Figures, he confeſſed he uſed it. As for Surgery, be- 
ing asked if he had his Letters of admittance, had been exa- 
mined, or were of the Lecture Bill, he knew not what it 
meant ; Onely for his money he had been tranſlated from 
the Chandlers' to the Barber Chirurgeons, ec. For his evil 
and illegal practice, he was cenſured impriſonment and fined 
5 /i, which paying before his commitment, the Preſident told 
him, that if hereafter he were found guilty of. the _ =

ſhould be more ſeverely treated. gate roms. 7 
was again proved againſt him, and two very unlearned Bills of 
his writing preſented by the Preſtdene, upon which he being 
examined, could anſwer _—_— but with ignorance and.in- 
{olence, not knowing what or whence or to what uſe the D:- 
aſcordium was, for which he wrote; but ſaid the Preſident and 
Cenſors would uſe him as they did Chriſt, taking that for the 
Temple which he meant his body, and ſuch like. The Cen- 
ſors unanimouſly fined him 10 /. and ordered his commitmenc 
ro the Compter. After which he appeared with ſeveral of 
his Patrons, to whom the Preſident gave an account of their 
fair and juſt procedure towards him. He told them, that he 
was no better than his Maſter, who was God the Saviour of 
us all. He was charged, that for pains in the Back he cauſed 
hairs to be cut; and being asked why, he an{wered becauſe 
the vapours ſpread : But he ſaid that thoſe pains were a Scrar:- 
ca, 4 moiſture gp the Head into the Whirlebone. 
Being asked what a plie was, he ſaid it came firſt from 
an goa pr on of the Liver, ſometime too hot and ſometime 


too cold, about the Navel or about the whole Body. He: 


was remanded back to priſon with his former fine. But the 
Sheriff taking him home, he went abroad, braved and practi- 
{ed unlawfully, as was proved by his Bills, which he ſaid 
were to draw water between skinand fleſh by Urine. Being 
asked ——_ other things whether Mugwort had that virtue ; 
he replied, Ay by Dodmexs, Upon this, the Cenſors made 2 
new Warrant for his commitment, and encreaſed his fine to 
1 5 /. Some ſhort time after, he gun again, denied ſeve- 
ral rude and inſolent words proved againſt him, ſaying, thar 


the great ones words in this World were as Goſpel, but the 


lictle ones as Apecrypha, He behaving himſelf rudely and beg- 
ing no pardon, was again remanded to priſon ; But within a 

ew days a petition was (ent by his Wife and Children to beg 
' of the College, that he might be freed from Priſon and his 
fine remitted 4 upon which the Preſident and Cenſors, com- 
miſerating the miſerable condition of his family, remitted 
part of the fine, and took his promiſe for not'practiling for the 
- future within the College Liberties. About 3 years after,

After this he was complained of for preſcribing a ſuffumi- 
gation in-an acute diſeaſe, upon which the Patient was in 
- of being choaked; and being examined in that and 
the like diſeaſes, he deſired to be excuſed from anſwering; 
upon which the Preſident adviſed to put his bond in Suit. 
Not long after, an Apothecary charged him nd gr 7 
2 Powder to a Gentlewoman, who complained of being 
highly inflamed and burnt up upon the uſe of it. Beingre- - 
quired to give an account by what authority he praCtiſed 
Phyſick, he produced Letters from the Biſhop of Lincoln gi- 
ving him liberty to practiſe within the liberties of we/tminſter. 
As to the witneſs which appeared againſt him, he faid, He 
which died upon the Crofs, died by falſe witneſs. He was 
by the Cenſors proceeded againſt, and an Action/entred. He 
was likewiſe accuſed for praQtifing Phyſick unlawfully and un- 
adviſedly upon the perſon - _ Mr. Bomner : Blankappearing 
2 upon 
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upon ſunnmons, confeſſed that he had practiſed Phyſick in 
London 15, years, that he did it by Licence according to the 
Statutes 'f the Kingdom, having my Lord of Canterbury's Li- 
cence fortified by the great Seal of Z#-g/and, But notwirh- 
ſtanding this plea, ( for his bad practice upon Mr. Bonner, ) 
he was ſentenced by the 4 Cenfors to pay 20 /. and to lie in 
Newgate till he paid it. About 4 days after, he brought Let- 
ters Patent granted lum from the Arch-biſhop of Canterbury and 
confirmed - the King : However he was committed to 
Newgate, ob peſſimam praxin, Mr. Fitz-Williams atteſting that Mr. 
Bonner was kalled by ſleeping Pills of his Preſcription. A 
week after, Mr. Preſident propoſed that the cauſe of Blauk's 
impriſonment by the Cenfors (being by Blank queſtioned in the 
King's Bench) thould be exemplified and regiſtred, viz. How 
he was by ſentence of that Court remanded unto his Priſon 
from whence he came by virtue of a Writ of Habeas Corpus. 
After this, Mr. Emmery a Scrivener came to the College to 
pay the fine impoſed upon Blk, viz. 20 /. which was then 
received and a Warrant ſ{1gned for his enlargement. About 
a month after he again appeared upon ſummons, where he 
was admoniſhed upon pain of the tevereſt punithment by the 
Laws to be inflicted upon ſuch Delinquents as he was, that 
he ſhould not adventure any more to practiſe Phyſick, it be- 
ing an employment by him o little underſtood. Yet 3 years af- 
ter, he was brought again before the Preſident and Cenfors.by 
the Meſſenger, and being admoniſhed to ceaſe from practice, 
having neither learning nor licence ſo to do , he juſtified his 


practice by the Statute made in the 34 H. 8. c.8. and appeal- 


ed to the Law for his defence; Wherefore it was reſolved to 
put him in ſuit, which accordingly was done. 

George Butler, being Cited to appear before the Preſident 
and Cenſors, returned this anſwer, That he was the King's 


ſervant and muſt attend his Majeſty. About 4 years after, . . 


upon a freſh ſummons he appeared, and confeſſed the giving 
of Phyſick, to cleanſe the body, being ſuch as made way for 
Surgery. He (hewed a Licence from his Grace of Canterbury, 


which gave him liberty to practiſe Surgery, and Phyſick fo 


far as was neceſlary and convenient to that Arts which Li- 


cence was confirmed ynder the great Seal. About Zafter 


tolowing 
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following, he gave 3 Pills to Mrs. Sty/e for a ſore Leg and 
ſtopping at the Stomach 3 by which ſhe died that ou (he 
took them. To another woman he gave Pills under the pre- 
tence of a fore Leg between 7 and 9 of the Clock in the morn- 
ing, with which the grew ſick and vomited with great extre- 
mity and died about 5 of the Clock in the evening, being 
very well before, and going up and down. He left his Patent 
with the Preſident and Cenſors, they never requiring or delt- 
ring hum ; upon which, wo was made to his Grace the 
Lord Arch-biſhop, to the Right Honourabl® the Lord Chan- 
\ cellor, the Maſter of the Rolls and Attorney General, that 

Butler's Letters Patents =_ be recalled ; which they con- 
ſented to. About 2 months after, Butler appearing before 
the Cenſors, was asked if he wonld ſtand to his former Li- 
cence for practice; he anſwered he would ask his Councell. 
Being then required to give over the practice of Phylick ; 
he anſwered, I mean fo to do. He knew not that his Licence 
was called in by the Lord Chancellor, nor that a Vacar: was ſer 
on it. Mr. Preſident charged him that he employed one to 
ſel! his Medicines, which he denied ; but for a ſore Leg or 
the like he confeſſed he gave ſomewhat inward: But now 
underſtanding that it was unlawfull, he promiſed to do fo 
no more. He ſaid he was never told of my Lord of Canmer- 
bury's diſpleaſure at his Licence. In ſhort, he was interdicted 
all practice in Phyſick. But not long after, Butler came to the 
Prefident and Cenſors, being recommended to them by the 
Lord Chief Juſtice, upon which the Preſident asked him if 
he did profels > wb He ſaid, No. Being then asked, 
do you give Phyſick ? he ſaid, No. Being charged with ſe- 
yeral proofs againſt him, he denied them. He confeſſed he 
was no Graduate nor of any Univerſity, but ſaid that he un- 
derſtood Latine, and that he practiſed as a Surgeon. Being 


then examined in Larine, he denied to anfwer z which was 


told him, ſhould be related to the Lord Chief Juſtice that ſent 
him to the College. He replied, that: he cared not three 
pence for their Information. He confefled that he had cauſed 
Medicines to be made, and that the Apothecaries took of him 
100 /. per am, In his Surgery cures, he owned that he gave 


Phylſick to kill the cauſe inwardly. Being asked what _

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Pox was, he anſwered an infetion taken in nature afore 


action, Upon this examination, &c. the Preſ1dent and Cen- 
ſors drew up the following Letter, which they forthwith pre- 


ſented to the Lord Chiet Juſtice.

2 whereas according to your Lordſhip's command 
©* George Butler appeared to be examined of his ſufhciency and 
s; — in Phyſick and his praQtice therein, before us 
* the Preſident and Cenſfors of the College of Phyſicians, Firſt 
* he acknowledged himſelf not to be learned, Graduate, or 
* of any Univerſity, neither indeed do we find him to have 
* any learning, by ſuch ſpeeches which he let fall from him 
« in conference: andas for examination in Latine and in Phy- 
< ſick, he refuſed to anſivere: And for the point of practice, 
* amongſt many particulars alledged againſt him, he did ac- 
< knowledge in generall, that he doth give inward Phylick, 
< if his Patients in Surgery doe need it, and that the Apothe- 
* caryes doe take of Pim 100 /, a year for Medicines and 
* drugs. And being charged with 2 ſeveral practices, the 
< one on the perſon of Mrs. Stz/e, as doth appeare by the a- 


» < foreſaid Butler's confeſſion in our Regiſter, for a ſore Leg 


* anda ſtopping in her Stomach, when ſhe had no fore Leg, 
© but under that pretence he gave her Pills, of which ſhe dyed 
* (according to the words of the Regiſter ) the ſame day : 
* The which practice we the Preſident and Cenſors do con- 
< demne for il] and unſawfull, The other pratice was upon 
« the body of Margaret Shover, now againe confeſſed by him, 
* who took upon bo to cure her (as he faith) ofthe Pox ; 
* but being by the Cenſors asked what diſeaſe the Pox is, 
* he did not give any reaſonable anſwere, ſuch is his igno- 
* rance : But her diſeaſe upon Regiſter doth not appear to be 
* foe, although he gave her the Unction for the Pox, and 
* other purging Phylick , neither according to Science or 

CIence. 


Not 
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Not lon9 after hewas complained of by a woman to whom 
he gave 25 Pills, for which he Eupaſted 30, a piece; To 
another he gave 4 Purges, and her petticoat in pawn. 
He promiſed her help within 7 days or to give her 1 00 /. But 
after 9 days ſhe was very ill and continued in great weaknek, 
Upon this and the like complaints the Cenſors fined him 1 o /. 
and ordered his impriſonment for 1.4 days, and that he ſhould 
not be releaſed but by the Preſident's order. About 3 years 
after, he was again complained of for giving Pills of Opium to 
a Woman, by which ſhe was ſtupitied. Being called, he 
blew up a powder into her Noſe, promiſed her recovery, but 
ſhe died in one hours time. The like evil practice he was 

ilty of upon two more : For which the Cenſors order'd 

im to bearreſted ; but he petitioned that he might anſwer 
the College action without an arreſt ; which was granted, 
provided he would find Sureties to anfiver the College Suit 
if he were caſt at Law. Which being done, and this Cauſe 
appointed to be heard at the King's Bench Bar, 6 ofthe Fel- 
lows of the College were deputed to attend there; and after 
this hearing Dr. Harvey, the Treaſurer, and the 4 Cenſors 


were delired to take ſpecial care in the future management of 


- the College's cauſe againſt Butler ; who had procured a pro- 

tection from the Lora Chamberlain, upon which account 4. 
of the Fellows were ordered by the Preſident to wait upon 
his Lordihip to take off his prote&tion, that the College 
might proceed in their Suit againſt him. The Lord Cham- 
berlain upon their application declared his readine tocomply 
with the College's requeſt, and ordered his Secretary to write 
the following reference againſt Burtley.. 


The College of Phyſicians having repreſented that one George 
Butler, «nder_ colour of being ſworne an extraordinary — to 
his Majeſtie, doth take wpon him to give Phyſich and prattiſe Chirur- 
« gery without either skill or Licence, to the apparent prejudice and en- 
dangering of the lives of his Majeftie 5 ſubjefts ; and thereupon de- 
fired leave to take the ordinary courſe of Law to inhibite his prattice, 
and to prevent the danger which may enſue thereby : I do hereby ac- 
clare and. publiſh unto all ſuch as it may concerne, that I have and 
do give free leave and liberty wnto the [aid College to ſe all lawfull 


Wayes 
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wayes and meanes accuſtomed in like caſes, either by ayreſt or cthey- 
wiſe, for the ſuppreſſing and prohibiting of the ſaid Butler's further 
pratlice, 1n 4s free and ample manner 44 i the ſaid Butler had never 
been ſworne the King « ſervant, Whitehall the 25th of Novem- 
ber, 16326. 


About 8 months after, ſeveral freſh complaints of grear 
milchief done by Bu/cr in his practice were exhibited againſt 
kim: As particularly for giving a ſleeping potion to one 
Patient, who was ſound dead in his {leep. The wife of this 
man thus murthered, applied her ſelf to the Cenfors, and de- 
' fired that Mr. B»t/er might be punithed for profeſſing thar, 
which he did not underſtand ; which the prefled the more, 
becaule ( ſhe ſaid ) ſuch a man as he, might kill many both 
Body and Soul, every one being not ſo well prepared for 
death as her husband. She delired a Certificate from the 
College concerning Mr. Butler and his ill practice. Afﬀeer 
this, Butler ſent a Letter to the Preſident and College, which 
being read, was reje&ted. After this a ſervant of Butler's ac- 
quainted the Cenfors, that while ſhe dwelt with him, a wo- 
man came to him for Cure, who within 3 weeks died and 
was carried away {ecretly, - without tolling the Bell, or any 
Miniſter being called. Uponthis information, Butler endea- 
voured to impriſon this ſervant, uſing all arts to take her, 
which occaſioned her application to the College for their pro- 
rection, complaining of the many injuries ſhe had received 
from Mr. Butler {ince her appearing againſt him. Wherefore 
the Preſident ordered the following Letter to be drawn up 
and preſented ro the Lord Chief Juſtice, in her behalf, 


: MY it pleaſe your Lordſhip to underſtand, that the

* College voluntarily to complain of the evi practice of Mr.

After this, Dr. inſt»: ſignified to the College that Burley 
{ent a petition to him to be preſented to the College, which 
he refuſed. Then Butler ſent a Letrer to the Preſident, after 
which it was agreed, that if he paid in the money recovered 
and due t-» the College before the Term, then the other 
ow depending might be ſuſpended, if it pleaſed the Pre- 
ident. | | 

A Letter about this time in the behalf of Butler was broughe 
from the Lord Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas by Cap- 
tain Batler, directed to the Preſident and Cenſors of the Col- 
lege, the Contents of which are the following.

Upon the Friday aforementioned (according to promile ) 
Captain Butler brought 36 1, from Mr. Butler, to whom (by 
Mr. Pretident's appointment ) was given the following note.

It was ordered by Mr. Preſident and Cenfors the 5th of July 163 3.

'Mrs. Bendwell was complained of by Thomas Avdley for under- 
taking his cure in 3 days though in a Hed&tick Fever, ſhe tel- 
ling him that ſhe had cured thoſe whom the Dodtours had 
left and could not cure. She gave him a Purging drink that 
wrought day and night, and brought him to exceeding weak- 
neſs. He ſaid that about the ſame time, ſhe gave his Laun- 
dre phyſick, of whom ſhe had Linen to pawn, which ſhe 
was warned to bring in. Complaint was likewiſe made 
againſt her by a man and his wife, who had bargain'd with 
her for a cure, and had pawned a dozen of Napkins to raife 
money for her payment, cc. She was fined by the Cenſors 
40 5. and a Warrant was making out for her commitment to 
priſon ; But being a miſerable old woman, and ſubmiſſve, 
the Warrant was ſtopp'd. Afﬀeer this a freſh complaint was . 
made againft her, that for pain in the Head and Stomach ſhe 
gave drinks, and had Linen in pawns She confeſſed her Diet- 
drink of Liquorith, Sema and Coloquintida, accounting 16 
drachms for one onnce. She was commanded by the Cenſors 
to reſtore the Linen that night to the College Beadle, aud or- 
dered a finall fine, and prohibited all practice,

Thomas Greenwood, Surgeon, Was accuſed. by One Wikiaw 
Adams, that for the griet of a little skin rubb 4 off with his 
{addle in riding, he promiſed cure in 4 days : but phyfick'd 
him a fortnight, gave him diet-drinks, purged and over hear- 
ed him, and now fued him for 20-4. for the cure. Beingask- 
ed what his diſeaſe was, he replied Aorbus Galico, The Cen- 
ſors order'd his impriſonment, anda mulct of 5 /. tobe inflicted 
upon him. 

Chriſtopher Beane, 4 priſoner 7 Years for Debt -in the King s 
Bench, was charged for giving Phyſick to one Mr. Sparke:, 
who, as Beane ſaid, had a Rheum and ſharp humour running 
from his Head to his Legs, which came by an obſtruction of 
the Liver, with an aſcent to the Head and thence down, for 
which he fomented, anointed and purged. He was told of 
applying of clouts, which he ſaid wrought by natural means ; 
likewile uſing the Adamant, to which he uſed no words, but 
{aid it was both attractive and repullant ; the one over draws, 
the other draws back, North draws and South drives back : 
This he ſaid he did to drive back the humours ; whickic will 
diſperſe, that is, drive back. He —_— and already a 
pritoner, was fined but 4 7, order'd to be kept inpriſon by the 
Cenſors, and prohibited all practice.

He anſwereth, he looks for the ſixth houſe : which being 
diſproved, he faith he underſtands nothing therein, but what 
he hath out of Cal/iman: and being asked what books he hath 


read in that Art, he ſaith he hath none but Calimay. 


4. Being ashed haw he knows an Apoplexy, and haw he cares it. 

He anſ{wereth, he knows nothing panes he be told, nor doth 
uſe any thing for cure but a few Oils and Unguents, and that 
for ſatisfa&tion onely. 

5. Being acked in Chirurgery, What is a Revulſion or Derivation. 

He an{wereth, he knoweth not the terms. | 

6. Being charged with contradiction, that in the College he confeſ+ 
feth himſelf ignorant and aenieth prattice, whereas in his examination 
by the Lord Biſhop of Durham he made ſhew of long experience and 
ſufficience,and of having dong many great cures, as by his Lordſhip s Let- 
ter appeareth, 

He anſwereth, that he did not profeſs any ſuch thing to his 
Lordihip, and that he craves mercy of the -College, and that 
they would not be the cauſe of his undoing.

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7. Being preſſed from the notoriouſneſs of his praftice and publick 


fame that goes of him, and the great reſort made unto him, 
He an{wereth, it is without his deſert, that he cannot hin- 
der comers to him : and that all he did was trifles, and foole- 


ries, and babbles to get a little money. 


Dr. Alexander Leighton, being required by the Cenſors to 
give an account by what authority he practiſed Phyſick, He 
cold them by virtue of his Doctour's degree, which ” had ta- 
ken at Leyaen under Profeſlour Hewrnius. He was charged as 
being in Presbyter's orders, and asked why he did not ſtick 
to his Ordination. He excepted againſt the Ceremonies, yet 
owned himſelf a Preacher, and acknowledged his practiſing: 
of Phyſick. In ſeveral parts whereof he was examined, bur 
giving no ſatisfaction, and being perverſe as to Eccleſiaſtical 
affairs, He was by the Preſident and Cenſors interdited 
practice. After this, endeavouring to procure a Licence, it 
was denied him, becauſe in Holy orders, the Statutes of the 
College declaring that none ſuch ſhould be admitted into the 
College, or permitted to practiſe : Wherefore he was a ſe- 
cond time forbidden practice. But he (till yorng tO Prac- 
riſe in London or within 7 miles, was arreſted, and afterwards 
cenſured , tarquam infamis, he having been cenſured in the 
Star-Chamber, and loſt his ears. 

Ellia Rix, was complained of by Mrs. Lee for her boy dead 
of a conſumption, Rix having promiſed her in 14 days to 
make him ſound, and bargained for 3 4. the had 15 5. afore- 
hand, and arreſted her for the reſt. She gave this boy purg- 
ing drinks once a day for 7 days together 3 and twice a day 
for 7 days more. But the boy dyedgin a fortnight after. 
She likewiſe complained of her for promiſing an abſolute 
cure to her husband in 14 days of a dead Palſte ; ſhe had of 
him 3. and was to have as much more upon cure. She 
confeſſed practice, and was cenſured impriſonment with a 
mul& of 5 i, and required to give bond, that (he would not 
practiſe for the future.

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ter, and give a bond of 201, (with ſecurity to the King) that 
ſhe would not practiſe for the future. 

George Houghton, Apothecary, was accuſed for giving of Pills 
to one Robert Roe, by which he had in 2 days threeſcore ſtools, 
fell into a bloudy Flux, and the Emrods, and died therewith, 
upon which there was a ſuſpicion of poyſon : bur he (aid that 
they were onely Maltick Pills, and that but 3. The Cenfors 
deferred their lentence for the preſent, he being bound to an- 
{wer this milcatriage in a higher Court. After this, the Cen- 
ſors paſſed the following Judgment upon Howghron's practice 
upon the body of Mr. Rebert Roe Countellor at Law, That it 
was altogether unlawfull for him to give Pills or any other 
Medicine without the Counſel of ſome approved Phyſician. 
For the Pills, which the faid Howghton ſays were Maftichine, 
it is not probable they could work any f{uch vioknt effect, 
being familiar and gentle Pills in themſelves. He was by a 
general confent of the Cenſors adjudged to pay the ſum of 
40 5. Which he was contented to doe. Afﬀeer this, ſome mem- 
bers of the College accuſed him of preſcribing Phylick to ſe- 
veral, for which he was ſammoned,” and appeared, confeſſed 
his fault, beg'd pardon, was interdicted practice, and promi- 
fed not to be guilty for the future. But ſome time after he 
was complained of for giving a drink wherein was Lac Sw/phu- 
ris, for which he took 5 s. and agreed to have 5 s. more, if it 
tld the Patient good. He took it thrice, and after the third 
taking fell into a great Fever, and fo continued burning, ſtill 
complaining that the Rog? Hoeghkton. had killed him. Be- 
tore |iis taking this, he walk'd up and down the houſe and 
did eat his meat, which he never did after to his death. 

ron confeſſed the giving of the faid Lc Su/phwris, but 


he thought he might doe it withourt offence, ſaying he did 
 *#ive it in Charity; bur that was contradited by his taking 
money for the medicine and compounding for more. He 


confefled it was mixed 'with Cinamon water, by which it 
was made much more hurtfull to the Patient, whom he con- 
ceived to be in a deſperate cafe ; Yet he gave him this Lac 
Slphurss, not eſteeming it phyfick : but nouriſhment it is not, 
and is therefore phyſick or poyſon. This caſe being exami- 
ned by the Centre was by general conſe found to —_

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practice, for which he was fined 20 5. and committed pri- 
{oner to Newpate. But Mr, Leighton the Keeper of Newpute 
after ſome tine ſuffering Houghton to eſcape, had the follow-

Abraham Hugobert, Apothecary, being ſummoned to a 
before the Cenſors, was by Dr. Argen: charged for che Gm 
ing practice, viz. That about the beginning of Arch, Av. 
Dow. 1622, He gave pills to a fervant of Mrs. Hillary near 
1Woel-Charch, who within: 3 or 4 days died. Hymgobert con- 
felled his giving pills, but would have excuſed it by the po- 
verty of the boy. Pills of Hiera he gave to' one weak and 
aguiſh with a naughty pulſe. The Genfors asked if thoſe 
pills or Aloeticks were fit in that caſe. He ſaid he made no 
rofit, but denied the party had a Flux. The Cenſors fined 
Pim 5 li. and ordered his commitment to priſon. 
. Robert Booker, Was examined by the Preſident and Cenſors 
concerning his skill in Phyſick upon the requeſt of a perſon of 
Honour, to whom the Genfors returned the following anſwer.

© find the ſaid Booker to have any $kill therein. And thus we 
« thought fit to acquaint your Honour, that after his puniſh- 
« ment- for his raſh and evil practice he may be further orde- 
« red as your Honour ſhall think fit. - 

 Tobie Simſon was Cited to appear before the Cenfors, who 
for his abſence was excuſed by a Gentleman from Lord Ho/- 
derneſs Kelly and Lond, who had written for him and his fiſter 
Agnes King in Caſes of the Gout and outward applications, 
At length he appeared, and his Majeſtie's late Letter to the 
College for the puniſhment of Empiricks was read to him, 
Several witneſſes were examined againſt him, who proved 
his giving of potions, powders and other medicines, for which 
he received 104. and had got 40 i. in few months. Being 
asked what the Pallie was, he could not tell ; nor what the 
Gout was. | Yet as to the kinds of the Gout, He ſaid there 
were the running and ſanding, and that in ſet parts. Whence 
it had its Original, he knew not ; but for the ſigns of it he 
could feel them with his fingers. As for his Medicine he 
made it not ; and for the Ingredients he would not diſcover 
them : What Doſes he gave of his powder and whereof ic was 
made, he could not tell. The Lord Biſhop of Londen returned 
thanks for reſpe& had to his Letters, and deſired that'no ex- 
tremity, but ſome favour might be ſhewn to Tobie Simſen ; 
who being preſent and continuing in his ignorance, and reſu- 
ſing to reveal his Secrets, the Cenſors did agree that his prac- 
tice was evil practice, and therefore fined him 20 4. and or- 
dered his impriſonment.

Theodore N.zleman, having Letters wrote in his favour by a 
on of great Honour for procuring him a Licence, was ex- 


amined by the Preſident and Cenſors. He complaining of 


having received a hurt in his head, was asked, what part were 
you hurt in? he anſwered in the Middlemoſt ; the head is di- 
vided into 3 Coats. Which are they > He replyed the Su- 
tors. What is the Suture runs down the head > The Coro- 
nal. Being further asked what diſeaſe he had cured, he re- 
es the Yellow Jaundiſe. What is that > The overflowing 
of the Gall. What part goes it to? To the Mawe. What 
is the Mawe >? The place of the firſt decottion. Having (e- 
veral other queſtions propoſed to him, it was reſolved by-the 
_ Cenſors that he was inſufficient 3 and therefore forbid prac- 


tice. 
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In King Charles I. his Reign. 


Aſter Preſident with 3 of the Fellows of the College 
waited upon the Right Honourable the Lord Kee- 
per Coventry to return him thanks in the name of 

the College for the great favour he was pleaſed to expreſs to 
them in the affair of the Surgeons, who endeavoured to pro- 
cure a Licence for their praiſing Phyſick in all caſes Chirur- 
gical and a power of Licenſing for the future thoſe that 
thould practiſe their Art. But this Noble perſon oppoſed 
their moſt unjuſt Petition, refuſing to grant the Seal, and 
ave the King a full-and fatisfa&tory account of this his de- 
nial. 

Edward Graves, Apothecary, was complained of by a Woman 
whoſe Husband died under his ill practice, He having bled 
him whilſt ill of a Dropſie and Tympany ; Graves confefled 
the practice, but charged the Patient's death upon an il! 
courle of diet and immoderate uſe of Wine. The Cenſors 
upon a full examination of both parties unanimoutly agreed, 
that he ſhould be impriſoned and fined 5 /:, 
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Tames Winter, Apothecary, was accaled for trying praftice 
npon one Corraw, to whom he Fave a purging Porion for a 
light galling. When Cottaw told him that he was exceeding 
well in his tomach, he gave his __ that he was there- 
fore in the greater danger, and for that reaſon preſcribed him 
9 pills ; which (Cera complaining) had done him no good, 
he order'd him another pill, with which all his teeth grew 
loole. He extorted ZOE, from him. Minter confeſled that 
he had given him 2 pills of Tw6i*h Mineral and diet-drink. 
For which the Cenſors fined him 10 /i. which he promiſed to 
pay within a week. | 

Des winto was accuſed of evil practice upon a Woman 
with C 1d, who miſcarried upon the uſe of his Medicines, for 
which the Cenfors ordered his impriſonment and a fhne of 
5 4i, to be inflicted upon him.. Upon this he procures the 
tollowing Letter from the Earl'of Mancheſter,

He 
was Charged for a debt of'4o -, (being the remainder of a fine 
impoſed upon him by the College) which he PRO to 
pay within a week. He was after this accuſed by Dr. Crook 

practiſing phyſick and preſcribing improper remedies to 
2 young woman fick of a Fever and Catarrtj, which being 
examined and judged by the Cenſors unſutable for che Pati 
ent's diſterfiper, He was fined-5 /i. which by the interceſſion 
of the Venetian Embaſſadour was remitted, provided he ab- 
ſtained from praCtice' for the ſuture. | 
Reve, an Apochecary, was charged by Dr. Clement for 
praiſing phyſick, and for behaving himſelf rudely towards 
F Gee Phylicians 3 
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Phyſicians; likewiſe by Dr. Hinſloe. Reve excuſed himſelf that 
all a had given was by the preſcription of Dr. Telfverron, He 
was after this frequently complained of both by Phyſici- 
ans and Patients, upon which account he procured the fol- 
lowing Letter from the Earl of Exeter.

« let him bloud, and gave him a fleeping pill every other 
« night for 3 weeks together, whereupon he dyed z and there- 
« upon the ſaid Reeve being convented before us the 26th. of 
« the ſame moneth, the accuſation was verifyed by witneſſes 
« and made foe plaine that he was brought to confeſſe how 
« he had let the ſaid Butler bloud twice, and given him cer- 
« tain pill and other things all of his own head, and (as he 
« ſaid) out of his own Judgmeat, alledging for his ſo doing 
« that there were Phyſicians that would not give poore folks 
« Counſell if they wanted money. This practice found foe 
<« ſoul and contrary to Art by the Cenfors, in a perſon that

Bartholomew V anderlaſh Was accuſed for practiling Phylick. 
which he denied, but yet confeſſed that he had given healing 
draughts. Upon which , order was given for proſecuting 
him in the Court of Exchequer. After this,. he was com- 
plained of by Dr. Croke for giving purgin Pills to a woman 
n a Fever, and Phyſick to another perſon, for a year and 
half: Dr. Spicer likewiſe exhibited ſeveral informations a- 
gainſt him to the Preſident and GCenſors : As likewiſe one © 
Mrs. Fizten, to whom (for a (mall pain and redneſs in her 
leg and arme) he had given a powder in white Wine, which 
purged her vehemently upward and downward above 2 5 
times, and 12 times the next day. After which he gave her 
4 fluxing pills (of which ſhe took onely 2) which _ a 

Va- 
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falivation for above zo days, for which ſhe was forced tv ſeeic 
eaſe from Dr. Argent. Yanderlaſh denied not this ta&t, but a- 
vouched that he gave her the phyſick by directions from 
Dr. Read. But becauſe he confeſſed that he had no bill from 
the ſaid Doctour, the Cenſors took it fer his own practice, 
which they declared to be very bad : and tent him to Newgate 
thereupon, with a fine of 20 4. 

Ruſſel Hutton, Surgeon, was complained of for giving pills 
of Turbith Mineral to one afflicted with a Dytury, upon which 
he fell into piſſing of bloud, ulceration of the mouth and ©- 
ther ill ſ{ymptomes. He was puniſhed 40 s. which if nor dil: 
charged by the next Cenſors day,. he was to be committed to 
priſon for mala praxis. 

Du Pont was accuſed for preſcribing Mercurial powder to 
ſeveral perſons, who had received great miſchief by them ; 
One of them having loſt 14 teeth; Another by a-Metrcurial 
fumigation (preſcribed by him) fell into {\wooning fits, loſt 
her teeth and was fo dangerouſly ill, that z Phyſicians were 
called in for her relief. Dw Pont being taken by the Beadle 
and brought before the Preſident, was relealed upon his bro- 
ther's engagement for his *appearance before the Cenfors, but 
he broke his word z his brother exculing him that he durſt 
-not come, leſt he ſhould be impriſoned. But though he did 
not appear, yet evil practice being proved againſt him by 
ſeveral, the Cenſory fined him 20 /. and ordered his impriſon- 
ment (till it was-paid) as ſoon as the College Offcer could 
take him. 

Mr. Buggs, Apothecary, was ay yy of for practiſing phy- 
fick ; being charged therewith, he faid that he would nor 
accuſe himſelf, but that being proved againſt him, he refuſed 
to give any anſiver, behavigg himſelf inſolently and fau- 
cily. After this, He was accuſed by a Gentleman to whom. 
he gave great hopes of curing his Son (pretending himſelf a 
Phyſician) but when he ſaw that he would dye, he engaged 
this Gentleman to the Tavern, demanded money of him, 
and after a week ſent him a bill. ZB«ggs gave a Vomit to a- 
nother, which wrought fo churliſhly, that for 3 honrs the 
lick peri was in continual lipothymies. One arſon took 


phyſick of Buggs, who dyed under his hands. Dr. Grent ac- 
| quainted 
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quainted the Cenſors that a Pewterer complained of Bugg:, 
whoby his phyſick put out his Eyes. Complaint was likewiſe 
made, that he gave phyſick to one Burton, who dyed by 3 a 
Clock the next morning : the particular account of which is 
the following. | 

Lanrence Relte, ſervant to Mr. George Burton, Haberdaſher, 
faith, that he was {ent by his Maſter to call Mr. Buggs to him 
and he thinketh that Mr. Beggs was with his Maſter Ai 4% 
in the morning, and further faith, that his Maſter was that 
day abroad in divers places, and that coming home he com- 
plained that he was ſtuffed in the ſtomach and could hardly 
fetch his breath, and that having fitten a while and reſted 
himſelf, he found himſelf well. But he having met with 
Mr. B»ggs in the evening, and complaining that he was ſtuf- 
fed in the ſtomach, Mr. Bggs promiſed ſpeedily to help him, 
and thereupon in the evening ſent. him a Clyſter, which 
Mr. Burton then refuſed to take, finding himſelf well, and ha- 
ving, as he (aid, a good ſtomach to his Supper, he would firſt 
{up. After Supper Mr. Buzgs's rgan came again, then riſing 
from the Table he went to his Chamber, where the Fellow 
gave him the Clyſter, upon which he fell preſently very ſick, 
{0} that the Fellow went home to tell his Maſter how il! 
Mr. Bzrton was ; who preſently ſent him ſome things to take 
(which was after acknowledged to be Syrup of Violets and '

Relfe was ſent to fetch Mr. B»zgs himſelf, who brought him 
by twelve a Clock at night to his Maſter, where preſently 
Mr. Brggs did let Mr. Burton bloud : after which ſeeing him 
to grow ticker, Mr. Byggs went home, ſaying he would ſend 
him ſome things to give him eaſe, which he ſent by his own 
{crvant,. being three things, each of the bigneſs of a pryone, 
which he-took all ſeverally, and dyed by 3 a Clock in the 
morning. 

william Wal.y:, Mr. Bugegs's man, being called to inform the 
College the truch of this buſineſs concerning Mr. Burton ſaith, 
that he knevy Mr. B»rton, and that he dyed on Friday laſt, 
and that his Maſter made a Clyſter for Mr. Burten, which 
was ſent by. his younger Fellow and given about 7 at night, 
and that about 12 at night his Maſter let Mr. Burto- _— 
. ur 
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but this Walhe was not with his Maſter at the doing thereof, 
for he was at the Tower, giving one Mr. Fefter a Clyſter, 
which his Maſter ordained and ſent him to give: and more 
he knoweth nor. 

Upor-this and the like informations the College proſecu- 
ted Mr. Buggs at Law, whereby he was made a priſoner in 
the Fleet ; after which, the Preſident preſented to the Col- 

lege the following Letter ſent from the Lord Chief Juſtice 
: of the Common Pleas about granting Mr. B»ggs an Habeas 
Corps for the Summer Vacation. |

Afer this, the Clerk of the Apothecaries Hall came to 
mediate for B»zgs, del rs born his Fine might be paid at 2 
ſeveral payments. Tt was thereupon agreed between the Pre- 
ſident, Cenſors and Buegs, that he the ſaid Buggs (hould'pay 
10/7. preſently, 20 /. at 6 months end, and 20 /. at 6 months 
after ; and that he ſhould ſeal a Releaſe of Errours both to the 
College and all Miniſters and Officers uſed by the College in 
this buſine; which he ares to, and ſince hath paid 10. 
and ſealed the Bond and Releaſes. Within 2 months after 
this Dr. Hawhe accuſed Mr. B»gg: for giving Phyſick, where- 
upon order was given for his citation, but producing Dr. Law-, 
rence his Bills for the Phyſick given, he was diſcharged. He 
was likewiſe accuſed for ſuing one Smith in the Exchequer for 
Phylſick, and that in his Plea he termed himſelf [ in Medicina 
peritms and ſued pro exratione luis peneree, But tO this-accu- 
fation he ſaid, that one Dr. Cartmeale gave directions to that 
Smith for cure of the Pox. In 7» 1633. Dr. Fox preſented 
to the College Mr. B»ggs his Bond, which was forfeited for 
not paying of 20 /. which his Sureties neglected and refuſed to 
pay, though they were put in mind thereof. It was therefore 
thought fit by the College that an Action ſhould be entred 
againſt them. Whereupon Mr. Towneſend and Mr. Broomſall 
(Mr. B»2gs his Sureties ,) appeared, but refuſed to pay the 
money dustothe College for which they ſtood bound, where. 
fore their Bond was forthwith pur in ſuit by the College. 
Aﬀer this, Mr. B»#gs his Bills were brought to the College, 
and he complained of by Dr. veg practice, It was gy 

1h ore 
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fore ordered by the College that Buggs ſhould be arreſted with 
2 2» minus out of the Exchequer, notwithſtanding he had ta- 
ken a Doctour's degfee at Leyden. After this,the Phyſicians place 
in Clviit's Church Hoſpital being void by the death of Dr 
Clement, and it being juſtly feared that Beggs or ſome other 
irregular man was like (by the favour Byggs had with the 
Oftcers of that houte ) to get into that place, to the prejudice 
and dithonour of the College z It was therefore conlidered 
how to prevent that miſchief. Some made him incapable, 
becauſe * could not practiſe in this City without ————_ 
of the College, which was held a cauſe {ufhcient to exclude 
him: Others ſaid that the Founder of that place, Mr. Beate, 
gaveit firſt to Mr. Bredwell, and ordained, that aſter him one 
of the College ſhould always ſucceed into the vacancy. That 
reaſon was alſo allowed effectual as the other. In fine it was 
concluded, thata Letter-ſhould be written from the College 
to the Lord Mayor to give hum notice of both : which was 
accordingly done and preſented by Dr. Ba«kervile, After this 
the Preſident having heard by Dr. Oxexbridge, that there was 
further cauſe for the-excluſion of Bggs found in the Regiſter 
of Chriſt's Church, of this tenour 3 viz, That the Phylician 
that is to be choſen to that place, is to be a Learned man, 
well qualified, and approved by the College of Phylicians in 
London He went himſelf together with Dr. Oxenbriage to the 
Lord Mayor, to advertiſe him of the uitention that the Preſi- 
dent of Clrilt's Charch Hoſpital had to chruſt in Bueg-as Phy- 
{ician to that Hoſpital contrary to all Law and Reaſon, and 
the expreſs words of the Donour found: in the Regiſter. By 
whom they were received reſpectfully, and with a great deal 
of aſſurance, thathe would (ee the College ſhould have right 
and fayour ſhewn them : and thereupon he ſent immediately 
the Sword-bearer to the Preſident of the Hoſpital to certity 
him of the College's reaſons. Mr. Bggs after this upon ſfum- 
mons appeared, and being demanded how long he had practi- 
{ed Phyſick, he. an{wered that he had practiſed 2 years or 
more, wiz, {incehe returned with the title of Do&tour from 
Leyden, Being further demanded in what School or Univer- 
lity he had been bred and-brought up, he anſwered, that he 
had never been an Academick, or brought up in any __

ſay; but yet he had been bred in fuch a way as mighit 
well enough enable him to become a D»eur of Phytick; 
which was in a Poticary's thop 3 which he held fufhcient to 
make a Phyſician. Upon which Mr: Prefadent gave expres 
charge to the ſaid Boggs that ie thould not any more prelume 
to practiſe Phyſick, being contrary ro the Laws of the King- 
dom, which were then read out of the book'of Statutes to 
him. He then asked how he thould live; or what he 
ſhould doe ? It was replied, that he thould retum to his trade, 
and ſet up an ——_ thop; ſo he might live honeſtly in 
the profeſſion wherein he:had ipent his life, and have the fa- 
vour of the College, which had been formerly offered by 
ſome of the Fellows,who for his better encouragement had pro- 
miſed him half their practice. But he faid, that would be too 
great a diſhonour to him. kava the Beadle was com- 
manded to take out the Copy of an Information given in againſt

William Trigge, Shoemaker, was ſummoned to appear before 
the Cenlors for practice objected againſt liim 5 He confeſſed 
his practiling Phylick in the Rickets, bloudy Flux, Plague 
and Gout ; but now he underſtood that he onght nor, he 
would oblerve the Preſident's commands and abſtain totally: 
fron practice. Yet notwith(tanding this engagement, Elizabeth 
Gearidge within 5- months exhibited comylaints againſt him, 


- for giving her husband Phyſick, of whom he received 20 5. 


for which the was conſtrained by reaſon of her poverty to 
pawn divers of her cloaths and houſhold-fuff; And he was 
to have 40 -, more at the end of the Cure. Trizge preſcribed 
hin Drinks, Pills, Platters, Vomits, &&c. Peing called and 
asked whether he were the King's:or Queen's ſervant, He re- 
{uſed ro anſfiver, bat faid he-was God's. He confefled his 
ewing tlie Phyſick charged againſt him by Ge-aridee, Whetre- 
fore the Centors taking into their con{1deration the practice of 
the ſaid 27am Trigge upon. Thomas Gooaridge, and examinin 
particulatly themanner thereof, did denture ic to be evil, and 
therefore tinned Him 10/7. and committed him to the Compter 
priſon in #edaftreet, till he (ſhould pay his fine. About 4 
months after this cenſure, Mr. Cocke the Surgeon informed, 
that upon the 1 3th of Avent 1631. Trizge canie toa woman 
fick ofa.burning Fever, to whom he gave a Clyſter and Cor- 
dial, and on the 141]: a Vomit of his own preparing ; after 
which (he grew worſe, (till decluiing, till che 1$rh, upon 
which cay the died. Arno 1632. Philip Tiller of Lond 1-briage 
Clothworker and 7 iUliam Ley of Lirmbardſtreet ( who were 
ail tor Trizge ) delired to be releaſed from their bail by the 
College, jAnbvyer was made, that if they re(tored the Prifo- 
ver. 
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ner, they ſhould be freed. Dr. Winſton likewiſe propoſed to 
the Preſident and College the following requeſt from the 
Warden of the Fleet in reference to Trigge,viz, That where- 
as there was 25 /. recovered from Trigge, to the which the 
Warden of the Fleet is liable, in regard of his Eſcape : Yet 
now the Warden of the Fleet requeſts a mitigation, in re- 
gard the priſoner is eſcaped ; and is willing torthwith -to 
pay to the College 20 /. The College at the motion of Dr. 
Winſton was not unwilling to accept that ſum, leaving the bult- 
neſs to Dr. winſton's dilcretion 4 giving him full authority to 
receive the ſaid 20/, to the uſe of the College ; with this 
proviſo, that if hereafter the ſaid Warden of the Fleet ſhall 
recover the full ſum, that then he ſhall pay the other 5 /. to 
the College, and not otherwiſe, Which 20 /. Dr, Hod/or 
wid Dr. Fox the College Treaſurer, having received it of the 

arden of the Fleet as part of the debt due from Trigge, 
with a promile of paying thereſt in caſe he recovered it. At 
ter this Dr. Spicer and Dr. Hodſon gave an account to the Cen- 
{ors of Triege $ practice, and Dr. Oxenbridge complained of his 
undertaking to cure an Hydropical woman by way of Para- 
centeſis, and that the patient died within 14 days. Upon this 
Trigge was ſummoned, but not appeaping, his wife came to 
excule her husband's abſence ; She confeſſed he was by his 
breeding a Shoemaker, but now he made profeſſion onely of 
diſtilling waters, and that he did ule to give certain Powders 
and Cordials to ſuch as were infected with the Plague. Hemry 
Aron, Sargeon, appeared and averred that he being called to 
view the body of one Widow Thompſon ( whom Trigge had 
undertaken to cure of a D:opſte by Paracenteſis) found, that 
the ſaid Trivge had opened her belly himſelf in a placenot 
proper for that operation, viz. upon the midſt of the direct 
Mulcle on the right {14e. Dr. Oxenbridge and Dr. Rant were 
likewiſe prefent with Mr. Ar at that tine, and were witnel- 
ſes of that indiſcreet and Artlets operation. Wherefore 7r4gge 
being brought to th- College by a Meflenger of the Council 
table, and charged with opening the body of an Hydropical 
woman, whereupon death enſued 3 he confefled the fa. 
And beiny demanded 10-4 he dur(t preſume to undertake ſuch 
2n operation, being a Lait-maker by his profefiion ; he an- 
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(wered that le had ſeen Mrs. Nobes a Midwife open a nody 
dead of a Dropfie, and that thereby he learned to make ſo 
obſervations, touching the diſſeRtion of Mens bodies. Be- 
{ides, he excuſed himſelf, that what he did was done in the 
preſence and with the aſſiſtance of a Phyſician, viz. Mr, Por- 
dage. But the Cenlors judged it a bold, dangerous and un- 
lawfull practice, for which they committed him to Newgare 
and fined him 20 /. After this Trigge s wife appeared in the 
behalf of her husband lying in Nengoe, and being queſtioned 
touching his practice z (he confeſſed that he made his Pills 
and Electuaries himſelf, and paxnenhety Michridate and 
wick in London 4 
years fince he came from Canterbury, and that otherwiſe he 
could not have lived. In concluſion, ſhe paid 20 /, for her 
husband's fine; defiring he might be releaſed from Newgare, 
Whereupon a Warrant was ſigned by the Preſident and 
ſors for fs Enlarg-ment, A week after he was again ſum- 
mon'd to appear before the Cenſors, who interdicted him the 
practice of Phyſick any more, upon pain of the ſevereſt pu- 
niſhment. He then profeſſed, that he was bred and brought. 
a in diſtilling of waters, to which trade he purpoſed to ap- 
ply hinſelE And complained that many Diltillers of Agqza 
vite'in London made uſe of the Lees of Starch Waſh and ſuch 
traſh to the great abuſe of the King's Subjects, which he was 
able to make out. Bur practice being afterwards proved againſt 
him, he was proſecuted at Common Law. 

Themas Cooke, Surgeon, being charged for practiſing Phylick, 
confeſſed that he gave ſome few medicines to the Poor. Be- 
ing asked how he came to underſtand that profeſſhon, he ſaid 
from his Maſter Afellins, He was admonithed to abſtain 
from future practice, which he promiſed, and fo was dil- 
miſſed. But about ; months after, Dr. inſt complained 
that he had Salivated a Woman, upon which Salivation the 
died in 4 days. Wherefore, he was ſent to Priſon and tined 
5 7. But upon his payment of 4o -. and confeſſing his fault, he 
was taken out of Priſon. After this, he was again convened 
and accuſed for giving Mercurial Pills ; he craved pardon for 
his offence, and promiſed never to offend again, and fo 
he was ſent away. Yet within a few years, he was again 

queſtioned 
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queſtioned concerning the death of a perſon of great Quality, 
to whom he gave ( as he affirmed) fir{t half an ounce of Caſia, 
and the like quantity of Manna for a bole, then Mercnrius aulcts 
5 times. The flux began to riſe the third day : In concluſion 
this honourable Lady died. His Cenfure was, 1. To give 
ſecurity by bond of 1 00 /. not to praftiſe the ſame way of 
fAuxing by Mercury. z. Toacknowledge is J ractice to 
the Lady Knever, and to bring back a teltimony from her to 
the College, that he had confeſſed the ſame. He accordiny- 
ly brought the enſuing Letter.

In the 5th year of this King's reign, ſeveral Empiricks pre- 
tending their Prote&ion from Court, the Preſident and 
Cenſors preſented the following Petition againſt them to the 
Lord Chamberlain. 
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To the Right Honourable Philip Earl of 
Pembroke and Montgomery, Lord Cham- 
berlain to Is Majelty, 


The humble Petition of the Preſident and Cenſors of the 
College of Phyſicians, 


Sheweth, 


" Hat whereas there are diverſe Empiricks, which con- 
c; trary to Law and conſcience preſume to practiſe Phy- 
* (ick in and about the City of London, as one Butler a Glover, 
* 7Trioce a Laſtmaker, Buggs one of the Queen of Bohemia's 
« Players, ſometimes an Apothecary 5 One Hil, one Blag- 
« de, One Blazh a Pewterer; and one Sir Saunder Duncombe 4 
« Penſioner to his Majeſtie , with diverſe others, againſt 
© whom the College cannot take the benefit of their Charter 
« and his Majeſtie's Laws, by reaſon that they ſhrowd then- 
« {elves under the colour of being his Majeſtie's ſervants : 


* The Petitioners humbly befeech your Lordihip, in tender 
< regard of the health and ſafety of his Majeſtie's ſubjects,

To this Perition the following anſwer was returned. 


None of the perſons complained of in this Petition, nor any ether are 
aamitted to his Majeſtic s ſervice to intitle them to the practice of Phy- 
fick againſt the Charter of the College and his Majeſtie s Laws, And 
therefore If the Petitioners conceive that they have cauſe of Suit, ha- 
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wing acquainted the partyes intereſted with my reference, they may 
freely take the benefit of his Majeſtie s Laws for their relief,

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Humphrey Beven, Chymiſt, was complained of for wing a 
Vomit to one K»y/tor's daughter, who in the time of her vo- 
miting fell into convulſions and died. After this he was ac- 
cuſed for giving a Medicine to Mrs. Lane on a knife's point, 
upon the taking of which ſhe voided clods of bloud upwards, 
and next day her gums were made black thereby, and ſo ſhe 
fell ro ſpitting and ſpawling till ſhe died. The Preſident and 
Cenſors did not think this buſineſs fit for them to cenſure ; 
and therefore it was referred tothe Courts of Juſtice. 

Thomas Bowaen, Surgeon, C onfeſled that he directed ſevera! 
Medicines (as Purges, Diet-drinks, &c.) to a Patient for the 
Meorbus Gallices, and thought it lawfull, he being ſo taught 
by his Maſter. The Cenſors examining the caſe could not 
diſcover it to be a Gonorrheea impura, but onely a ſtrain gotten 
by a fall, which cauſed the running of the reins. The prac- 
tice having been 2 or 3 years paſt, the Cenſors inflicted no 
other puniſhment upon him, but onely diſcommuned him 
untill he ſubmitted to the College, which was done by the 
conſent of all the Fellows, and ſignified by the Beadle to all 
their Members. About the ſame time one Find an Apothe- 
cary was likewiſe diſcommuned, who afterwards ſubmitted 
himſelf to the College, and craved. a releaſe from their inter- 
diction 3 which was granted, he paying the mul&t of 20 5. 

Mr. Sweno Clark and Executour to one Mr. William Turner 
preſented a Petition againſt Mr. C/apham, an Apothecary, for 

iving phyſick to the ſaid Mr. 7»r»er, whoſe bills of charges 
e preſented. Mr. Clapham appeared, to whom Mr. Preſident 
Sets the complaint made againſt him concerning his prac- 
tifing Phyſick upon one Mr. Twrner, and of his ſuing the 
Patient's Executours, and required him to produce what 
Do&tours bills he had in that caſe. Mr. Clapham anfwered, 
that he had Dr. Peter Meyden alias Muden his Bills, even from 
September, 1630, till the latter end of March following : which 
I 11 Dr. Moyaer, 
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Dr. Meoden was ſometime his fellow-ſervant in Mr. Garret's © 
houſe, but afterwards fell to the ſtudy of Phyſick. He con- 
feſſed that the Doctour never was with . Turner, onely 
ſaw his urines at Mr. Claphow's (hop, and ummm 
him of the diſeaſe. He faith farther that Mr. Tyner muc 
deſpiſed Phyſick and Phyſicians, yet relied _= him, and 
was content at the laſt that Dr. Braare thould be brought to 
him, who came (as he ſaid) too late. , 

Iargaret Woodman, dwelling in Albalow: in the Wall, who 

kept Mr. Twrner in his {icknels, faith, that Mr. Claphaw did 
uſually look upon Mr. Twrner's urines, cauſing them often to 
be turned, ſometimes liking and ſometimes diſliking them : 
and that all the time ſhe was with him, which was 10 weeks,

Hammond confeſled that he gave 
the Child a Clyſter made of Ale, Moloflos, and white Helle- 
bore, which wrought ſo violently that the Boy died there- 
with. Wwaltos likewiſe affirmed that there was a red powter 
in the Clyſter, which he judged to be red Mercury. For this 
illpra&tice he was fined 5 /. and committed to the priſon of 
the Compter inwoodſtreer. 

James Virott, Apothecary, Was accuſed by the Wardens of 
the Apothecary's Company for decayed and ill medicines 
found in his Shop,which they orgs The Cenſfors refuſed to 
take any notice thereof, becauſe they had not viſited his Shop 
which they promiſed ſpeedily to do, and pony within 
a few days they with the Wardens did viſit it, and deſtroyed 
his corrupt and ill medicines. 

Mr. Prefident made complaint of the Apothecaries diſte- 
ſpect in general and in particular of Mr. Smith's, who being 

erved with a Sub-prna tO A as a Witneſs in a College 
cauſe, neglected to come. hereof being reproved by Mr. 
Preſident, that it was an affront to the College, he told him 
he might take it as he pleaſed ; and being adviſed by Dr. Har- 
vey to comme to the Preſident to compote this breach, Smith 
told him that he feared no body under the degree of a Privy 
Councellour for any good or harm. Upon this complaint, ir 
was thought fit to put it to the table, whether Mr. Smith 
ſhould be excommuned for uſing Mr. Preſident ſo unworthily, 
till ſuch time as he ſhould reconcile himſelf to the Preſident 
and the College; By ſcrutiny he was excommuned, till he 
ſhould ſo reconcile himſelf, About 3 weeks after, Mr. Smith

In the gth year of this King's reign, the College by advice 
of their Councel ſent the following Letter to the Maſter, 
Wardens, and Fellowſhip of the Apothecaries concerning 
the examination of their ſervants in order to their freedom.
